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Katz pays in 
Ward 8 race

NEWTON — Robert B. Katz 
apparently spent the most money 
trying to convince Ward 8 voters 
that he would make the best suc- 
cessor to the late Alderman 
Robert L. Shuman. 

The success of Katz’s $3,700 ef- 
fort was decided Tuesday when 
Oak Hill residents took part in the 
city’s first special election in 
over two decades. 

Observers predicted that 10 to 
15 percent of the 6,088 registered 
Ward 8 voters would venture out 
into the bright sunshine to par- 
ticipate in the paper ballot race 
between Katz, William Shaevel, 
Howard Passman and Teresa 
Walsh. 

All but Walsh have said that 
they will run again for the seat 
this fall when another Ward 8 
alderman is elected to a full, two- 
year term. 

Passman, a Dorcar Road resi- 
dent, was the only one of the four 
contenders who had not submit- 
ted the Campaign Finance 


Report (CFR) required by state 
law by the start of the voting. 

On the eve of the balloting, he 
said that his CFR had been ready 
for submission early last week, 
but had been delayed because he 
had not signed the document in 
the proper places. 

His CFR was finally received 
on Tuesday and showed that 
Passman’s campaign had raised 
about $1,000 and spent close to 
$800 during the reporting period 
that ended May 17. 

Shaevel, who most observers 
viewed as the frontrunner in the 
tight race, collected over $3,800 
and spent almost $3,000 from 
March 18 to May 17, but Katz, a 
former Ward 8 alderman, col- 
lected and spent $3,700 in a 
shorter time span that began on 
April 9. 

Walsh, who concentrated on a 
door-to-door strategy, spent the 
least of any candidate, collecting 
$810 and spending just over $550 
in a reporting period that began 
on April 29.

Aldermen back village study

NEWTON — Aldermen have appropriated 
$215,000 for the Village Study despite concern that 
the ambitious planning project may not be com- 
pleted in time to serve any useful purpose. 

By a 19-4 tally, the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night supported a $135,000 appropriation from free 
cash designed to provide the remaining money for 
the city-wide development analysis, which received 
initial funds totalling $80,000 last year. 


However, in statements that preceded the lopsid- 
ed vote, a number of aldermen voiced concern that 
the most pressing development problems facing the 
city are the result of zoning flaws that will be solved 
long before the study’s likely completion date of 
December 1986. 

Some legislators also expressed confusion over 
the ultimate goals of study and two other recent 
planning initiatives — the newly-created Economic

Development Commission (EDC) and an ad hoc 
committee of citizens and aldermen meant to sug- 
gest revisions to the city’s zoning ordinances, 

“T seriously wonder what the great fruits of the 
Village Study are going to be," said Alderman 
Verne Vance. 

Vance noted that the timing of the study did not 
mesh with the tentative schedule of the ad hoc zon- 
ing review group, which is expected to make its 
report to the Board of Aldermen late this year. 

“Hither the city is going to have to forget the 
Village Study on its current schedule or there will 
have to be a substantial stretching out of the zoning 





group's timetable,’’ he added 

By the end of this month, planners are hoping to 
have a firm under contract for the study, which is 
designed to specifically define appropriate com- 
mercial development in each of the city’s 13 
villages.

Have you ever received a letter saying that you've 
already won a nice prize, and all you have to do is 
drive to some new condominium resort develop- 
ment and listen to a sales pitch in order to take your 
prize home? 

Some of my friends have and decided that there 
must be some sort of catch, that nothing is free, so 
they just didn’t bother going to collect their prize. 

Well, I got my letter several weeks ago. It said I 
had won a ‘‘major” prize and an additional bonus 
gift and it asked me to dial a toll-free number to find 
out more 

Toll-free? ‘This isn’t costing me anything yet,’ I 
told myself. ‘Go ahead, play the game.’ 

A friendly female voice named Cheryl answered 
the phone and told me I had won a 12-inch black and 
white Magnavox television, and then she put me on 
hold to check and see what my bonus gift was. Turn- 
ed out it was a 35 millimeter camera. 

‘Holy smokes, this is great timing,’ I thought to 
myself. My antique Zenith set had just died. I've 
always wanted a camera and now that I’m working 
for a newspaper, I could learn to use the darkroom 
facilities. 

All I had to do to collect my prizes was drive to 
the Sea Mist condo village in New Seabury on Cape 
Cod and listen to a spiel by some real estate sales 
person trying to sell me a week of time sharing. 

Magnavox is a brand name, so | figured the TV 
had to be alright. Cheryl didn’t know what kind of 
camera I would get, but I assumed it wouldn't be a 
Nikon, Still, cheap is better than nothing, I always 
say. 1 was hooked. 

I set a date with Cheryl for May 31 at 12:30 p.m. 
and began thinking about my exciting new career 
as a photojournalist, about watching the Celtics on 
my brand new TV with a crisp, clear picture. 

Instead, I should have been thinking about my 
new career as a salad chef and watching my TV 
with binoculars, because my prizes didn’t turn out 
to be what Cheryl said they would be. 

It seems they had run out of the cameras, s' 
given a three-piece salad set (you gue: 
bowl and two plastic serving utensils) as a 
substitute gift. My 12-inch Magnavox TV turned out 
to be a five-inch Bentley. They ran out of the 
Magnavoxes. 

But this all happened after I spent two hours with 
my Century 21 real estate man, Russell Robinson. 
Apparently Cheryl just answers the phones. 

Russell appeared to be in his early 30s and had 
formerly been a school teacher, but quickly left that 
career ‘‘because there was no money in it.’ He 
seemed to be doing okay now. 

He was wearing one of those fancy Rolex watches 
and showed me his brand new Toyota Celica Supra. 
He really liked the red color of his car and told me 
so several times. ‘‘The color really makes that 
car,’ he kept say! 

I had driven to New Seabury with my legal 
counsel, Bob, who just finished his first year of law 
school. Fresh from his contracts and property 
classes, Bob kept asking Russell pointed questions 
about what sort of deed he was selling and whether 
claims against the property from prior owners 
would go against me as the new owner of a share of 
the development. 

But Russell was more interested in selling fun. He 
kept asking me questions I felt compelled to say yes 
to, like ‘‘Do you like to vacation?" or “‘If you could 
take a ski vacation and stay for free, wouldn't that 
be better than paying for a hotel room?” 
Sometimes he would answer for me, saying, “‘Of 
course, of course you would.”

He said to Bob and me, ‘You guys are single, 
right’?

Yeah, mine along with 51 
other owners. 

His other major selling point was the fact that

Russell showed us through three demonstration 
units. They all featured thick shag carpeting in 
tones of beige, which matched the general decor. 
The table and chair sets were Danish modern and 
the couches were of a stiff velour fabric. Each unit 
contained two large color televisions, which stayed 
on all day in the demonstration units. 


After our tour of Sea Mist, which is undergoing 
the final stages of construction, we returned to the 
clubhouse where salesmen in gold blazers held 
court with dozens of other dazzled prospects just 
like me 


I must admit it all sounded pretty good. For a 
price I did not yet know, I could be a property 
owner, if only for a week each year, at a resort 
anywhere in the world. 





Earlier Russell said he was going to ask me three 
questions, then proceeded to ask me about 300. But 
now he was back to his three questions again. 


“Do you like to vacation?”’ he asked. I said 
“‘yes,’’ not wanting to sound like a stick in the mud. 

Question number two. “Does time sharing make 
sense to you’?”’ It sure sounded good to me, just as it 
was supposed to. 

And the biggie. ‘Can you afford it?’’ But before I 
could answer, he added up some numbers and 
showed me the price of a two-bedroom unit for a 
week in the off-peak season. It was $6,500. 

“Is that less expensive than you thought it would 
be?” asked Russell. Once again I had to answer, 
“yes,”

My substitute TV was one of 
those battery-powered portables that I could take to 
the beach, so I decided to take it instead of waiting 
six to eight weeks for the Magnavox to be delivered. 

Still I felt like I’d been used. Over the phone I was 
promised two specific gifts and I was lured to the 
Cape and given two different ones. 

But, I guess cheap is better than nothing.

No bad impact from trash decision

NEWTON — Waltham's deci- 
sion to stop using the Rumford 
Avenue transfer-haul station for 
its rubbish disposal will have no 
effect on the Garden City’s 
lucrative contract with the firm 
that manages the site. 

If anything, Waltham’s move 
will mean less truck traffic on the 
residential streets near the plant 
and a significant financial loss 
for the station’s manager, GSX 
Corp. of New England, formerly 
known as SCA. 

“It doesn’t have any significant 
effect on us at all,”’ Public Works 
Commissioner James L. Hickey 
said yesterday. “Our contract 
with GSX is written with or 
without Waltham ... They have to 
make a difficult choice in a short 
period of time.” 

Mayor Arthur J. Clark told 
Waltham’s Finance Committee 
last Wednesday night that his ci- 
ty’s 10-year cooperative relation- 
ship with Newton, the owner of 
the Rumford Avenue site, will 
end sometime this summer. 

Clark said he intends to sign a 
contract with the Saugus-based 
Refuse Energy Systems Co. 
(RESCO) to dispose of 
Waltham’s yearly trash load of 
approximately 40,000 tons. 

Although GSX also bid for the 


right to continue handling 
Waltham’s rubbish, its offer 
came in at almost twice the cost 
proposed by RESCO. 


Under Newton’s recently sign- 
ed one-year contract extension 
with GSX, another community 
may be allowed to use the 
transfer-haul station if Waltham 
does not. 

“Clearly, the city is in the posi- 
tion of saying who may use that 
station, but we’re not going to 
solicit people. We wouldn’t be out 
looking for someone else’s 
trash,”’ said Hickey, who added 
that he had not yet received of- 
ficial notification of Waltham’s 
decision, 

“We control who comes in ... 
No one can come in without our 
approval. The permit process is 
quite tight in terms of taking care 
of the type, source, total tonnage 
and traffic routes of the trash 
that comes in there," he added. 

The city has already agreed 
that no other community will be 
granted a permit to use Rumford

While the city may not be look- 
ing for a community to take 
Waltham’s place, GSX officials 
will undoubtedly try to find a way 
to compensate for what could be 
a staggering financial loss. 

Thanks to the city’s ownership 
of the transfer-haul station, 
Newton will pay GSX $1.98 
million annually for the privilege 
of picking up the city’s curbside 
rubbish and managing the Rum- 
ford Avenue facility — a deal 
which means that the Garden Ci- 
ty pays only $19.30-a-ton for trash 
disposal. 


That per ton cost is almost 60 
percent less than the per ton 
price GSX offered Waltham. 

Asked if Waltham’s decision 
could have an adverse financial 
impact on GSX, Hickey replied,

even if GSX is operating the 
transfer-haul station at a loss. 

“Of course, we would prefer 
that not happen — it’s always bet- 
ter to deal with a company that is 
doing well financially but 
that’s one of the breaks of 
business,”’ he added. 

Hickey said that ‘barring 
something drastic,’’ he expects 
the city to exercise its right to ex- 
tend the current contract with 
GSX at the same price each year 
for the next three years.

Although his proposal even- 
tually failed because of a 
parliamentary technicality, 
Barker succeeded in bringing the 
issue to the attention of his col- 
leagues. 


“I would like to find out from 
him what his intentions are. I 
think what he’s contemplating is 
really wrong,’ he said after- 
wards. 


Cameron first told Public 
Facilities of the ivy removal ef- 
fort during a budget review ses- 
sion in April. 


In a later interview, Cameron 
said he regretted having to 
remove the plant that has long 
given city hall its traditional look 
of collegiality, but was left little 
choice because of the damage be- 
ing done to the building’s coping 
stones and mortar joints. 


The ivy is scheduled for 
removal by workers from the ci- 
ty's Forestry Division sometime 
this summer, he added. 





Barker, like many other 
aldermen, only recently learned 
of Cameron’s plans, and 
disagrees with the decision. 


“It looks beautiful. It doesn’t 
do any harm to the building. This 
kind of plant has grown on the 
outsides of buildings in Europe 
for hundreds and hundreds of 
years, I just don’t understand 
why we have to get rid of it all of 
a sudden,” he said. 


Barker also disputes the kind of 
plant Cameron is talking about 
and rendered a_ preliminary 
assessment of the city hall ivy as 
being of the ‘‘Virginia Creeper” 
variety, which he claims is 
harmless to buildings. 


Eight of the 22 aldermen pre- 
sent last night drew good-natured 
boos from some of their col- 
leagues when they voted against 
the motion designed to bring 
Barker’s resolution up for 
debate. 


“You'd think they’d at least 
have the courtesy to hear about 
it,” a disgusted Barker said of 
the lack of support from his 
fellow legislators. 


But some of those who helped 
defeat the proposal later 
apologized to the disgruntled 
alderman and promised they 
would contact Cameron for more 
details on the city’s anti-ivy cam- 
paign,

NEWTON — David Goldman 
always took his sports seriously. 

A 1980 graduate of Newton 
South High School, he won varsi- 
ty letters in five different sports: 
baseball, football, soccer, golf 
and gymnastics. He also lifted 
weights from time to time ‘'to 
stay in shape, have a little size 
and look good."’ 

Goldman continued to lift dur- 
ing his college years at the 
University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst, from which he 
graduated last year with a 
degree in psychology. He said 
one Friday night, after a par- 
ticularly good workout with a 
friend, he picked up a copy of 
Muscle and Fitness magazine 
and ‘I was hooked. I said to 
myself, ‘My body has to look like 
this." 

So in January 1983 he began lif- 
ting weights with the sole inten- 
tion of getting into competition 
bodybuilding. 

On May 19 at Mechanics Hall in 
Worcester, Goldman won the title 
of Mr. Massachusetts for the 5- 
foot-7 and under height cla 
Last December he also won the 
Bay State Championships 
bodybuilding title. And he's 
thinking about trying to become 
Mr. America ne: ear. 

Goldman, 22 id bodybuilding 
is the perfect sport for him 
because he doesn’t have to rely 
on anyone else’s performance to 
succeed. He said that as a pitcher 
on his high school baseball team, 
he used to become disturbed 
when one of his teammates made 
an error because he then could 
not completely control his own 
destiny. 

“Bodybuilding is an individual 
sport,"’ he said. ‘You have to ap- 
proach every workout by either 
lifting more weight, doing it in 
less time, or doing more repeti- 
tions. 

“‘Also, to be a good 
bodybuilder, you have a good 
understanding of physiology, 
biology and nutrition. It is a 
science. You have to know how a 
muscle works and how they're 
made.”’ 

He said he often feels people 
staring at his body when he's out 
shopping or on a date, but “I 
don’t mind that.”

tall and weighs between 160 and 
185 pounds, depending on what 
stage of training he is in. He said 
he began earnestly training for 
the Mr, Massachusetts competi- 
tion in February. He would 
typically work out two hours each 
day, seldom taking a day off. 

During February and March, 
he said he ate a lot of red meat, 
eggs and ice cream (his 
weakness) to gain protein for 
strength. During this period he 
was eating more than usual and 
lifting his heaviest weights, 
bench pressing up to 405 pounds. 

In April he started cutting 
down his calories and lifting the 
same amount of weights in a 
shorter time, which he said helps 
the muscles grow. 

As the contest approached, he 
cut back on his weights and in-

Drug abuse program ready

NEWTON Newton students 
next fall will take part in a pro- 
gram designed to prevent the 
spread of drug and alcohol 
dependency. 

The program, taught by the 
Freedom from Chemical 
Dependence Foundation (FDC) 
— a non-profit organization 
founded in 1976 to combat the 
alarming rate of teenage drug 
and alcohol use — will counsel 
students, teachers and parents 
about the use and abuse of drugs 
and alcohol. 

John Cullinane, Director of 
Pupil Services and Special 
Education for Newton schools, 
will oversee the program. He 
said FCD was selected in part 
because of its past record. 

“FCD has a good track 
record,” Cullinane said, ‘‘of ac- 
quainting students, faculty and 
parents with all the issues 
associated with drug and alcohol 
abuse.”” 

“Like everwhere else,’’ 
Cullinane said, ‘‘drug and alcohol 
abuse is very much a problem, 
There’s a need for (this type of 
program) everywhere in the 
United States. Everyone is strug- 
gling to find an answer,” 

Because of the typical year-end 
crush faced by school officials, 
Cullinane said he doesn't know 
the specifics of the program. 

“We've reached an agreement 
to take advantage of their offer, 
but there’s no determination

about who, what, when or where. 
I have to talk to the schools and 
find out.”” 

Under the agreement, 400 
students will receive intensive 
education about drug and alcohol 
abuse, according to FDC 
spokesman John Suby. 

The FCD program is highly 
regarded in neighboring school 
districts where it is already in 
place. Jacqueline Bloom, a social 
studies teacher at Needham High 
School, has been involved with 
FCD since 1976. 

“The thing I really like about 
the program," Bloom said, ‘‘is 
that the people who teach it are 
recovered substance abusers. 
Because of this, and because they 
are outsiders, I think that they 
have an easier time relating to 
the students.” 

Bloom added students feel 
more comfortable talking with 
‘people who have been there and 
back’’ because ‘whether good or 
bad, the kids for the most part 
have built a rapport with their 
teachers and feel uncomfortable 
or would hesitate to ask certain 
questions of them while they 
would be more apt to question the 
councelors.”’ 

“Kids,’’ she said, ‘‘think they 
know everything there is about 
controlled substances, After this 
program, I feel students leave 
better informed and can make 
better decisions about drug use.” 

Bloom said the FCD counselors 
“inform students, raise questions 
and get kids to think about alter- 
natives to getting high.””

“The counselors raise issues 
and use themselves as ex- 
amples,"’ Bloom said. ‘They 
don’t preach, and that’s impor- 
tant because kids get turned off 
by people preaching to them.” 

Funding for the program will 
be provided by a combination of 
corporate and private donations.

Ed King...jumps ship 


Future is dim 
for party switchers 


Can an infusion of conservatism from 
the Democratic party restore life to the 
moribund Republican cause in 
Massachusetts? Not unless the possible 
switch candidates have sufficient per- 
sonality punch to overcome the inherent 
reluctance of a Democrat, even those non- 
liberal Democrats, that is, to cast a 
Republican vote. 

This is the intriguing ‘x’ in the equation 
which has former Governor Ed King, his 
former tax chief, Dr. Joyce Hampers, and 
former U.S. Attorney Edward Harrington 
jumping the fence to top the GOP ticket. 
Strategists in the Republican hierarchy, 
unable to take a statewide office in more 
than a dozen years, are reportedly trying 
to convince the trio to do just that. 

King, a conservative Democrat, made 
the decision to switch parties Sunday after 
meeting with political advisers. 

With the Dukakis-led liberals in com- 
plete charge of the majority party, the 
weak GOP is conceding it just doesn’t have 
challengers able to make the 1986 election 
a horse race. Clearly, the lone hope is to 
split Democratic ranks by wooing those 
who like to claim they don’t vote along par- 
ty lines. Aligned with professed in- 
dependents who totally reject party labels, 
they might just succeed. 

Politics is a strange business in the bean 
and cod state. Liberal and moderates once 
ruled the Republican roost in the years of 
Brooke, Sargent and Volpe. Somewhere 
along the line, the party got out of touch 
with the electorate. When Mike Dukakis 
retrieved the corner office from Ed King, 
the Democratic liberals were in command. 

Yet, things change even there. Astute 
Dukakis, with a moist finger to the wind, 
recognizes that a conservative mood is in 
the air. The remarkable thing about his 
present incumbency, in its third year, is a 
marked swing to the center. He has 
usurped any number of past King 
prerogatives, becoming more _ pro- 
business, a hard liner on crime, backing 
off on some environmental issues and en- 
couraging restraints in social services 
spending. 

It may well be that a less doctrinaire 
Michael Dukakis will be strong enough by 
the time 1986 rolls around to fend off any 
attack, Independent or Republican. That 
would make exceedingly doubtful any 
chance ex-Democrats in GOP raiment can 
succeed. 
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Dignity for our elderly

As the Reagan administration 
continues its efforts to reduce 
spending for a range of domestic 
programs, Massachusetts is fac- 
ing an increasing challenge to 
provide for the well being of its 
elderly citizens 

The state and advocates for the 
state’s elderly population are 
fighting the battle on a number of 
fronts, including providing ade- 
quate medical care, combating a 
disturbing incidence of abuse and 
finding appropriate housing, to 
name just a few. 

One of the prime issues for the 
elderly is long-term care that 
designed to allow frail or disabl- 
ed elders to live at home with a 
measure of dignity and_ in- 
dependence 

While a lot of publicity recently 
has centered on other social ser- 
vice problems, such as child 
abuse and foster care problems, 
providing services for senior 
citizens is just as pressing, if not 
more so 

The state's elderly population 
is growing substantially. Ac- 
cording to a state report, elders 
make up 1 percent of 
Massachusetts’ population and is 
steadily growing. An increasing 
percentage of the elderly popula- 
tion is over 75 and a substantial 
portion 25.5 percent lives 
alone 

The costs of providing services 
for them is staggering. Ac- 
cording to a report by the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Elder Affairs, 
nursing homes and_ chronic 
hospital care account for the 
largest portion of the state’s 
Medicaid budget increasing 
from $281.9 million in 1977 to $525 
million in 1985. 

Despite the fact many of the 
elderly who enter nursing homes 
or other long-term care facilities 
could function within the com- 
munity with more limited ser- 
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vices, the Medicaid budget for 
home services in 1985 was only 
$20.2 million, up from $5.5 million 
in 1977. 

Comparative figures make a 
strong case for increasing home- 
based services. While the cost of 
placing a patient in a nursing 
home exceeds $18,000 a year, 
many elders can remain at home 
and receive comprehensive 
medical and social support for 
about $7,000 a year, according to 
the report. 

The state has undertaken a 
vigorous effort to supplement 
home care through the Elder Af- 
fairs Department, which pro- 
vides services to more than 43,000 
clients a month at a projected 
cost of $91 million in 1985. Spen- 
ding by the department has near- 
ly quadrupled since 1977. 

Services include day heath 
care programs, adult foster care, 
home health care and transporta- 
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tion services all intended to 
keep elders out of institutions. 

Despite the infusion of money, 
adequate long-term care for all 
those who need it appears to be a 
long way off. 

Anyone remotely familiar with 
the problems of the elderly — or 
younger disabled persons for that 
matter is capable of running 
through a litany of want, neglect, 
hunger and hopelessness. 

Many of those hired by home 
health care vendors contracted 
by the state have little training 
and there are not enough of them 
to go around largely because they 
are paid at minimum wage 
levels. 

“They can get paid more at 
McDonald's and get better in- 
surance benefits,’’ said one state 
official. 

The department report also 
pointed to a number of other 
systemic problems, including a

According to the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission, Ray Shamie 
and John Kerry were among the 
50 top money raisers and money 
spenders in last year's grueling 
Congressional elections. 

As it turned out, Shamie (#10) 
outcollected and outspent Kerry 
(#21), two-to-one. 

In an FEC report, Cong. 
Chester Greenough Atkins of 
Concord is listed as the 13th 
highest money rais: at $858,658- 
-in his race for the Fifth Congres- 
sional District vacancy. Of the 
kitty, he spent all but $8,000. 

Cong. Markey figured 45th 
in fundraising records, collecting 
$620,311, spending $719,214. 

Atkins and Markey are the only 
Bay Staters listed among the top 
50 campaign fundraisers and 
spenders for the House. 

Shamie raised $4,196,521 and 
spent $4,180,961. Kerry raised 
$2,162,530 and, by FEC records, 
has almost $100,000 left over. 

Among all U.S. senatorial can- 
didatés, Jesse Helms, R-North 
Carolina, led the field in both 
eategories--raising a record 
$16,522,266 to defend his seat 
against challenger Goy, James 
B. Hunt, who raised $2.5 
million less--and spending 
$16,499,387 versus Hunt's 
$9,461,924 




















Conspiracy theorists continue 
to speculate about the tragic KAL 
flight 007 out of Anchorage, 
Alaska, two years ago that 
wandered off course and was 


blasted out of the sky by a Soviet 
fighter’s heat-seeking missile. 

A couple of new books try to 
make the bizarre case that the 
civilian plane—carrying 269 un- 
suspecting civilians-was actual- 
ly on a secret U.S. or Korean spy 
mission to test Soviet air 
defenses. 

One local source who knows as 
much about the episode as 
anyone in the U.S. government 
says there's ‘not a shred of 
evidence”’ to support this notion. 

The Pulitzer prize-winning 
journalist John Hughes, now 
back on Cape Cod tending to 
several weekly newspapers, was 
assistant Secretary of State for 
Public Affairs (i.e., State's p.r. 
chief) at the time of the incident. 
He also now pens an insightful 
column for the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Dismissing these con- 
spiratorial hypotheses out of 
hand, Hughes concludes that the 
plane's Korean navigators 
somehow fed erroneous data into 
their onboard computers which 
took them astray. Jumpy Soviet 
border defenders then ‘‘over- 
reacted” and shot the airliner out 
of the sky. 

Critics are looking at the wrong 
culprits, Hughes writes. They 
should figure out why trigger- 
happy Soviet authorities didn’t 
simply query American, 
Japanese or Korean airline of- 
ficials about the rogue plane and 
its mission before they opened 
fire.

Every village has been invaded 
by developers who see dollar 
signs on every vacant piece of 
land. This committee of 
aldermen, the ones who ad- 
minister the zoning laws, should 
remember the voters who sent 
them to City Hall and the 
residents who want to live in a 
residential city.

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The Survival Game is an adult 
variation of ‘Capture The Flag” 
in which two teams, usually with 
about 12 members each, try to 
capture their opponent's flag and 
return it safely to home base. 

In this version, however, each 
team is armed with CO2-powered 
marking pistols like the ones 
seen in the new movie, ‘‘Gotcha”’ 

— that can fire rubbery, nickel- 
sized capsules 80 feet with ac- 
curacy. Players hit with a cap- 
sule are splattered with brightly 
colored, water-soluble paint and 
are out of that particular game. 

Depending on the strategies 
and expertise of the teams in- 
volved, two to four games can be 
squeezed into a three-hour span. 

The folks from Maxies manag- 
ed three full contests and one 
final, all-out, 20-minute blitzkrieg 
in three-and-a-half hours. 


Almost everyone who par- 
ticipated in yesterday’s game 
underwent the same change of 
heart that Sorenson experienced. 


John D’Innocenzo, formerly of 
Thompsonville, was one of the ex- 
ceptions. Like most people, D’In- 
nocenzo had already heard of The 
Survival Game and was anxious- 
ly anticipating it for weeks. 

So anxiously, in fact, that he

“Tt looked like there was no one 
there when we came up on their 
flag,”’ Ted said as he picked up 
the saga. ‘‘Then one guy popped 
up out of nowhere. I thought I was 
dead but his gun jammed. Then 
another one sprang up and he 
couldn't get a shot off. I just grab- 
bed the flag and ran.”” 

Murphy didn’t get far before 
his opponents regrouped and 
splattered him, the ‘‘pops’’ echo- 
ing through the woods. But team- 
mate Boyd, who was hiding near- 
by, rescued the flag and ran it to 
victory. 

“T need two weeks off to rest 
my back,’’ Boyd added with a 
grown. 

Peter Fucci, of Watertown, had 
to be talked into taking part in 
yesterday’s game, but even get- 
ting ‘killed’ four times left him 
undaunted. 


“I'm glad I came,”’ the 27-year- 
old manager of a_ plumbing 
wholesale company said after- 
wards. ‘“‘I loved it.

I could spend 
every other Sunday like this.”

Paul Jacobs, 25, of Westwood, 
was also a reluctant ‘‘draftee 
turned-booster who ‘‘loved it.’ 

“It’s the excitement of lying in 
the bush. It’s the sense of danger 
and the test of ability,’’ said the 
man who captured the flag for 
Watertown in the first game. 
“Now I know I need to quit smok- 
ing. I was so tired I had to stop 
and ask directions to our flag 
when [ had theirs.” 

“It was the best time we ever 
had,” said Dane Grasso, a 28- 
year-old construction worker 
from Newton. ‘We all got along 
with each other and were able to 
have fun together. We didn’t ex- 
pect it to turn out like this, but it 
went over beautiful.” 

Many of the participants from 
Smaxies are already looking for 
the camouflaged clothes essen- 
tial in the art of concealment and 
surprise, and all of them are for- 
ming strategies for a scheduled 
June 16 rematch. 

Before yesterday’s contest, 
there weren’t enough potential 
players signed up to justify a 
game on that date. Now, 
however, it’s going to be tough 
finding a Smaxies patron who 
doesn't want to “kill’’ a Sunday 
afternoon dodging paint capsules 
and romping with newfound 
friends in the woods of nor- 
theastern Massachusetts.

Hungarian composer-educator 
Zoltan Kodaly (1882-1967) 
developed the concept as a way of 
giving back culture to the people 
of Hungary, which, historically, 
has been dominated by other na- 
tions, explains Bacon. 

“The idea is that no individual 
is complete without music. Music 
belongs to everyone,” she says, 
not just to the rich and musically 
talented. (In Kodaly’s day, or- 
chestras and musical troupes 
took the place of today’s radios 
and record players. ) 

Kodaly felt, she continues, that

people up by their bootstraps, 
then give them something per- 
manent that will feed their souls. 

Kodaly and a friend, the great 
composer Bela Bortok, did this 
by traveling through Hungary 
and collecting 100,000 folk songs 
about work, play, weddings and 
burials ‘directly from people in 
villages,”’ says Bacon. 

“They give back culture to 
Hungary by distilling the essence 
of a life of a people,” she says. 
“Then they put it into the lives of 
children.” 

Because of Kodaly’s concern 
for savoring culture, his method 
involves teaching children, as 
early as possible, about music 
through singing folk songs. In 
this country, Bacon says, those 
songs include Negro spirituals 
and songs originating from Ap- 
palachia and other regions. 

Learning music this way helps 
develop appreciation for the 
more complex works by such 
great composers as Beethoven 
and Mozart, says Bacon. 

While visiting Austria, the 
Kodaly school director heard a 
peasant whistling what at first 
sounded to be ‘‘a happy tune from 
his region,” she recalls. 

Bacon, however, then recogniz- 
ed the song as the last part of a 
symphony by the Austrian com- 
poser Franz Joseph Haydn.

Kodaly shunned initial practice 
of songs on musical instruments 
because the human voice “‘is the 
most expressive thing there is,” 
she says. 

According to Charlyn Bethell, a 
former student of the Kodaly 
center, ‘‘one of the goals of the 
concept is for students to be 
literate musically-to hear the 
music on a written page in their 
head without the help of an in- 
strument.” 

This ability to hear music is 
taught through hand movements 
and solfege, which involves sight- 
singing notes on a scale. There is 
a hand movement for each note 
on the do-re-mi-fa-so-la-ti-do 
scale, Bacon says. 

Music instructors first teach 
children simple songs with two 
notes so students can learn to 
distinguish between high and low 
pitches, Bacon explains. 

During these lessons, she con- 
tinues, students will grasp “a 
sense of the beat”’ through clapp- 
ing their hands, stamping their 
feet and playing musical games. 

Once the students memorize 
the songs, they learn hand 
movements that correspond with 
notes in the melodies. Ultimate- 
ly, they translate all the hand 
movements and pitches into 
writing on a musical staff.

Breast cancer batt 
promptly improve

Imagine a machine powerful enough to ‘“‘photograph”’ a cancerous tumor the size of a 
freckle inside a woman’s breast. With such a tool a physician could detect a cancerous 
breast lump at least two to thre ars before it grows large enough to be felt. 

The instrument is a mammogram, a breast x-ray, and although it’s been in use for 25 
years, it’s only been relatively recently that the machine's ability to find the tiniest le- 
sions has been possible, and at a radiation exposure level that the American Cancer 
Society now deems safe enough for routine screenings. 

Mammograms have received some bad press in the past. In 1976, Dr. John Bailar of the 
National Cancer Insitute shocked the medical world when he proposed that mam- 
mograms could actually put women at increased risk of developing the cancer they 
sought to escape. 

















“We were on the right track,” 
said radiology chief Dr. Irwin 
Freundlich of Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, about the growing use 
of mammography. ‘But we had 
that unfortunate publicity. It 
was so ludicrous the way it was 
interpreted. Some grandmothers 
would come in and say I don’t 
want to have it done and hurt 
my grandchildren.” 

Bailar’s controversial study 
was a Statistical analysis of the 
incidence of breast cancer 
among Hiroshima bomb sur- 
vivors, ‘‘He determined that a 
survivor who experienced 90 
rads of radiation had three 
times the incidence of breast 
cancer,” said Dr, Norman 
Sadowsky, chief of radiology at 
Faulkner Hospital. 

Based upon his analysis, 
Bailar concluded radiation does 
cause cancer. Because an 
earlier study of mammography 
demonstrated no significant im- 
provement in the mortality rate 
in women under the age of 50, 
Bailar said the risk associated 
with breast x-rays was not 
worth the benefit for those 
women 








But times have changed. The 
quality of the x-ray image has 
improved so much over the past 
decade, say radiologists that the 
process can pick up the tiniest 
tumors in women under age 50 
and with lower radiation 
dosages,

mogram delivered a total of bet 
ween 2 to 4 rads of radiation to a 
woman's breast.

If the chest muscle no 
longer exists for support, 
the plastic surgeon can 
replace it with a muscle 
that normally — stretches 
from the mid-back into the 
armpit. The upper end of 
the muscle with its blood 
vessels remains attached, 
while the lower part is 
swung backward toward 
the chest and sewn in 
place. Usually an island of 
skin is left attached to the 
back muscle to be used in 
molding the new breast. 

“‘There is some 
weakness of the shoulder 
muscles that a world-class 
athelete might notice 
for the average pe 
mobility is not hampered,”* 
said Dr. Robert Gilman, a 
plastic surgeon affiliated 
with Newton-Wellesley 
Hospitai, who commonly 
performs the operation 
Gilman said, however, that 
in some cases the body 
may reject the plastic 
form and develop invisible 
searring from inside the 
new breast.

In the last five years, 
surgeons have begun to use 
a procedure that doesn't 
require the implanting of a

breast from the muscle by

Crafts St. project debated

NEWTON — The fate of a con- 
troversial six-story office 


building under construction at 29 
Crafts St. was scheduled to be the 
subject of a meeting of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) Tuesday 
at City Hall. 

The ZBA last week voted 40, 
with one member abstaining, to 
uphold an appeal to stop the pro- 
ject when abutters claimed it was 
too large for their largely 
residential neighborhood. 

Only days after the ZBA’s 
move, however, an attorney for 
developer Michael lodice Jr., a 
trustee of Chatham Investment 
Trust of Newton, which owns the 
site, sent a letter to the group 
asking the members to recon- 
sider their decision to uphold the 
appeal. 

The attorney, Saul J. Feldman, 
of Boston, said Iodice did not 
receive notice of last Tuesday’s 
public hearing and, therefore, 
was unable to present a case 
before the ZBA 

About 20 residents showed up 
at that hearing to express their 
concerns about traffic congestion 
in the area. Several of the 
residents also were concerned 
that the height would block the 
sun from their homes, The 
building is going up in an lot zon- 
ed for manufacturing use on the 
site of the old Edwards Lumber 
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yard, across the street from Puri- 
ty Supreme. 

Ward 1 Alderman-at-Large 
Bruce Carmichael said last night 
that the ZBA's official decision to 
uphold the appeal has not yet 
been written, so he did not know 
exactly on what grounds the ZBA 
upheld the appeal. 

ZBA member Maurice A. 
Reidy Jr. would not be specific 
last week, saying only that the 
“project really violated some 
specific provisions of the or- 
dinances, but, in particular, 
seemed to be a gross violation of 
the intent of the ordinances that 
our board is sworn to uphold."’ 

Carmichael, who filed the ap- 
peal on behalf of the 
neighborhood residents, said he 
believes the building permit may 
have been ued improperly by 
the city’s Building Department. 
 ssentially the ZBA is saying 
y see some problems and 
don't think (Iodice) is acting pro- 
perly,’”’ said Carmichael. ‘'The 
overall intent of the ZBA deci- 
sion, I think, is that it was a very 
dubious decision to grant the 
building permit, and that is a 
reflection on the building com- 
missioner.’ 

According to the City Charter, 
the ZBA can “‘reverse or affirm 
in whole or in part, or may 
modify any order or decision as 
ought to be made and, to that end, 
shall have all the powers of the 
building commissioner,**

On the subject of straight answers 
Q. In the last few months, I have met briefly with three financial 
planners. Each one came highly recommended. I showed them in- 
formation pamphlets on three investments: Nuveen Municipal 
Bond Fund; American Government Capital Securities, and a 
growth mutual fund. I asked each planner the following question 
“Ts this a good investment?” 

Would you believe that I got completely contradictory answers? 
Before I spoke to these men, I thought I was just uninformed 
now I’m confused, and a little mad. I’m 64; I have some money to 
invest and to supplement my pension, but not a great deal. And 
after consulting with the ‘‘experts,"’ I still don’t know whether my 
money is in the best place. Why can’t I get a straight answer 

A.D., Newton. 

A. You sound mad — and perhaps you have a right to be. It's dif- 
ficult to know what happened, however, without more information. 
But one good reason w ‘ou can’t get a straight answer might be 
that there just aren’t any simple solutions. There are only complex 
ones that require prop lantion. And for whatever reasons, the 
explantion you received was less than satisfactory 

If you started out by asking me whether Nuveen w. 
vestment, I would tell you that you were going backwards. 

Planning should b at the strategic level. That means before 
you decide what to invest in, you have to determine what your in- 
vestment needs are. Do you need income? Protection from infla- 
tion? Capital growth? And if you need more than one, in what com- 
bination? 

Once you've determined what your needs are, you can move on 
to the next step — deciding how to structure your portfolio to best 
meet those needs. And once you've decided that you need (for ex- 
ample) some combination of tax free income, and growth, only 
then is it time to choose the specific investment vehicles. 

When you held up a Nuveen Bond Fund brochure and asked, ‘Is 
this a good investment?” your planner may really have addr d 
different issues in their answers. They may have addressed the in- 
vestment value of bonds funds in general; the comparative value 
of Nuveen among bond funds; or the issue of whether Nuveen was 
an appropriate investment for you. And the answers to all three 
issues are different 

But your three financial planners might have given you different 
answers, even if they were addressing the same questions. 
Because financial planning, like medicines, is at best an uncertain 
science. If you ask three surgeons about the best way to treat your 
lower back pain, for instance, how many answers will you get? 

The similarity between the two professions can be taken a step 
further. Both the physician and the financial planner need to have 
more than simple technical expertise in their own fields. Both need 
to be good communicators, able to listen carefully to the concerns 
of their clients/patients, and able to respond to those concerns in 
clear and untechnical language. 

For example, some experts hold the view that people ap- 
proaching retirement — such as yourself — need to be absolutely 
sure of what their retirement income will be. They recommend in- 
vestment in fixed income securites — like bonds or bonds funds. 

Other experts, more concerned over the effects of inflation, feel 
that the risk of lost purchasing power must be carefully weighed 
against the benefits of a fixed income. They may recommend equi- 
ty investments — mutual funds, perhaps.

audits are available free or

equipment 

An energy specialist begins the 
audit with a complete inspection 
of your building from attic to 

ellar, He'll note the construction 
of windows, doors, exterior walls, 
ceilings, roof, floor surfaces and 
the building foundations. He'll 
also check the quantity and quali- 
ty of existing insulation. Next 
he'll check for energy leaks in 
windows, doors, foundations, 
etc., and inspect caulking and 
weather stripping. 

Based on this data, the inspec- 
tor calculates heat loss and 
develops a plan of attack for your 
home, A detailed report, often in 
the form of a computer printout,

NEWTON The seniors on 
the Newton North lacrosse team 
didn’t have any excuse not to 
have a good time at Monday 
night’s prom, as long as they 
were able to drag themselves toa 
4 p.m. practice on Tuesday.

The last real good chance the 
Warriors got came with about 
three minutes left, when Keegan 
denied Taylor with a big stop. 

“Keegan had four or five key 
stops,’’ Clark said of his senior 
netminder. Keegan was especial- 
ly tough early in the game and 
again right after the half, both 
stretches when the Warriors out- 
shot the Tigers by plenty. If he 
had gotten off slowly, it might 
have been three or four to nothing 
before the Tigers knew what hit 
them. Keegan wound up with 20 
saves in the game. 

Instead, it was a close game 
from start to finish.

Morning Live at the Chestnut Hill Mall

Susan Sikora has a hunch. She 
has figured out the cliff-hanger 
ending of Falcon Crest. Who 
planted the bomb in Richard 
Channing’s house? Was it 
Pamela, or Lance, or maybe, 
Terry? ‘‘No,” Sikora with a 
gleam in her eyes. ‘It was Chao- 
Li.’ You mean to tell me that the 
butler really did do it? “The only 
time Chao-Li ever threatened 
anyone on that show was when he 
told Richard that he'd pay for 
causing the accident that even- 
tually killed Lorraine." 

Susan Sikora, a Newton resi- 
dent, has a knack for reading 
people. Whether its characters in 
@ soap opera, or the guests she 
has on her Morning Live pro- 
gram, this New Jersey native has 
been able to make a career out of 
talking, and listening to people 
She has only been with the Chan- 
nel Seven program since last 
summer, and after only six mon- 
ths, the show received an Emmy 
nomination. 

For the past month, Morning 
Live has been on the road, 
visiting various shopping malls 
in Massachusetts. Last week, the 
channel seven crew set up their 
mobile studio at the Chestnut Hill 
Mall, in Newton. Susan says she 
loves going out into the communi- 
ty, meeting the ‘real people ... I 
love to talk, and to get paid for it, 
too. My father was Italian, so I 
talk a lot.” 

With four minutes to go on the 
make-shift set, with the small au- 
dience in place, Susan is still talk- 
ing. Talking with passers-by, 
chatting with a member in the 
audience, giving some last 
minute instructions to her guest. 
Today’s topic of conversation is 
parapsychology. ‘‘I really 
believe in this stuff,’ says 
Sikora, as she glances over at a 
table with several chrystal balls 
onit. 

Associate director Ron Milton 
instructs Susan to get ready, 
because the show is about to 
start. Not being one to sit still, 
Susan spies a lady walking by, 
carrying a Crate and Barrel bag. 
“Hey, what'd ya buy? I was there 
last week, and they had some 
great wine glasses on sale.” 

It’s show time, and, as always, 
Susan is gabbing up a storm on 
camera. She moves among her 
live viewers with ease, encourag-

ing everyone to get into the act. 
There are whispers between au- 
dience members during the com- 
mercial break. ‘‘Why is the show 
only a half hour?"’ ‘Where does 
Susan get her clothes?” ‘Has she 
had her nose fixed?” 

The audience is mostly com- 
prised of women, but Susan says 
she is often surprised to find out 
what a large cross section of 
viewers the show really has. 
“Kids home for the holidays 
watch us, business people who 
can make there own schedules, 
people who work nights, and 
some people have even told us 
that they tape our show, and 
watch it when they get home at 
night.’’ 

Audience member Nancy 
Keegan of Newton says she 
doesn’t watch everyday, ‘just 
when there’s a special topic or 
guest I want to see.’ Sophie Con- 
visor of Chestnut Hill says she 
watches the show, all the time, 
exuding that Sikora ‘‘has loads of 
personality.”’ Convisor is so im- 
pressed by the taping, that she 
tells a producer she wants her 
name to go on a list so she can 
come down to the Boston studio 
and watch the show taped there. 
Convisor admits to dragging her 
friend, Bess Berenson of 
Chestnut Hill, to the taping. She 
liked attending the show, but add- 
ed that she couldn’t look at the 
monitor. “I don’t want to see 


what I look like on T.V.,’’ she 
says, 

During the final commercial 
break, Sikora is trying to work 
her way back to the little podium. 





As her ankles become entangled 
in the microphone cord, she 
jokes, ‘I’m starting to feel like 
Judy Garland.” 

The show is now over, and 
Susan is signing autographs. She 
gives one fan a big hug and tells 
her to come back tomorrow, so 
they can have coffee together. 

While filming promotion spots 
for the following day's show, 
Milton comes over, and kisses 


Susan's hand. “Do the other 
one,’’ she laughs, “It gets 
jealous.” 


It is obvious that there is great 
comradery among the Morning 
Live staff. Are they all as friend- 
ly as they seem, or is it an act? 
“You have to try and be 
yourself,’ says Susan. ‘You 
can't be one person, on camera, 
and another off camera. The au- 
dience knows when you're being 
phony.” 

Knowing how to be yourself 
comes from having a_ stable 
background. Susan is very close 
with her mother, and has been 
married to her husband Skip 
Sikora for almost 12 years. At 36, 
Susan appears to have both feet 
firmly planted on the ground, 
despite her ever-present ‘‘guilty 
Catholic conscience.” She has no 
children, but she does hear the 
pitter-pat of little feet around her 
home, as the Sikoras have a 
cherished cat named Shangri-la. 

The Sikoras are considering 
buying a house in the greater 
Boston area, but for now, home is 
an apartment in Newton Corner, 

Susan says, “I love the ar- 
chitecture in this city. We have

A house sounds like the right 
idea for the Sikoras, because if 
audience reaction counts for 
anything, Morning Live could be 
on the air for a long time. Sikora 
Says some shows are better than 
others, but she does have her 
favorites. She recalls a show with 
the children of divorced parents, 
or another with the wives of 
prisoners. Her mother surprised 
her and came on during a 
mother-daughter show. Last 
week, she interviewed the 
parents of John Hinckley, Junior. 
But one of her most favorite 
shows occurred a few weeks ago 
when David Selby, the evil 
Richard Channing of Falcon 
Crest, graced her stage. ‘When 
he came out, I thought he was go- 
ing to shake my hand, but in- 
stead, he embraced me, tilting 
my head backwards.

ALA LUMPUR, 
MALAY SIA (UPL) Malaysia 
has discarded much of its British 
colonial heritage in the 27 years 
since independence, but one 
tradition steadfastly survives 
membership in an exclusive 
social, drinking and sports club. 

At latest count, each of 
Malaysia's 13 states had at least 
one such club, and in the capital 
of Kuala Lumpur there are four.

“T joined my first club the day I 
joined government service,” said

TOKYO (UPI) — When 
Tsuneyuki Hane discusses pro- 
duction with his co-workers at 
Nissan Motors’ Murayama plant, 
he’s more likely to hear “beep” 
than ‘‘ah so desu-ka (isn't that 
so?)” 

Hane, engineering chief at the 
sprawling facility on Tokyo’s 
western outskirts, usually holds 
his discussions by pushing but- 
tons and watching flashing lights 
on the control panels of robots 
tirelessly 2mbling some of 
Nissan's most popular models, 

The plant is one of five main 
Nissan assembly facilities and 
uses robots for everything from 
welding to installing rear win- 
dows. It also has 6,500 human 
workers to do tasks too complex 
or inappropriate for robots. 

For example, there are 500 
workers and 232 robots — each 
doing the work of two men — on 
the line making the popular 
“March” model, sold overseas as 
the ‘‘Micra.” 

The line, more than a half-mile 
long, can make 1,000 March autos 
per day for either domestic or 
foreign use, although only about 
800 a day are currently produced. 

Robots weld, paint and do other 
tasks now routinely automated at 
auto plants around the world. But 
at Murayama, they also install 
windows, seats, body trim and do 
other final assembly steps not 
usually automated 

The robots are supplied with 
parts by unmanned carts — load- 
ed by other robots — which beep 
their way along the spotless lanes 
paralleling the assembly line 

‘It’s good for quality control 
too,"’ Hane said. ‘Work done by 
robots is consistent’ adding 
hastily: “Each employee also is 
responsible for the quality of his 
own work 

The Murayama plant in many 
is typical of the Japanese 
auto industry technologically 
innovative, highly automated, 
obsessed with quality control, 
and beset with surplus capacity 

It is also haunted by a single 
overriding factor; Japan's 
saturated domestic auto market 
can absorb only about half of its

Most of the increase — and the 
imports were from Europe, 
especially of the flashy models 
preferred by the Japanese 
equivalent of success-driven 
“yuppies,” 

There were 2,382 U.S. autos im- 
ported, including 327 full-sized 
Cadillacs, the favored vehicle of 
Japanese organized gangsters.

Those plans, it appears from 
public reports and industry 
sources, are higher than ex- 
pected — one report placed total 
planned exports for 1985 as high 
as 2,7 million units, a 45 percent 
increase over 1984, which in- 
dustry sources said was probably 
on the high side.

NEWTON — If public opposition at a public hear- 
ing were the final arbiter, a 250-unit life care facili- 
ty and nursing home proposed for the Mount Ida 
Junior College campus would be dead right now. 

More than 125 people, almost all residents of the 
Oak Hill area, made their opinions known Monday 
night by testifying before the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee, applauding their champions and hiss- 
ing their opponents. A petition containing the 
signatures of 500 people against the development 
was also submitted to the Board of Aldermen. 

The committee was considering a request by the 
Senior Development Company for a zone change 
and special permit to allow the multi-unit dwelling 
in an area zoned for single-family residences. The 
matter must now be voted on during an upcoming 
working session of the committee. 

As with most recent controversial petitions for 
special permits before the board, opposition 
centered on concern over increased traffic conges-

tion and the density and size of the project. The 
location of the complex was another major concern. 

The 8.7-acre development site is on the southern- 
most tip of the 70-acre Mount Ida campus, overlook- 
ing part of Wiswall Road. The city’s Planning 
Department report recommended denial of the pro- 
ject, saying it might be more appropriate if located 
more centrally on the campus. 

Nancy Levin, associate director of Newton Con- 
cerned Neighbors and a resident of Wiswall Road, 
said one cannot make a left turn from Wiswall Road 
onto Dedham Street ‘‘without taking your life into 
your own hands. I've been hit there myself.”’ 

She later told the committee, ‘When a glass of 
water is full and you add more water, it spills over 
We are already over capacity and our neighborhood 
is drowning... Visit us, if you can get through the 
traffic, and find out what it’s like.”

NEWTON CENTRE — Oak Hill resident David T. Zussman’s re- 
cent purchase of the building at 47-61 Langley Road has helped 
solidify his lucrative hold on most of Newton Centre's prime com- 
mercial real estate.

The money involved in the pro

NEWTON — A veteran of the Korean War, the 
beginning of which will be noted with 35th anniver- 
sary ceremonies in Arlington, Va., on June 25, com 
plained about the recent hoopla over the country's 
Vietnam veterans and the recognition that was long 
overdue. 

“I got a cup of coffee from the Red Cross, and 
that was it!’’ he repeated several times, echoing a 
growing sentiment that America’s ‘forgotten war” 
deserves better treatment 

Another Korean vet commented that, far from 
any homecoming celebrations, he and his comrades 
simply came back from Korea and picked up their 
lives where they left off. I threw my duffel bag on 
the basement floor and went out looking for a job, 
he commented, avoiding the bitterness of some 
other vets 

At 4 a.m, on June 25, 1950, 93,000 North Korean 
troops crosed the 38th parallel into South Korea and 
the Korean War, which, like Vietnam, was never an 
official war, began, When it was over three years 
later, 54,236 Americans had lost their lives. Of that 
number, 1,620 were from Massachusetts 

For comparison; 58,000 Americans lost their lives 
in the 10-year-long Vietnam War. Of those 
casualties, 1,266 were from Massachusetts

Carlo said his laundry typifies 
his hectic life that often sees him 
in London on a Monday and New 
York City on Tuesday. 


“IT never remember what pile 
of shirts I left in what laundry in 
what city.’” 


Not to worry. With names like 
Yves St. Laurent, Perry Ellis and 
now Hartwell (manufacturers of 
his Wimbledon line) on his 
resume, Carlo has quite a war- 
drobe to fall back on. 


“Everything in it’s place,” 
Carlo answers when asked what 
he prefers to wear. ‘‘I feel very 
comfortable in a three-piece suit, 
as comfortable as I do in shorts. I 
guess my attitude towards my 
wardrobe is reflected in the new 
line. We offer everything you 
would need for a weekend, of the 
highest quality at competitive 
prices.”’ 

For Carlo, the marketing of a 
line of clothing he designed is the 
culmination of years of 
marketing and selling other peo- 
ple’s designs. 


“It’s very gratifying to see my 
clothing on display and see 
models wearing pieces I design- 
ed. That’s what it’s all about.” 


Carlo said he gets ideas for his 
line from ‘‘strange places.” 


“T see things,’ Carlo said. ‘I 
might find a twig or a leaf while 
walking through the woods and 
like the color. If I do, I'll get it 
made to cloth and set up a color 
pattern.”’ 


From there, Carlo said he 
renders the pattern to specific 
classifications of clothing, such 
as shorts or jackets. He added 
that many of the prints in his col- 
lection reflect what he sees in 
nature. 


In between all the fanfare 
the waiters offering canapes and 
glasses of wine — Carlo sits back 
in a wicker chair and talks about 
success.

“T think that if I am really suc- 
cessful, I will be able to do 
something I always wanted to do 
and not worry about money,’’ he 
said. 

Carlo expressed interest in 
teaching philosophy to business 
students. 

“I think a lot of MBA’s are 
technicians,’’ Carlo, whose 
father was a philosopher, said.

ing, featuring a dual- 
projection slide show, architect's 
model and a_ half-inch thick, 
bound report on the project. 

Aldermen also received a 
packet of letters endorsing the 
proposal from a number of peo- 
ple, including senior citizen ad- 
vocate Frank Manning and 
Charles E. Feeley, chairman of 
the Newton Council on Aging 

Stephen Buchbinder, legal 
counsel for the developers, said 
the proposal was designed to 
“provide a better quality of life 
for senior adults.”’ He said one of 
the major features of the com- 
plex would be the “‘intergenera- 
tional relationships between 
Mount Ida students and faculty 
and the residents.” 

Project Planning Consultant 
James A. Miller, a member of the 
city’s Economic Development 
Commission, said the complex 
“has been carefully sited and 
creatively designed to comple- 
ment the existing architecture of 
Mount Ida.” 

The four-story building, con- 
sists of three residence wings 
connected to a common area, 
where a dining hall, auditorium, 
gifts shops and recreational 
facilities would be located. The 
buildings’ facings would be made 
of brick, stucco and stone. 

The connected nursing home 
would serve residents, as well as 
Medicaid patients and other out- 
side patients. The total floor area 
of the development than that of 
the college. 

Former Alderman Ethel 
Sheehan supported the project, 
saying the effect on residents in 
the immediate area must be 
measured against the benefits to 
society at-large. 

“The elderly must be provided 
for. A price must be paid for their 
care. If the owners of homes on 
Wiswall Road decided to sell 
their homes, they could still find 
a handful of buyers desiring the 





prestige of a Newton address,” 
said Sheehan 

Attorney Mark A. White, 
representing Newton Concerned 
Neighbors, argued against the 
project, telling the committee, 
“Nobody doubts that care for the 
elderly is good and nobody is go- 
ing to argue that point. But 
remember what this is. It’s a 
land use issue. It’s a zoning issue. 
Is it a good use of this land?”’ 

White said the most objec- 
tionable part of the proposal was 
its siting. ‘‘Nothing better 
demonstrates the attitude of 
Mount Ida .... They cut off a cor- 
ner of their land, with no impact 
on the college, and pick up a 
quick $500,000 on the lease.”’ 

White said the size of the 
development would also have a 
significant impact on the area. 
“Tt is mammoth... It’s too big.” 

He also said he believed it 
would cost $150,000 to become a 
resident of the complex, in addi- 
tion to monthly fees of $2,000. 
“This thing is for the rich,” he 
said. ‘‘Two hundred-fifty units of 
luxury condos would never pass 
anywhere in this city."’ 

He questioned what would hap- 
pen to the entrance fee paid by a 
person who dies shortly after 
becoming a resident. 

Sylvia Drapkin, chairperson of 
the Oak Hill Leisure Group, com- 
posed of senior citizens, testified 
that her members voted ‘‘over- 
whelmingly”’ against the project. 

A show of hands at the end of 
the hearing on the project had 11 
people in favor and approximate- 
ly 125 opposed. 
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Aldermen approve higher fines for zoning violators 


NEWTON — The Board of Alderman has voted 
unanimously to recommend increasing max- 
imum zoning violation fines from $100 to $300. 

Alderman Paul Daley said the vote to raise the 
fines was recommended by the city’s Law 
Department. He said the reasoning behind the 
move ‘was to impose a greater detriment to 
those who might prolong their violations. In that 


way, the increase would have an element of en- 
forcement." 


The fines would apply to any zoning violation, 
such as renting rooms in a zone where it is not 
permitted, parking a business truck in a residen- 
tial zone or expanding a non-conforming 
business without proper permits. 


Aquino’s Comm. Ave. home to become ‘a living memorial’ 


CHESTNUT HILL — The dreams of friends 
and family of Benigno S. Aquino, Jr., were 
realized last weekend when a foundation hoping 
to build ‘‘a living memorial” to the slain Philip- 
pine leader took over ownership of his Com- 
monwealth Avenue home, 

Two years ago, Aquino left his home to return 
to his homeland, where he was slain upon his ar- 
rival at the airport. 


According to Steven Agular, president of the 
Benigno S. Aquino Memorial Foundation, his 


group hopes to turn the large, comfortable house 
into a museum to house memorabilia of the slain 
politician. ‘‘We hope to develop it into a library of 
the Philippines, and as a place where visiting 
scholars might stay during the course of their 
studies, so that we could make it a living 
memorial,” Agular said.

Committee passes resolution favoring sanctuary laws 


NEWTON — The aldermanic Legislation and 
Rules Committee has passed a resolution urging 
Congress to adopt legislation protecting political 
refugees from being deported to their 
homelands. 


The impetus for the statement was two 
separate resolutions offered in an effort to sup- 
port EF] Salvadoran refugees from deportation. 

One resolution, proposed by Alderman Louis 
Irwin, expressed backing for a bill in the state 
Legislature sponsored by Sen. Jack Backman, 
D-Brookline, which would authorize the state at- 
torney general to represent indigent refugees in 
this country seeking political asylum. 

Irwin said he is ‘generally not in favor of the 


Board of Aldermen engaging in debate on or 
passing gratuitous resolutions. However, on oc- 


casion, there are issues at the state, regional or 
national level that citizens feel strongly about."” 
Irwin said his resolution reflects the ‘‘original 
principals upon which this country was found- 
ed.” 


Backman has said there are currently approx- 
imately 15,000 Central American refugees living 
illegally in the Bay State, and that because of 
Reagan administration policies prohibiting 
government funded legal service agencies from 
representing them in deportation hearings, the 
protection is needed to prevent them from from 
being sent back to hostile political regimes 


Irwin said that although the resolution may 
have negligible impact on any sort of decision by

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Tax plan threatens 
municipal finances 


There’s a sleeper in that Reagan tax 
simplification package posing a threat of 
formidable proportions to the nation’s 
cities and towns. It deals with tax exempt 
bonding for municipalities, the source for 
as much as 75 percent of public projects 
for housing, street reconstruction, water- 
sewer systems, recreation, and a variety 
of other capital. 


Tax exempt state bonds would also be af- 
fected, even more extensively impacting 
on public-benefit services and facilities 
contemplated. Concern being expressed 
here is in the city-town sector closer to 
home. 


A wipeout on the bond exemption will 
add millions of dollars to funding re- 
quirements at the local level in this com- 
monwealth, a pass-through cost eventually 
hitting the taxpayer. Bound tightly by Por- 
position 2% constaints, Massachusetts 
municipalities just wouldn’t have the addi- 
tional money and the net result would be 
that long-term projects already in the 
planning stage might not come to fruition. 


To the extent possible in this state, 
unless rejected by Congress, the change in 
state-local financing through bonds will 
mean higher taxes, higher user fees and a 
boost in utility bills. 


Through tax reform, which is so greatly 
needed on the broader plane, Uncle Sam 
would be giving money with the other. The 
process would go beyond simplification. 
And to what purpose? No need exists for 
the federal government to get into the local 
financing picture at all. 


It all comes down to a new definition of 
“public purpose”’ in establishing the tax 
exempt bond status. Language in the 
revised tax code would restrict exemp- 
tions to a facility completely owned and 
operated by a government entity. 


Unfortunately, a wide variety of 
endeavors dealing with nonprofit 
hospitals, waste-disposal plants, the 
utilities, water-treatment plants, transpor- 
tation, low-income housing, environmental 
and educational facilities have a public- 
private sector partnership. Tax-exempt 
status traditionally given could no longer 
be applied, hence the formidable threat to 
the cities and towns. 


In all the reams of news coverage, no 
particular attention was directed to this 
provision. The U.S. Conference of Mayors 
was well aware of the implications when 
the reform plan became public May 30. 
Mayors have rolled up their sleeves for a 
fight to remove the intended shackles. 


That recent Teleconference in Waltham, 
a unique concept for obtaining public 
notice, linked executives of 12 cities witha 
Washington panel to explore the situation. 
Waltham’s Clark and Newton’s Mann were 
small city spokesmen. The only trouble 
was their inability to talk back to the ad- 
ministration spokesman for tax reform. 


Putting a kingsized monkey on the backs 
of the cities and towns isn’t responsible tax 
reform. The Congress should return the 
definition of public purpose to realistic 
practice of the past and present. 
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State slowly skirts shield

The highly publicized ordeal of 
WCVB-TV reporter Susan Wornick 
for refusing to reveal the source of 
a story about alleged Revere police 
corruption has again focused atten- 
tion on the controversial question 
of journalist rights. 


Wornick’s brush with jail for 
steadfastly protecting a man fear- 
ful of police retaliation over his tale 
of wrongdoing — brought out a sur- 
prising amount of public support 
for passage of a law to protect jour- 
nalists from prosecutors and 
courts who believe due process and 
other liberties take precedence 
over press freedom. 


Wornick, 34, was found in 
criminal contempt last week by a 
state Superior Court judge for 
refusing to reveal the name of a 
man who told her he saw police 
stealing merchandise from a 
Revere drugstore. 

The conviction was stayed by 
Supreme Judicial Court Justice 
Neil Lynch and Wornick escaped 
jail when the source agreed to a 
deal with Suffolk County District 
Attorney Newman Flanagan. 

The case has served to give new 
life, if only temporarily, to a 
legislative proposal for a press 
shield bill that failed to see the light 
of day for six years. 

But almost as surprising as the 
public support — savaging the 
media has become an accepted 
practice in many public and 
private corners — is the am- 
bivalence of working journalists to 
the concept of a shield law. 

The Massachusetts House is 
scheduled to take up a bill authored 
by Rep. Gregory W. Sullivan, D- 
Norwood, that would give 
reporters an absolute right to pro- 
tect their sources. It is modeled 
after a California measure so suc- 
cessful that it was incorporated in- 
to that state’s constitution. 

Sullivan says the law is 
necessary to stem ‘‘the massive 
erosion of the rights of journalists 
in the courts of the com- 
monwealth.’’ It would grant ab- 
solute immunity against contempt- 


of-court proceedings for failing to 
disclose either confidential in- 
formation or its source. 

The protection would extend to 
any judicial, legislative or ad- 
ministrative body with subpoena 
power. 


Massachusetts is in a distinct 
minority when it comes to press 
freedoms. A total of 26 states have 
shield laws, while 22 others have 
expressly guaranteed First 
Amendment protections of the U.S, 
Constitution. 


Proponents also include Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis, who last year 
commissioned a special panel to 
draft shield regulations. That 
package is awaiting an SJC deci- 
sion. 

Dukakis believes that ‘‘to con- 
tinue to operate in this never-never 
land does a disservice’ to the 
media, the public and the judicial 
system. 

The Norwood Democrat is confi- 
dent the measure — which died in 
committee the past five years — 
will receive House approval 
because of Wornick’s ordeal. 

“There hasn’t been the kind of 
political atmosphere that has been 
created by the Susan Wornick inci- 
dent,’’ he says. 

But even if the House were to 
give its OK, the road to a press 
shield law is littered with substan- 
tial obstacles, including Senate 
President William M. Bulger, D- 
Boston, and a sizeable portion of 
the journalism community. 

Bulger, who has not been shy in 
expressing his belief the media is 
not entitled to special privileges, 
has already urged the SJC to reject 
the Dukakis-inspired guidelines, 
developed by a panel headed by 
Harvard University constitutional 
law expert Laurence Tribe. 

He would almost certainly kill 
the measure if it ever emerged 
from a Senate committee. 

Surprisingly, that would not 
upset many members of the 
business, among them Boston 
Herald columnist Peter Lucas. 

“Shield laws are unnecessary if 
reporters and editors are compe- 
tent and responsible enough to do

their jobs — and that means not 
much more than having common 
sense and judgment,” says Lucas. 

“The bottom line to the shield 
law argument is that reporters 
should be held responsible for what 
they do, and they should not be 
made into some sort of super 
citizens. 

“If, like any other citizen, a 
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Bulger...no 


reporter is subpeonaed before a 
grand jury, or at a trial, the 
reporters must either testify or be 
held in contempt, facing a jail 
sentence,” he says. “That is the 
law and that is the way it should 
be.”

You had to have been there. Otherwise the 
Proper Bostonian would be completely 
unbelievable. 

A dowager Back Bay woman, who had 
never set foot in her kitchen, was riding in 
the country one day when somebody pointed 
out asparagus growing in the field. 

“How utterly queer,’’ she said. “I always 
thought the cook braided the ends.” 

Then there was the Rev. Endicott 
Peabody, legendary headmaster of Groton 
School and a membervof one of Boston’s first 
families, who wired a parent in Indianapolis 
that there was an unexpected vacancy 
available in the admissions set aside ‘‘for 
boys living west of the Mississippi."’ 

If the native Bostonian was provincial, it 
never occurred to him to apologize for it. 
The reply of the Beacon Hill spinster when 
asked why she never traveled would have 
been perfectly understandable to Peabody. 

‘Why should I travel,’’ she inquired, 
“when I’m already there?”’ 

The farther west one went from Boston (in 
imagination, of course), the more 
mysterious the universe became. A visitor to 
Boston who announced she was from Iowa 
was told, ‘‘In Boston, we pronounce it Ohio.”’ 


Even the Proper Bostonian’s religion was 
provincial. He believed in ‘the fatherhood of 
God in the neighborhood of Boston.”’ Less 
facetiously, his religion was Emersonian 
Unitarianism: ‘‘plain living and high think- 
ing,’”’ although a Proper Bostonian who liked 
to kneel might attend an Episcopal church, 

In either event, plain living was the rule. 

When I was a bachelor minister in Boston, 
one of my parishioners sent a box of almost 
stale cupcakes to my residence. Inside was a 
note, ‘‘If these cakes are too hard, soak 
them in milk.’’ The sender was not poor. Her 
chauffeur delivered the cupcakes. She could 
have afforded fresh ones. 

But she followed the New England credo: 
“Use it up, wear it out, make it do.” I was 
enlisted to use up the week-old cupcakes. 
Nothing was wasted. 

In dress, the word was sensible. Fashion 
was looked down on. In his book ‘The Pro- 
per Bostonians,’’ Cleveland Amory tells 
about a New York society woman who had 
moved to Boston. Looking for a good 
milliner, she asked her Boston acquaintance, 
“Where do you get your hats?”’ 

The Boston lady was shocked. ‘‘My hats?’ 
she said. ‘‘Why, I have my hats.” 

For social life there was symphony (never 
“the symphony”), afternoon tea, the Myopia 





Hunt Club and the waltz evenings, where 
young and old alike danced to Viennese 
waltzes wearing white ties and long dresses. « 

“Generally speaking,”’ says Amory, ‘“‘a 
dance isn’t a dance in Boston society unless __ 
there is a liberal sprinkling of grandmothers 
on the floor. The Proper Boston attitude has 
always been that the young people should be 
shown the way to a good time by having the 
example of their elders in active participa- 
tion before them."” 

Much of Proper Boston society is no more. 
Gone is the Watch and Ward Society (a kind 
of forerunner of the Moral Majority in 
Brooks Brothers suits) with its book burn- 
ings. No longer are young girls warned in 
etiquette books: ‘‘Sit not with another in a 
place that is too narrow; read not out of the 
same book; let not your eagerness to see 
anything induce you to place your head close 
to another person's.” This is another day. 

But for all its idiosyncracies, Proper 
Boston society set standards. Custom and 
tradition ruled, Some things were done and 
some things were not done, It was as simple 
as that. 

Compared to no standards, who will say 
that wasn’t better?

Death penalty: Justice is in, mercy is out

The increase is startling. In 1966 
a Gallup Poll showed that only 42 
percent of Americans were in favor 
of the death penalty. Now it is up to 
72 percent 

The change is attributed to the 
conservative swing in this country 
We are not as ready as formerly to 
excuse wrongdoers of their anti- 
social behavior and place the 
blame on society's doorstep 

Justice is in, merey is out 

Mainline clergymen and chur 
ches appear to be standing firm in 
their opposition to capital punish- 
ment. But another poll has showed 
that the church is “less and less 
viewed by Americans as a definer 
of morals and of what is right and 
wrong.” 

Those in favor of the death penal 
ty today are as likely as their op- 
ponents to use a moral defense for 
the position: ‘'Wrongdoing must 
always be punished.” The argu 
ment for the deterrent effect of 
capital punishment is used much 


less frequently 

What are the arguments put 
forth by opponents of capital 
punishment and how do the pro- 
ponents answer them? Here are 
oft-cited reasons for abolishing the 
death penalty and some represen- 
tative responses by those who 
favor it 

Capital punishment 
respect for human life. 

‘Just the opposite. The higher 
the price we put on anything, the 
more value we attach to it. Once we 
lower the price that must be paid 
for taking a life, we lower the value 
we put on life." 

The death penalty is against the 
moral law, ‘‘Thou shalt not kill.”’ 

‘The commandment against kill- 
ing in the Old Testament did not 
prohibit capital punishment. A 
more accurate translation of that 
commandment would be, ‘Thou 
shalt do no murder.’ For those who 
broke that law, there was still the 
word of the Lord (Genesis 9:6) 
‘Whose sheddeth man's blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed.’”’

The majority of clergymen are 
against capital punishment 

“On the other hand, most 
policemen are in favor of it, Many 
a policeman has seen a gun pointed 
at his head. Maybe we ought to 
listen to him as much as to the 
clergyman. The most cold-blooded 
criminal behind bars can put on his 
best Sunday manners when the 
chaplain comes,”’ (This is the com- 
ment of a priest who had served as 
a member of a commission study- 
ing capital punishment.) 


Isn't the possibility that a person 
may be put to death for a murder 
he didn’t commit reason enough to 
abolish the death penalty 

“The issue of capital punishment 
must be decided on the basis of 
principle: Is the death penalty in 
the best interests of society or not 
If not, it should be abandoned. If it 
is, then the danger that mistakes 
may be made in carrying it out 
must be scrupulously guarded 
against 

‘The horse-and-buggy days were 


safer than the auto age. Yet if we 
all agree that it is a good thing for 
society to have the automobile, 
auto accidents become something 
to be guarded against.” 

Has society the right to usurp the

“There is a sense in which the 
punishment received by a con- 
victed criminal could be said to be 
self-inflicted, If he is told in ad- 
vance what the consequences of a 
contemplated action of his will be 
and he carries out that action, isn't 
he the one responsible for his 
punishment?” 

Capital punishment is no deter 
rent to murder 

“While it is hard to prove that the 
death penalty is a deterrent to 
murder, it is also hard to prove it is 
not. One thing is certain, however 
There won't be any fewer murders 
by making it easier on convicted 
killers.”’

As a result, more than 12 
million children under the age 
of 18 now have divorced 
parents. And there are now 
more than eight million father- 
excluded families. 


Split-weeks, every other 
week, Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings, and every other 
weekend are joint-custody pat- 
terns that form the norm for 
thousands of families today. 
And since many divorced 
parents remarry, and may 
even divorce and remarry 
again, an alarming number of 
families have to cope with too 
many adults for too few paren- 
tal roles.

In fact, many fathers have yet 
to hold up their fair share. For 
example, even though most 
mothers have joined their 
husbands in working away 
from the home, women still 
are the homemakers. While 
women face “role overload,” 
men are still playing Ozzie, on- 
ly increasing the stress fac- 
tors, 











A growing number of men 
are starting to take steps that 
will reduce stress in the fami- 
ly, however. And as more of 
them became willing to 
change the old stereotypes, 
and their visions of ‘‘the 
perfect’ father, the more 
chance they'll have to help 
each other, as well as their 
wives and children ultimately, 
in becoming the most healthy 
family members each of them 
can be, even within all these 
new types of families. 

Reducing stress in the fami- 
ly, finding a home environ- 
ment we can each trust and 
relax in, won’t be easy for 
fathers, mothers, step- 
parents, step-grandparents or 
the kids. 


But we have to reealize that 
the Nelsons finished ther last 
milk and cookies years ago 
and that the time has come to 
face the realities of family life 
1985.

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Moratorium: unconstitutional 


It is disappointing to observe 
not one single regard, on the part 
of Newton's construction 
moratorium proponents, for the 
spirit of a portion of the Fifth 
Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States and for com- 
mon decency and fairness to a 
particular category of our 
citizens. 

The Fifth Amendment, among 
other things, prohibits the taking 
of private property (or 
presumably, an aspect of owner- 
ship) without just compensation. 
Decency and fairness would pro- 
hibit discrimination against a 
minority just because they might 
be outvoted. We are each within 
some sort of minority. 

One of the reasons for buying a 
particular piece of real estate; 
for paying a particular price; 
and for retaining that property 
over any time period is what can 
be done with it, if desired, under 
the existing zoning laws, which 
constitute an amenity of the pro- 
perty and a virtual contract. A 
suspension or change in the 
allowed use of property con- 
stitutes the taking of an 'incedent 
of ownership” the taking of op- 
portunity value and a possible 
financial injury to the owner. It is 
unconscoinable of moratorium 


proponents to effect or even pro- 
pose such an adverse 
moratorium without just finan- 
cial compensation might be a 
substantial reduction in assess- 
ment and taxes on the property 
involved. Similar considerations 
would apply to zoning changes 
which may be adverse to present 
owners. Please notice that none 
of the stated principals would 
totally preclude such zoning 
changes or moratoriums. Said 
principles, however, would re- 
quire suitable grace periods for 
transition, and appropriate com- 
pensation. A temporary or conti- 
nuing suspension of the granting 
of exceptions to present zoning 
restrictions also would not be 
precluded. 

It is a fair probability that 
moratorium proponents are 
among those who would not mind 
discriminating against the small 
minority in our community who 
happens to be proprietors of com- 
mercial or industrial real estate 
or multiple dwellings. Frankly, it 
is a similar mentality that 
already insists upon an also un- 
conscionable 150% penalizing tax 
on business property

Savings from Hyde closing being spent on receiver schools 


In 1984, within a few weeks of 
the closing of Hyde School, the 
Newton School Committee was 
given by the Board of Aldermen 
money (was it $90,000?) for 
reconstruction to increase 
classroom space in the Zervas 
School, to receive the Hyde 
children. Now, a year later, the 
school committee has again ask- 
ed the Board of Aldermen for 
$80,000 to add classrooms to the 
Mason-Rice School to alleviate 
overcrowding in this receiver 
school. Furthermore, since the 
school population is expected to 
rise steadily over the next ten 
years, and another receiver 
school, Countryside, is already 
full, it is likely that this annual 
pilgrimage to the city coffers will 
continue. 

Now, the public may 
remember that directly before 
the referendum on closing Hyde 
(the very day before, incidental- 
ly, so that there was no time to 
refuse it) the PTA newsletter 
urged the closing of Hyde for the 
following reason: ‘There are 40 
empty classrooms in the city of 
Newton...this is no time to be 
building more classrooms."' The 
public was not told that the 40 


empty classrooms were not in the 
Hyde area, and that using them 
would require massive redistric- 
ting (very unpopular). The clear 
implication was that keeping 
Hyde would require building 
classrooms; whereas closing 
Hyde would not. 

In fact, quite the opposite is 
true, and the public would have 
every right to feel furious at be- 
ing so misled. The truth was that 
closing Hyde has required, and 
will continue to require building 
classrooms, whereas keeping 
Hyde did not. The building in use 
at Hyde, which holds 350 
children, was in good repair but 
overflowing. The obvious solution 
was to sell the burned portion and 
re-district the fringes of the Hyde 
district so that the children could 
fit comfortably into the existing 
building. Yet the School Commit- 
tee refused to consider this op- 
tion. 

As a taxpayer, I resent being 
asked to close a school to save 
building classrooms; and then, 
when the school is closed, being 
asked for money to build new 
classrooms, I hope that others 
who feel as I do will ask the 
school committee to bite the 
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bullet and use existing 
classrooms, either by general 
redistricting, or by re-opening 
the Hyde School, using the sound 
building only. It is not too late; 
the building has not been sold. 

I know that people will groan at 
the very idea of reopening the 
Hyde question. Possibly the 
reason people voted to close Hyde 
was that there was a general feel- 


If only the p 


ing that Hyde had been a center 
of contraversy for years, and the 
only way to end the controversy 
was to get rid of Hyde. But the 
problem won't go away as long as 
we need a school right where 
Hyde is. Isn't it time that we look- 
ed for the most sensible and long- 
term solution?

money. I’m not that sold on the 
idea that this particular fund 
should be set up. I am not per- 
sonally committed to a $10- 
million library,’’ Tennant said. 

FinCom Chairman Paul E. Col- 
etti, who favors renovating an ex- 
isting structure for use as a 
library, pointed out that a ma- 
jority of the residents who 
responded to the city’s 1985 Opi- 
nion Profile survey selected 
surplus property revenue and 
private contributions as the most 
preferred methods for financing 
anew library. 

“I think the wording of this par- 
ticular item is vague enough that 
it doesn’t commit us to anything 
... I’m not sold or convinced that 
a new library should be con- 
structed,’’ Coletti said. 

Alderman Louis Irwin noted, 
“If the citizens of Newton, 
through their elected represen- 
tatives, chose not to build a new 
library, these funds can always 
be used for other purposes, other 
capital needs.” 

Aldermen Coletti, Irwin, Son- 
dra Shick, Carol Robinson and 
Wendell R. Bauckman eventually 
voted in support of the transfer 
request, 

The $370,881 represents about 
40 percent of the $880,000 in fire 
insurance proceeds that the 
library committee suggested be 
used to help pay for a completely 
new building at the corner of 
Homer and Walnut streets. 

Most of the remainder will 
come from the Hyde Elementary 
School's fire insurance account, 
where close to $500,000 is stored. 

The Hyde insurance funds will 
not be available for transfer into 
the stabilization account until the 
former Highlands’ school is sold. 








If the Board of Aldermen ap- 
proves Mann’s transfer proposal 
next Tuesday, the amount of 
money earmarked to defray the 
cost of a new library would climb 
to almost $500,000. A transfer of 
the Hyde fire monies would 
escalate that figure to almost $1 
million. 

At the mayor’s request, the full 
board created the ‘‘Capital Pro- 
jects Stabilization Fund’? when 
aldermen transfered $124,000 into 
the new account during their re- 
cent budget deliberations. 

Most of that money will come 
from revenues generated by the 
Weeks Junior High School hous- 
ing development and the former 
West Newton Branch Library’s 
lease to the Barry Price Center. 

Another $75,000 will be added 


when the lease agreement for the 
former Oak Hill Elementary 
School is signed. 

As of July 1, all existing and ex- 
pected revenues generated by the 
sale of surplus property will also 
be put into another special ac- 
count aimed at financing a new 
main library — a move which, 
although stemming from an 
aldermanic resolution passed 
last November, would also jive 
with one of the recommendations 
contained in the Main Library 
Facility Committee’s draft 
report. 

The current balance in the ci- 
ty’s “‘sale of surplus property” 
account totals about $500,000, 
with more funds expected when 
the sale of the Hyde site becomes 
official. 
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Aldermen request funds 


Private school

NEWTON — The aldermanic Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee has passed a resolution 
asking that supplemental funding be provided to 
the School Committee so that bus transportation for 
about 400 private school students continues to be 
provided by the city next year. 


School Committee Chairman Leonard J. Gentile 
said the School Committee decided by a unanimous 
vote during its budget deliberations to cut the ap- 
proximately $130,000 needed to continue the busing. 

He said the vote came in response to a recent 
Supreme Judicial Court decision which said that, 
under provisions of Proposition 2%, municipalities 
did not have to comply with a new state law, 
Chapter 663, which said all private school students 
must be provided with bus transportation. 

Chapter 663, which became effective Jan. 1, 1984, 
upgraded the previous interpretation of the busing 
law, saying that any private school student living at 
least two miles away from a public or private 
school must be provided with bus transportation, 
but only for the distance he would have traveled 
had he attended public school. 

The town of Lexington, along with Newton, 
challenged the law, saying the state should provide 
funding for the busing since it was imposing a state 
mandated program upon municipalities. 

The Rev. William Sharkey of Our Lady Help of 
Christians School asked the committee to look at 
the matter as a public safety issue. 

“When the city provides school bus service to 
children, it provides more than a convenience. It 
provides for the safety and health of the children,” 
said Sharkey. 

“If service is denied to a segment of the popula- 
tion because they go to a private school, the city is 
denying the safety and health to that segment. 

“If, God forbid, a child that should have been pro- 
vided with busing gets hit while walking to school, I 
don't want to have to explain that to the parents.

Maybe I'll leave that to the School Committee 
chairman,” Sharkey said, looking at Gentile. 

Gentile said the money was cut from next year’s 
school budget because ‘‘one of the things we have to 
do is prove to people that we're being fiscally 
responsible.” He said the decision was made along 
with other tough decisions, such as school closings 

Asked if bus transportation was seen as a priority 
on the School Committee, Gentile said he couldn't 
speak for the other members, but said, ‘I don't 
think transportation rates as high as bricks and 
mortar on this committee. If the state law did not 
say we had to supply transportation at all, we might 
not be providing it to our public school students.” 

Gentile said the reason that busing for private 
students was cut was strictly financial. 

“The safety issue has never really been strongly 
argued in the past. I guess the people see it more as 
an issue of convenience, rather than safety,” he 
said 





Aldermen approve higher 
fines for zoning violators 


NEWTON — The Board of Alderman has voted 
unanimously to recommend increasing max- 
imum zoning violation fines from $100 to $300. 

Alderman Paul Daley said the vote to raise the 
fines was recommended by the city’s Law 
Department. He said the reasoning behind the 
move “was to impose a greater detriment to 
those who might prolong their violations. In that 
way, the increase would have an element of en- 
forcement.” ; 

The fines would apply to any zoning violation, 
such as renting rooms in a zone where it is not 
permitted, parking a business truck in a residen- 
tial zone or expanding a non-conforming 
business without proper permits.

Zussman, the principal trustee of Picadilly- 
Langley Trust, was granted a permit last 
November to renovate the structure's facade and 10 
apartments in the building’s upper floors, but in 
April, received a permit allowing him to convert all 
the residential area into commercial office space. 

Ironically, Zussman applied to the city for a 
special permit for the same commercial conversion 
in May 1984, but later withdrew his request when 
the Planning Department recommended denial 
because the move would have created ‘‘further 
adverse off-street parking and traffic impacts in 
Newton Centre.” 

A city building inspector stopped worked on the 
current project in March after citing several viola- 
tions of the State Building Code. Construction 
resumed a few days later after corrective actions 
were taken and the ban was lifted. 

Macartney said the renovation effort now has 

‘violations on-going in the building’’ because some 
of the newly-created office space is being occupied 
during construction and without a certificate of oc- 
cupancy from the city. 

“We have ordered any apartment tenants out of 
the building at this point,” according to Macartney, 
who said the city ned of the illegal occupancy 
“in the last 30 day 

Two other violations are the result of unrepaired 
fire damage from a previous mishap and the fact 
that a three-hour fire ceiling has not been installed 
to protect each floor, he said. 

Robert Buckley, Zussman’s Boston-based at- 
torney, told aldermen that a certified letter asking 
the tenants to vacate the premises was sent Tues- 
day. 

Buckley said measures are being taken to fix fire- 
damaged timbers and that workmen would begin 
installing the fire retardant ceiling this Sunday and 
should finish the job by Tuesday. 

“The owner is making every attempt possible to 
comply with the requests of the Building Depart- 
ment,” he added. 

Macartney said he has requested ‘periodic 
reports’’ on Zussman's progress in correcting the 
violations, but added, ‘‘We have gotten very few so 
rari 

An enraged Barker then claimed that Zussman 
“just scoffed at the law”’ by knowingly allowing the 
tenants to move in without the necessary occupan- 
cy permit, a comment which Buckley called ‘‘an 
unfair characterization.” 

“Mr. Zussman knows perfectly well that you can- 
not put people in offices until you get a certificate of 
occupancy,”’ Barker said angrily. ‘‘Don’t tell me he 
didn’t know. He knew perfectly well.”’ 

Macartney lent credibility to Barker’s argument 


















when he reported that Zussman had recently sought 
a temporary occupancy permit from the city, a re- 
quest which was denied because of the project’s 
continual problems. 

When Buckley called the situation ‘a 
misunderstanding” on Zussman’s part, Barker ex- 
claimed, ‘‘He’s done business in this city for a long, 
long time ... Even a naive person like me knows 
that (occupancy permits are required)."” 

Macartney said Angelo Petrozzelli, Zussman’s 
registered architect, has never met with city in- 
spectors to discuss the project's persistent pro- 
blems. 

Petrozelli signed an affidavit on Sept. 7, 1984 pro- 
mising to ‘‘administer the construction contract ... 
provide professional inspection of the construction 
as required and that he will inform the owner (and 
the city) of any observed deviations’’ from the ap- 
plicable building codes. 

“Any normal builder would have his architect im- 
mediately contact” the Building Department about 
potential violations, according to Barker. 

Former alderman Ethel Sheehan, a long-time 
critic of Zussman’s practices, said Newton Centre 
residents are ‘utterly frustrated” with the city’s in- 
ability to enforce the relevant codes. 

“We cannot understand why Mr. Zussman does 
exactly what he pleases. He doesn't care about the 
law. Mr. Zussman knows every bit of the law and is 
well able to bend it,” according to Sheehan. 

Barker then produced a commercial lease for one 
of the new upper floor offices that was signed in 
April, just after Zussman applied for the commer- 
cial conversion permit. 

Buckley said he had ‘‘no knowledge”’ that ‘'they 
had moved in," while aldermen claimed that he 
must have known the lease gave the tenants a right 
to assume occupancy. 

Sheehan said Zussman’s actions amounted to 
“flagrant violations,” adding that he has “not got a 
long history of integrity,”’ 

When Macartney told the committee that 
Zussman could face a year in prison if found guilty 
of the alleged violations, Barker chimed in, ‘I'm 
sure he'd develop the prison too.” 

Public Facilities Chairman Michael Malec later 
added, ‘I would say that, at the very least, Mr. 
Zussman has a horrible public relations problem 
with the community, this committee and the Board 
of Alderman. We would not have been here if he had 
been more forthright from the beginning.” 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson reminded Macart- 
ney and Cameron of their code enforcement respon- 
sibilities. 

“It’s incumbent on you to make that particular 
person toe the line in every respect ... When he ask- 
ed for a temporary occupancy permit and did not 
get it because it seems that there was a violation, 
you should have come down on him hard,” he said.

whack that the positions (filled 
by women) are too low (in pay 
and status),’’ Cohen said. 

He stressed that the state 
should evaluate each position in 
terms of ‘tcomparable worth,” a 
concept based on the premise 
that jobs held mostly by women 
are paid less than those held 
mostly by men because women's 
work is traditionally under- 
valued. 

A position’s comparable worth 
would be accomplished by 
analyzing each job through a 
method developed by consultant 
Hay Associates, which judges 
male and female-dominated posi- 
tions in four categories: know- 
how, problem solving, accoun- 
tability, and working conditions. 

A position is considered to be 
sex-segregated when 70 percent 
of the workers are of one sex. 

According to Cohen, female- 
dominated jobs have many 
responsibilities that are ‘taken 
for granted.”’ Secretaries, for ex- 


ample, perform a variety of 
duties, including editing. 
“Most secretaries who are 


minimally competent will bring 
mistakes to your attention or just 
correct it themselves. Those 
kinds of functions are critically 
important to the operation of any 
office,’ Cohen said. 

Hay developed is ‘‘a long list of 
questions to ask’’ which focus on 
discovering these hidden job 
roles, he said. 

A Minnesota study that analyz- 
ed positions in this manner found 
wages in female-dominated posi- 
tions to be ‘considerably lower” 
than those in male-dominated

jobs, Cohen explained. 

But before the positions can be 
analyzed in terms of comparable 
worth, state positions must be 
reorganized according to plans 
laid-out by a four-year study 
completed in 1980 by the state’s 
Division of Personnel Ad- 
ministration. 

According to Cohen, the job 
classifications have not been up- 
dated since they were created 20 
years ago and have little relation 
to the actual positions. 

The 1980 plan for labor posi- 
tions must be approved through 
an act of the legislature, he said, 
because each job must be set by 
statute. 

The study resulted in the 
gathering of all state-workers’ 
job descriptions with the objec- 
tive of ‘dramatically’ reducing 
the number of classifications to 
which one or two people belong. 
The consolidation would build 
“clusters’’ of jobs, which act as 
career ladders, 

“A lot of positions were dead- 
end jobs,’’ Cohen noted 

Cohen first became involved in 
the pay inequity issue in 1983 
when he was appointed to the 
newly-formed legislative study 
committee, set up to determine 
whether discrimination is oceurr- 
ing in the public sector. 

At that time, the group had 
mere “anecdotal information’ 
on pay inequity, he said, For ex- 
ample, nurses are typically paid 
less than bus drivers, Cohen ex- 


plained. 

However, according to the 
committee's interim report 
released in December, state 


figures show that; 
— 69 percent of non- 
management positions in state 
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government are sex segregated. 

— 52 percent of the women in 
the workforce work in 109 female- 
dominated positions. 

— 50 percent of the men work in 
203 male-dominated positions. 

— Of the 12 unions, two are 
female dominated (clerical 
workers and nurses) and three 
are male dominated (police and 
public safety officials, building 
trades and crafts, engineers). 

Once the state positions are 
reclassified in terms of com- 
parable worth, the next step is to 
consider municipal workers, the 
next tier of public employment, 
says Cohen. 

Richard Moynihan, Newton’s 
Director of Personnel, noted that 
comparable worth is ‘‘opera- 
tionally and practically impossi- 
ble” to achieve in the pure sense 
of the word. 

Newton has nine unions, said 
Moynihan, each with its own pay 
scale. Pay equity would involve 
setting the same pay levels for all 
similar municipal positions, 
regardless of union, 

“This is at odds with the pro- 
cess of collective bargaining as it 
has been historically set,’’ he 
said. 

Still, he added, ‘‘this should not 
stop (people) from pursuing fair 
pay based on some other 
method.” 

As Cohen states, ‘There can 
never be true equality between 
the sexes until there’s economic 
equality.”

Reagan administration of- 
ficials said the idea of com- 
parable worth is “‘loonier than 
Looney Tunes’’ and a 
“ridiculous, radical idea,’’ 
Hartner noted, But, she em- 
phasized, ‘‘so was ending 
slavery ... and equal pay for 
equal work, That was once as 
controversial. When you look 
at it, it’s not at all a radical no- 
tion,” 

Hartner continued, ‘We're 
trying to publicize the issue 
and educate people” that ad- 
dressing comparable worth 
“is an equitable thing to do,”” 

She said that increased pro- 
blem of women in poverty is 
attributable to pay inequality.

‘Forgotten war’ remembered

key reception Korean vets received upon their 
return. For one thing, as several vets pointed out, 
troop movements during the Korean conflict were 
more like those of the Vietnam War than World War 
II, when large units of combatants returned home 
together. After Korea and Vietnam, soldiers came 
home alone. 

Another explanation given by many vets points 
out that the country was still recovering from ‘‘the 
last, great war’’ when the boys came home from 
Korea, The post-war push was on. America was in 
the midst of tremendous change and progress. No 
one could take time out to mark the moment when 
the Korean truce was signed. 


William Kingston, a Newton Centre resident who 
has devoted untolled hours to preserving his 
memories of the Korean War, has several theories 
about why his fellow vets simply slid back into 
society with a minimum of hoopla. ‘People just 
forgot about it,” he said as he sat in his home, sur- 
rounded with large photos he took during 154 days 
on the front line. “It was sandwiched between two 
other wars. World War II was only five years gone 
by. 

“There’s a lot of guys who are bitter. Not me. You 
can’t downgrade guys from other wars because you 
didn’t get recognized. Some guys blame it on t.v. 
and new photo technology.” Kingston pointed out 
“that there was very little media coverage of the 
Korean War, especially compared to the Vietnam 
War, when t.v. brought bloody battles and body 


bags into the country’s living rooms every evening 
Kingston and his colleagues will make another 
pitch for a national Korean War Memorial on the 
25th of this month, when Korean War vets from all 
over the country gather for three days of reunions 
and memorial services in Arlington, Virginia. 
Legislation aimed at creating such a memorial has 
been re-introduced in Washington for the last cou- 
ple of years. The fact that, on July 26, a com- 
memorative stamp will be issued has given some 
Korean vets hope that a memorial is not far off. 


Though Kingston, a custodian in the city school 
system, will not be attending the ceremonies in Arl- 
ington, he will be cited for his efforts to preserve the 
nation’s memory of ‘the forgotten war.”’ Besides 
the hundreds of photos he has categorized and 
preserved, Kingston has created a banner with the 
patches of all the units that served in Korea sewn on 
it. A full color photo of the banner will be presented 
during the coming ceremonies. 


Sending a color photo of the banner to Gen. Mat- 
thew Ridgeway earned Kingston a quick, gracious 
response and an autographed picture from the man 
who took over the Korean command when Gen. 
Douglas McArthur was ordered to return home. 
Ridgeway wrote Kingston, ‘‘In appreciation of ser- 
vice shared in Korea.” 


While Kingston joins other vets who hope the 


Korean War will earn the respect of an American *

Mammography Center opens 


X-rays are offered 


CHESTNUT HILL — Breast 
cancer is the leading killer of 
women in the United States. Ac- 
cording to figures from the 
American Cancer Society, in 
1984, 37,000 women died from the 
disease, 1,200 of them in 
Massachusetts. Projected death 
rates for 1985 are even higher. 

“This disease has reached 
epidemic proportions,’’ says Dr. 
Donald A. Taylor, founder of 
Precheck/The Mammography 
Center in Chestnut Hill. ‘‘Yet it’s 
a disease that we have the poten- 
tial to control. It certainly doesn’t 
have to be the leading cause of 
death in women.” 

The key? Early detection. 


Mammography — 
low dose x-rays of the breast.

Dr. Taylor has opened 
Precheck to provide mam- 
mograms in a comfortable and 
supportive atmosphere. A 
woman can discuss the pro- 
cedure with her physician, and 
then either she or the doctor can 
make an appointment for her to 
visit the center. Test results are 


usually available within two 
hours. 
In addition to exams, the 


center offers educational 
materials, including a videotape 
from the American Cancer Socie- 
ty and printed information about 
breast self-examination and 
disease. A staff person is also 
available to answer questions.

An increase in disease 


NEWTON — Recent statistics have shown that the annual death 
rate due to chronic obstructive pulmonary disease increased five-fold 
between 1962 and 1977 among white women and two-fold among non- 
white women. 


That’s what Dr. Dorothy L. Sexton, Ed.D., of the Yale University 
School of Nursing, said at an annual meeting of the American Lung 
Association. Representatives of the Norfolk County-Newton Lung 
Association attended the meeting, which was held in Anaheim, Calif. 


Sexton sent questionnaires to 72 women with COPD and 40 women 
without COPD, eliciting biographic, personal and illness-related in- 
formation. Both groups of women were of similar age, averaging 60 
years. 


She said that the effects of chronic obstructive pulmonary disease 
(COPD)-primarily due to cigarette smoking—on the lives of women 
can now be studied because women have developed this condition. 


“Cigarette smoking habits of women have closely paralleled those 
of men in the past few decades,”’ Sexton said. ‘‘Thus, the risk for 
smoking-related illness has correspondingly increased.” 


Emphysema and chronic bronchitis are the most common forms of 
adult COPD. These diseases are progressive and become symp- 
tomatic decades after the start of smoking. They involve damage to 
the lungs that diminishes this vital organ’s ability to deliver oxygen 
to the rest of the body.

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Architects study how to plan homes for seniors 


By Ellis £. Conklin 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) The 
architects were baffled. For 
months, they watched outside a 
dozen Los Angeles senior citizens 
projects watching the elderly 

“We're really in the dark ages 
in designing outdoor spaces to 
make people use a building,’ 
said Dr. Victor Regnier, 
associate professor of architec- 
ture and behavioral research at 
the University of Southern 
California, ‘The whole science of 
how buildings are used is in its in- 
fane. 

Funded by a $40,000 grant from 
the National Endowment for the 
Arts and a matching grant from 
USC, Regnier directed a two- 
year study that examined how 
seniors used their outdoor areas. 

The study included a carefully 
kept record of where people 

walked, where they sat, how they 
congregated and what they did 

The architects couldn't figure 
out why no one went near the ben- 
ches that curved in a semi-circle. 
They seemed inviting enough, 
but the benches in a line were 
preferred. 

Or why did residents balk at 
sitting in sunlit garden cour- 
tyards cut off from bustling 
neighborhoods and streets, or 
why didn’t anyone seem par- 
ticularly fond of shuffleboard. 

The fact is, nearly 7 million 
people over 65 live in 
government-financed dwellings, 
yet little attention has ever been 
paid to designing buildings so 
seniors can get out from behind 
concrete shadows into the social 
sunshine. 

Aesthetics, the little niceties 
that makes a home a home, the 
small domestic details that don’t 
show up in retirement housing re- 
quirements such as substituting 
levers for doorknobs to help ar- 
thritic people, are typically ig-

Hazards of humidifiers 


By the Editors

DEAR CONSUMER 
REPORTS — I am an asthmatic 
and have very bad sinus trouble. 
I recently bought a cool-mist 
vaporizer. There wasn’t much in- 
formation in the carton. I would 
like to know where I should put it 
so that I can take care of my 
whole house. Right now I have 
the unit in my large bedroom. 


DEAR READER — Consumer 
Reports’ medical consultants ad- 
vise against the use of cool-mist 


vaporizers by people with 
asthma or other respiratory 
diseases. Cool-mist vaporizers 


may pose a health hazard, in 
some instances, by dispersing 
germs through the air from the 
vaporizer’s reservoir or 
mechanism. Larger humidifiers 
do not appear to have this poten- 
tial hazard. 


In addition, Consumer Reports’ 
engineers say that a cool-mist 
humidifier should be placed in 
the room where you want to raise

Regnier said. 

—Shuffleboard and horseshoe 
courts were unexciting. ‘‘That’s 
because the courts were usually 
situated,’’ Regnier continued, ‘‘in 
unattractive areas where seniors 
were sealed off from the world 
and felt like they were in some 
kind of concrete bunker.”’ 

Regnier said the report will 
now be made available to 
designers, builders and ar- 
chitects throughout the country. 

“Hopefully, we’ve broken some 
new ground and maybe some of 
the things we’ve found can be im- 
plemented in building future pro- 
jects,’’ Regnier said. 

Despite the design defects un- 
covered, virtually every study 
done has shown that seniors are 
quite satisfied the public housing, 
Pastalan said.

“Only problem is, there isn’t 
enough,”’ he said, ‘adding that 
between 160,000 to 250,000 new 
senior housing units are needed 
each year to meet demand. 

Irving Welseld, a_ policy 
analyst with the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
in Washington, said a mere 8,400 
retirement housing units were 
built last year. 

“Not much, is it?. This year, 
it’ll be less,’’ Welseld said. 

Complicating matters is the 
fact that an estimated 100,000 
senior housing dwellings become 
dilapidated and obsolete every 
year, Pastalan said. 

“The feds aren’t addressing 
any of these problems. Essential- 
ly, we have no policy in this coun- 
try for senior citizen housing.”

Newton lacrosse teams annex EMass titles 


Nardone’s overtime 
goal nips Lexington

WEST BOYLSTON - 
Sometimes just getting there is 
half the fun, and half is what 
Newton North will have to settle 
for this season after losing an 11-1 
blowout to Longmeadow on Sun- 
day in the lacrosse tournament 
state finals. 

Getting there was a more en- 
joyable experience for the 
Tigers, who outlasted a 
suprisingly-tough Lexington 
team, 11-10, in overtime on Fri- 
day for the Eastern Mass. title. 
Dan Nardone arranged a date on 
Sunday at Tahanto Regional 
High with his goal one minute in- 
to OT. 


The score in the state finals 
can’t be attributed to a letdown, 
senioritis, or any other North- 
manufactured cause. The 
Lancers were simply bigger, 
stronger, faster, and more skilled 
than the Tigers. Certainly North 
made some mistakes, but 
eliminating those might have ad- 
justed the score, not the outcome. 

“They were better,” said Tiger 
coach Rick Clark of the team 
which has won six consecutive 
state crowns and is 11-4 in state 
finals. 

“We've been here before,’’ 
understated Lancer coach Dan 
Kane. ‘‘Our kids have tasted it.”” 

While most of the Lancers were 
tasting, Eddie Carey was 
feasting. Longmeadow’s all-time 
leading scorer notched six goals 
and two assists, including four 
straight in the first and second 
quarters that turned a 2-1 game 
into a 6-1 blowout. 

Carey also opened the scoring 
only 1:03 into the game. Fran 
Yerardi matched that for North 
at 4:29 (from Rich Claflin), but 
that was the beginning and end of 
the Tiger scoring. 

Though George Joseph and 
Carey made it 3-1 after one, the 
Tigers were still in the game. It 
was a fairly evenly-played 
period, and Tom Dalicandro had 
hit two posts for Newton. 

Once the Lancers took over, 
they never looked back. Carey 
made it 4-1 at 2:06 of the second, 
but it was a three-minute stretch 
later on that put the game on ice. 
From 6:21 to 9:12, the Lancers 
got two more tallies from Carey 
and one from Greg Collins to put 
the game on ice, 7-1. In addition, 
they more than evened things up 
in the post-hitting department, 
clanging three off the metal. 

Randy Hobbs scored three 
times for the winners in the se- 
cond half, as the Tigers never 
mounted any kind of a threat. 
Much of the fourth quarter was 
played by the benches of both 
teams. 

With the win, the Lancers (20- 
2) went one-up in state final 
series against the Tigers. North 
took the first matchup, 9-6, in 
1972, while Longmeadow won the 
rematch in 1979, 12-6. Lincoln- 
Sudbury is the last team from 
Eastern Mass, to win a state title, 
with a 14-12 win in 1978, 

The Tigers had to be happy to 
be there at all, because they 
came perilously close to ending 
their season on Friday. Only a 
Dalicandro score that tied the 
game with two minutes to play 
and Nardone’s score in OT 
rescued the home club. 

Once Dalicandro got the game 
into overtime, Nardone took only 
a minute to win it. He took a pass 
from Pat Poon in the left slot and 
bounced one past Minuteman 
goalie Eric Lania to give North 
the EMass. title. 

“We lucked out at the end,” ad- 
mitted coach Clark, who added 
that the goal didn't come off the 
play that had been called. ‘We 
were trying to get it to Dalican- 
dro or Nardone, and he took it 
one-on-one,” 

The Minutemen ran out to a 6-2 
lead in the second period before 
North's alarm clock rang. Once 
awake, the Tigers answered with 
four straight to tie the game at 
six, aided by a big pair of 
penalties on Lexington 
defenseman Pau! Tsitsopoulos 

“The unsportsmanlike conduct 
penalty was a turning point,” 
Clark said 

Yerardi had made it 6-4 1:25 in- 
to the third period, as the 
Minutemen were giving ground 
grudgingly. But when Tsit- 
sopoulos picked up a slashing call 
and then compounded his 
mistake by slamming his stick

Finally, the Proias combined to 
block off the right side of the in- 
field.

BC welcomes Law

CHESTNUT HILL The 
Boston archdiocese offically 
welcomed Bernard Cardinal Law 
home from Rome last week as an 
estimated 15,000 people turned 
out at Boston College’s Alumni 
Stadium to attend Mass of 
Thanksgiving. 

It was a perfect spring evening 
for such an occasion, and the 
pageantry was accentuated by 
the religious smocks worn by the 
approximately 400 attending 
Catholic priests and the colorful 
costumes of the Knights of Col- 
umbus, Malta and Sepulcher, 
who led the cardinal’s procession 
into the stadium 

Civic leaders and religious 
leaders from various denomina- 
tions were present to honor Law. 

In his sermon, Law told the au- 
dience that ‘Boston is a very 
special place, in fact I think it's 
the most important archdiocese 
in the world and I'll tell you 
why.” 

Certainly Boston has to be one 
of the key communities in the 
world for impacting ideas in deci- 
sions that affect the world and 
the nation, And in this communi- 
ty, we are the largest group,” he 
said, referring to the Catholic 
religion, 

He thanked the ecumenical 
religous leaders for being present 
at the mass. 

Among them were the Rev. 
John B, Coburn of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Massachusetts. 
Bishop Methodios of the Greek 
Orthodox Diocese of Boston, the 
Rev. Harold R. Wimmer, Bishop 
of the New England Synod and 
Rabbi Harry Roth of Temple 
Emanuel Andover. 

The two-hour mass began at 
7:30 p.m. and Gov. Michael 
Dukakis was the first to be called 
up to the alter to welcome the 
new cardianl, Dukakis said he 
brought greetings from the entire 
Commonwealth and noting the 
weather, added. “is there any 
doubt that the lord is causing his 
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Dukakis said he was unable to 
attend Law’s elevation in Rome 
last week, but said he did send his 
wife, Kitty, whom he called his 
“special deputy of ecclesiastic 
affairs."’ Citing the fact that last 
night was her sixth mass in 11 
days, Dukakis said Law “has 
already had more impact on her 
religious practices than I have in 
25 years.” 

Boston Mayor Raymond Flynn 
along with his wife Cathy, were 
next to come to the altar and they 
presented law with a gift before 
Flynn’s welcoming remarks. 

“Let this night not be the only 
night that we're all together, but 
let us be together every night,” 
Flynn told the crowd. 

Next up was Newton Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, who carried a 
brightly colored shopping bag to 
the altar and said. The Governor 
brings greetings and the mayor 
of Boston brings gift and I bring 
offerings. When you first arrived 
in this community, I was honored 
to present you with a key to the 
city of Newton,..but now I want to 
present you with Newton City 
Hall,” 

He promptly reached into his 
bag and pulled out a photograph 
of City Hall and gave it to the car- 
dinal, which brought a hearty 
laugh from the crowd, Mann also 
presented Law with check to be 
used to help relieve hunger in 
Ethiopia. The money was raised 
at Newton's Prayer Breakfast 
several weeks ago. 

As the liturgical procession 
came into the stadium prior to 
last night’s mass, approxmately 
1,000 helium-filled balloons were 
released into the air by young 
people assembled from various 
Catholic schools from across the 
archdiocese, 

The Knights of Columbus, with 
their spectacularly plumed hats, 
led the way into the rear of the 
stadium and formed a corridor 
down the middle of the football 
field, their swords drawn and 
pointed to the sky. 

They were followed by 
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Bernard Cardinal Law 


representatives of various 
religious groups, who, in turn, 
were followed by the many 
Catholic bishops and priests 
there to pay tribute to Law 

At 9 p.m., communion was 
served to the assembled crowd. 
Approximately 100 priests follow- 
ed ushers into the stands and 
traveled row by row through the 
stadium, Amazingly the entire 
crowd was served in about 17 
minutes, exactly how long Fr. 
Richard Conway, who organized 
the mass, figured it would take. 

The priests came forward to 
the altar to receive their commu- 
nion, which took several minutes 
longer. 

Shortly thereafter, Law bid the 
crowd good night and invited 
them to enjoy some cookies and 
punch on their way home, as 
pushcarts carying the 
refreshments waited outside the 
stadium.

CHESTNUT HILL — Last week’s celebration of 
Bernard Cardinal Law's elevation began when he 
met with about 1,000 youngsters from the Boston ar 
chdiocese prior to walking with them to Alumni 
Stadium 

Around 5:30 p.m., the boys and girls began to 
assemble in front of the old Boston College Law 
School building, just across Commonwealth Avenue 
from the cardinal’s residence 

The youths, mostly teenagers, w' Catholic 
school students and members of youth groups from 
various churches. They arrived in groups, most of 
them carrying pink balloons, which they would 
later release inside the stadium 


They were also boisterous and loud, seeming to 
sense the festive occasion they would soon par- 
ticipate in 

Suddenly a Boston College Police cruiser pulled 
up in front of the building and the kids armed 
around the car, knowing who was inside. The car- 
dinal got out of the car and greeted those 
youngsters who pressed forward to shake hands 
with him or just get a good look at him. After a few 
moments, Law took a police bullhorn, walked up a 
couple stairs in front of the Law School building and 
said, “I think the first thing we ought to do is have a 
pep rally for the Celtics. They really need our help 
I can assure you I'm going to include them in my 
prayers, Are you?”’ 

That brought a loud cheer from the kids, their 
eyes all focused on Law, who was dressed in a 
brilliant red robe. 


“T presume all of you are here to sign up for the 
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seminary and the religious life,"’ Law said next 
Another wave of laughter rolled out of the crowd 
Having loosened up his audience with a couple 
deftly as an old politician, Law became 
s and explained to them just what a cardinal 
was and told them a little about his recent journey 
to Rome. 

The crowd was as silent as an empty church 
Their teachers probably never believed it 

He told them how he received his cardinal’s ring 
in Rome from Pope John Paul II and how it would 
only fit up to his first knuckle. He returned to his 
seat after receiving it and whispered to John Car- 
dinal O’Connor of New York, who was seated next 
to him and said, ‘I can’t get this ring on.” So 
(O'Connor) said, ‘Try this one,’ and it fit."’ Law s 
he wanted his own ring, though, and he had it ad- 
justed to fit 

I have a serious message, though said Law, 
“and I'm not always able to get this many of you 
together. There have been a few sporadic acts of 
violence around Boston. I am convinced that the 
greatest possibility to do good is our chance 
There are more of us than everyone else. 

“The other act of violence is one we inflict upon 
ourselves and that’s the violence we inflict with 
drugs and the violence we inflict with alcohol. It is 
one of the greatest cancers in our society. Now,

Law commented on the multi-racial and multi- 
ethnic makeup of the group gathered in front of him 
and said, ‘'This is the unified community. This is 
the church. I wish all of you could see yourselves as 
I can because it's a beautiful sight."’

The forgotten insurance 


There’s only one thing people have more difficulty contemplating 
than death: disability. And perhaps that's because it’s easier to 
imagine a world without you, than it is to imagine a world in which 
you exist in an incomplete form. 

Just because it's a distasteful subject, however, doesn’t make it 
any less important. Especially when you consider the fact that 
people between the ages of 30 to 50 have a greater chance of being 
disabled for 90 days or more than they do of dying, and that 
average length of a long-term disability is between four and six 
years 

It’s probably true to say that most people have some health in- 
surance. Many have insured their lives, their homes and their 
automobiles, and not a few also have casualty and professional 
liability insurance, But many people fail to protect the one element 
that makes possible their lifestyles and that pays for all the other 
kinds of insurance they buy. They fail to protect their incomes. 

Long term disability is grim enough without having to face the 
loss of income. Bills continue to roll in, and the extra cost to help 
maintain a disabled family member can be extroadinarily high. 

Some or all of the following are the possible consequences of an 
unprotected disabiltiy: 
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1. Erosion of savings and investment. Many families have 
limited savings programs and don’t have the capacity to live on 
their savings for long. 

2. The sale of residence and personal property. Working couples 
frequently buy mortgages that require both incomes in order to 
cover the payments. 

3. Loss of position and esteem in the community. When a fami- 
ly’s finances require severe economics, relationships with friends 
and associates can suffer. 

4. Dependence on public or family charity. Consider for how long 
you would be able to live without assistance of some kind, if the 
major breadwinner in your family could no longer work. 

First, check out your disability coverage at work. Most 
employees are covered for short-term illnesses or accidents. 
Coverage normally commences on the first or eighth day, and con- 
tinues for thirteen or twenty-six weeks. Many employees also have 
long-term coverage, but both long and short are intended as a base 
on which to build. If you do so, it’s important to obtain the right 
plan with these essential features: 

NON-CANCELLABLE: This provision prohibits the insurance 
company from cancelling your contract under any circumstances. 

GUARANTEED RENEWABLE: This requires that the in- 
surance company continue the same premium rate basis as when 
orginally issued, without increase, until a specified age (such as 
65). 

ELIMINATION PERIOD: This is the period between the onset 
of your disability and the beginning of benefit payments. The 
longer the period, the lower will be the premium. It should be coor- 
dinated with other sources of income. 

DURATION OF BENEFITS: The period for benefits may be dif- 
ferent for an accident. When benefits last a lifetime, they are for 
an illness, which may limit benefits to a period of months or years. 

There are a number of other factors that should be considered 
once you determine the amount of insurance you need: The precise 
nature of the coverage, and the cost. 

The most important factor is the definition of disability. Some 
policies with an “own occupation” definition will pay full benefits 
if you are unable work at your own occupation. Others will restrict 
your benefits if you are unable to work at your own occupation, but 
are able to handle one that is a reasonable alternative. 

Another important factor is the increasing availability of partial 
disability coverage. Here, benefits are determined by the amount 
to which a disability has reduced your income. 

Disability Income Insurance has been available for some years. 
Its use has been limited, however, according to Frederick R. 
Brown, Vice-President of Union Mutual Life Insurance Company

What is the definition of an art 
teacher?

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Shaevel victorious 
in Oak Hill election

NEWTON Solid support 


from the Oak Hill Park area 
enabled attorney William H. 
Shaevel to blow by his three op- 
ponents en route to an over- 
whelming victory in last week's 
special election for Ward 8 alder- 
man. 

Shaevel, 44, of 881 Dedham St., 
captured 1,034 votes, or almost 54 
percent of all the paper ballots 
cast, in an easy win over Howard 
U. Passman, Teresa F. Walsh 
and Robert B. Katz. 

Passman and Walsh finished in 
a dead heat for second place with 
379 and 378 votes respectively, 
while Katz wound up his cam- 
paign far back in the field with 
135 votes. 

The number of residents going 
to the polls created the biggest 
surprise of the race, which was 
prompted by the vacancy created 
when Robert L. Shuman passed 
away suddenly in February. 

A total of 1,929 voters, or 
almost 32 percent of those 
registered in the ward, cast 
ballots creating a turnout 
more than double that expected 
in the days just prior to the elec- 
tion. 

“All four candidates worked 
hard to get the vote out, I compli- 
ment them for that,” said Alan 
W. Licarie, executive secretary 
of the Election Commission. 

Shaevel won a majority in 
three of the ward’s four 
precincts, but his 525-vote tally in 
Precinct 4 — the heart of the 
closely-knit Oak Hill Park com- 
munity — would have provided 
enough of a margin to defeat any 
of his opponents. 

Walsh scored an impressive 
blow-out in Precinct 3 the 
Wallace Street resident’s home 
territory — where she captured 
237 of the 385 votes cast. 

Shaevel expressed pleasure at 
the results, which should provide 
an impressive launching pad for 
another run this fall when a new 
Ward 8 alderman will be chosen 
to serve a full two-year term. 

“I’m thrilled at both the size of 
the vote and the victory. I feel 
that the vote total was an af- 
firmation of the concept of work- 
ing towards finding some solu- 


tions without shouting at people,”’ 
he said in a thinly-veiled jab at 
Passman, his most outspoken 
critic. 

Shaevel called the race ‘‘a very 
neighborhood fight,’ adding, ‘‘I 
learned a lot more banging on 
doors than I realized I had to 
learn.” 

He said he intends to stay on as 
a member of the Economic 
Development Commission and 
treasurer of the Democratic City 
Committee. 

As for the aldermanic 
swearing-in ceremony scheduled 
for June 14, Shaevel said, ‘I’m 
looking forward to it with a 
relish.” 

Passman, of 89 Dorcar Road, 
credited the larger-than- 
expected voter turnout to his ag- 
gressive campaign and said he 
would consider another run for 
the seat this fall. 

“T generated enough heat. I 
think I ran against 26 can- 
didates,”’ he said in reference to 
his strident criticism of his op- 
ponents and the Board of 
Aldermen. ‘'I forced them to br- 
ing out the vote, We’re very, very 
pleased with that turnout.’” 

“By no means am I out of the 
political scene. Marvelous Mar- 
vin Hagler lost a few bouts too,”’ 
Passman added. 

Walsh reacted to her loss by 
saying, ‘I didn’t do too badly. 
I'm not particularly disappointed 
because it's a very difficult ward 
for me to run in. I know deep 
down that I’m the best qualified 
candidate.” 

“We're going to make sure Bill 
Shaevel sticks to his word. His 
stand on development was the 
key to victory and we're going to 
keep an eye out that he does not 
renege on his promise that he 
wants no development at Mount 
Ida (Junior College),"’ she said. 

As for a potential rematch in 
the fall, Walsh added, ‘‘I don’t 
know. I’m not sure what we're 
going to do with all these 
beautiful signs.”” 

Katz, the only aspirant with 
bonafide aldermanic experience, 
used humor to cope with his 
disappointing finish. 

“All my voters came out 
around 8:30 (a half-hour after the 
polls had closed),”’ he said.

Center dedicated to Shuman

NEWTON Friends and 
neighbors of Robert L. Shuman 
turned the tragedy of his sudden 
passing into an_ inspirational 
tribute Sunday by re-dedicating 
the Oak Hill Park Community 
Center building in the name of 
the late Ward 8 alderman. 

In a tearful ceremony attended 
by 125 people, newly-elected Oak 
Hill Park Association (OHPA) 
President Robert Gelles unveiled 
a stately bronze plaque bearing 
the name of the Spiers Road resi- 
dent. 

The monument will be affixed 
to the outside of the Saw Mill 
Brook Parkway building that 
Shuman, who died at age 47 on 
Feb. 13 from complications 
following heart surgery, fought 
so hard to have constructed as a 
center for neighborhood ac- 
tivities. 

“His ability to get people in- 
volved has a lot to do with why 
I'm here today,” said Gelles, 
Shuman’s cousin through mar- 
riage. 

The site that serves as the cen- 
tral meeting place for the 
OHPA’s 510 members will now be 
known as the Robert L. Shuman 
Center. 

Speaker after speaker credited 
Shuman for his intense committ- 
ment to all segments of the Oak 
Hill community. 

Mayor Theodore D, Mann, who 
cited the ‘‘warm, strong 
memories’? that Shuman’s life 
had stirred, asked residents from 
all over the city to follow his ex- 
ample as a dedicated activist. 

Because of Shuman, Mann 
said, ‘‘Forever, there will be a 
place that young people and old 
people will have to meet together 
to try to help each other and br- 
ing about a better community." 

“Bob leaves us the continuing 
challenge that what has gone on 
in this community should be 
replicated in every other com- 
munity by men and women of 
good will 

“Bob was taken from us at a 
very early time in his life, but the 
contributions he made exceeded 
the days of his life,"" Mann added 

Gelles read a June 5 letter from 

J.S. Rep. Barney Frank, D- 
Newton, who called the re 
dedication idea ‘‘very fitting.” 

Too often, public servants are 
taken for granted and forgotten 
Bob Shuman was one man who 
did not take his community for 
granted,"’ Frank added 

Alderman Cynthia Creem, a 
close friend of the Shuman fami- 
ly, fought back tears as she read 
a Board of Aldermen resolution 
in support of the re-dedication 

The resolution, which was ac 
cepted unanimously, cited 
Shuman, an Oak Hill Park resi- 
dent for over 20 years, for his 
“brief, but distinguished tenure 
on the board, his unselfish law 
practice, his active participation 
in the Memorial School PTA 
Temple Beth Avodah and in the 
Newton Little League as a coach 

City Clerk Edward F. English 
presented Shuman's daughter 








Sammi, with an American flag 
symbolic of her father’s spirited 
sense of patriotism and his son 
Laurence, with an  auxilie 
policeman’s badge to symbolize 
Shuman's courage and resolve. 

Shuman’s wife, Marcia, also 
received a dozen red roses. 

Gelles, who noted with fond-

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Shannon attends forum 
on saving the schools

NEWTON State and local 
education leaders gathered 
recently to urge residents to take 
action to save their school system 
at a forum sponsored by the 
Ward 2 Democratic Committee 

Billed as Democratic 
Perspectives on Education,” 
speakers at Newton North High 
School denounced President 
Ronald Reagan's new tax 
package and overall educational 
agenda as detremental to educa- 
tion 

The forum was designed to of- 
fer a democratic alternative to 
the Reagan administration's 
“continuous assault on educa- 
tion,’ according to panelist 
James Shannon, former 
Massachusetts Congressman and 
1985 State Democratic Platform 
Chair 

Shannon said maintaining good

Shannon also called for a

Panelist Gerard Indelicato, 
Special Assistant to the Governor 
on Educational Affairs, said that, 
in light of Reaygan’s educational 
agenda, “‘we must get com- 
munities involved — parents and 
those without children need to be 
interested in the school system if 
we are to protect and improve 
what we have.”” 





















Localizing the issue, Tony 
Croce, president of the Newton 
Teachers Association, warned 
the audience that there is no 
more fat left to trim off Newton's 
school budget. 

“To cope with 
Croce said, ‘‘we have cut 
teachers and closed buildings 
The savings make possible the 
continuence of educational quali 
ty.

What will we do,” he asked, 
“once the enrollment decline 
levels off and more students 
enter the system 

Croce stressed parents, 
teachers and the School Commit- 
tee become ‘active, aggressive 
advocates of education, other- 
wise the future is bleak and our 
days are numbered in terms of 
academic excellence.” 

Edward Sullivan, 
director of the Mas 
Teachers ociation, agreed 
with Croce that local districts 
need to take strong action 

“Prop. took away the 
autonomy of the School Commit- 
tee,’ Sullivan said. “It is 
especially important for School 
Committee members to become 
active in the political sphere to 
regain influence lost."” 

One of the most impassioned 
remarks of the evening came 
from a fifth-grade teacher in the 
Somerville hool system who 
reminded residents not to get 
complacent just because they 
have a good system. 

“Don't let Newton become 
another Somerville,’’ the 
teacher, Bob Murphy, said of a 
school stem that has inade- 
quate funds to provide education 
on a level Newton parents are us- 
ed to.

DETROIT (UPI) More 
than three years of planning, 
building and training came to 
fruition today as Chevrolet 
previewed its new Nova, a 
compact car jointly built by 
General Motors and Toyota

The four-door sedan, which 
shares the same running gear 
as the Toyota Corolla but has 
different body and interaor ap- 
pointments, vill go on sale 
June 13 in the 25 middle U.S. 
states where Chevrolet does 
not market the Sprint or Spec-

It will be available nation- 
wide by this fall. 

The Nova, produced in Fre- 
mont, Calif., by the joint ven- 
ture company New United 
Motor Manufacturing Inc., 
will be base priced at $7,195 
but a typically equipped model 
will sell for about $8,821. With 
all options it would sell for 





$9,815, Chevrolet General 
Manager Robert D. Burger 
said. 

This makes the standard 


Nova priced about $300 more 
than the base Toyota Corolla 
but Burger said the entry level 
Nova is better equipped. 





The Nova is placed in size 
and price between the Spec- 
trum, typically priced at about 
$7,740, and the Cavalier J-car 
compact, ghich sells for about 
$9,160. 

Chevrolet said its studies 
have shown the typical Nova 
buyer earns about $34,000 a 
year, is college educated and 
would prefer to buy a 
domestically made car if it of- 
fered many import features. 

Chevrolet also expects more 
than than 50 percent of Nova 
buyers to be women, but 
Burger did not mention any 
specific advertising plans aim- 
ed at female car buyers.

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Apathy revisited 


Few fights 
in election

NEWTON — The city is heading for a re-run of the apathetic 
political climate that overshadowed the 1983 municipal election. As it 
stands now, 14 of the city’s 23 seated aldermen are facing uncontested 
re-election bids in November and Mayor Theodore D. Mann appears 
on his way to an unchallenged run for a fifth term. 


Barring a rush of entrants into 
the field, the number of unoppos- 
ed incumbents featured in this 
year’s races will surpass the 
mark set two years ago when 12 
aldermen were re-elected 
without opposition. 

The shortage of interested 
aldermanic contenders could 
also mean that no preliminary 
election will be necessary to nar- 
row the field. 

In fact, the sole source of local 
political intrigue will apparently 
be the crowded race for the city’s 
eight School Committee seats. 


The number of uncontested 
aldermanic races could increase 
to 15 if Ward 8 Alderman-elect 
William H. Shaevel, who easily 
outdistanced three opponents in 
the recent special election, goes 
into his fall campaign un- 
challenged. 


When the question of apathy 
arose two years ago, elected of- 
ficials here blamed the lack of a 
mayoral race, the Board of 
Aldermen's image problems, a 
shortage of the city-wide issues 
needed to galvanize political in- 
terest and general satisfaction 
with the way the city was run. 


This year, the political scene 
has changed only slightly. 

Mann continues to hold sway } 
and the city is expected to end the 
fiscal year in excellent financial | 
shape, but the full board’s image 
problems have receded and city- 
wide issues — like solving the |@ 
long-standing main library ques- 
tion and dealing with burgeoning 
commercial development — are | 
gaining momentum. 

On the whole, however, voters |} 
appear satisfied with their ward |) 
representatives. 

Ward 4 Alderman and Board 
President Carol Ann Shea, who

Mayor unopposed 


McGrath clears way

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. Mann is 
virtually guaranteed to become the city's 
longest consecutively-serving mayor when 
voters go to the polls five months from now, 

The last possible challenge to Mann's 
history-making run evaporated last week 
when Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large Richard J. 
McGrath confirmed that he will not mount a 
mayoral campaign this year because of per- 
sonal and business responsibilities. 

“T am going to run for alderman, I am 
very disappointed that I could not find the 
time to run for mayor during this upcoming 
election,” said the 48-year-old Washington 
Street resident 

“The time for me to conduct a hardwork- 


ing, personal campaign was a year-and-a- 
half ago, but I could not break away from my 
business and personal life," McGrath said. 

“Tf I could devote a year and a half to ac- 
tive campaigning, I would be mayor in 
November, There are peaks and valleys of 
opportunities. This was a high peak. This 
was my time to do it. This was my year,"’ he 
added, 

McGrath's decision provides Mann, in of- 
fice now for 13-and-a-half years, with an easy 
shot at the record held by former May 
win O, Childs, who served as the city’s chief 
executive for 15 uninterrupted years from 
1914 to 1929, 

The city’s last uncontested mayoral cam-

Britt is legally blind and suffers from a 
leg ailment. He said he received no medical 
treatment while in jail, although a nurse did 
bathe his eyes, which are constantly tear

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Crystal clear 
summer fun

Seven miles from the Prudential Center 
there’s a clean, spring-fed lake that has retained 
many qualities of an old fashioned country 
watering hole. Nestled between the villages of 
Newton Centre and Newton Highlands, Crystal 
Lake has been a summer retreat for thousands of 
Newton residents since the early part of this cen- 
tury. 

While neighboring bodies of water like the 
Charles River and Bullough’s Pond have both 
fallen victim to the exploding population, Crystal 
Lake has kept its purity. 

In the seventeenth century, long before the in- 
vention of suburbia, it was known as Wiswall 
Pond because it was included in the acreage of 
the Wiswall family farm. Later, the name chang- 
ed to Baptist Pond because local churches began 
using the lake for baptisms. On February 11, 
1918, a meeting was held at City Hall, then in 
West Newton, to discuss whether to build a swim- 
ming pool at the Newton Centre Playground or to 
construct a bathhouse on the shores of what 
residents then called Crystal Lake. The city 
decided to purchase a parcel of lakefront proper- 
ty and the bathhouse went up. 

The rules of Crystal Lake in 1929 reflect the 
somber attitudes of the city fathers. It was 
against the rules to “solicit the aquaintance of a 
stranger” or to ‘‘play a game of chance on the 
beach.” Orations, sleeping and moving in a 
military or civil parade were also forbidden. 
Men and women swam at different times and 
were required to ‘wear proper costume.” 

John Walsh, presently the night and weekend 
manager, admits, ‘‘We probably still have too 
many rules.’’ The amended 1985 rules do seem 
much more relaxed. Swimmers are required to 
wear a bathing suit. Orations and sleeping are 
permitted, and there is no rule against parading 
or talking to strangers.

one vote” balance between local 





voting districts 

Neither Alan Licarie, of the 
Election Commission, nor 
Bullwinkle believe the precinct 
change in Ward 2 will have an 
adverse impact on residents 
there. 


In fact, the total number of 
citizens living in Ward 2 will in- 
crease by slightly over 400 when 
the change becomes official in 
1987. 


“Everyone will be voting in 
same places (the Horace Mann 
School and North High School), 
so no one will even notice. With 
the numbers we had, we didn’t 
want people to have to cross 
Washington Street to vote," 
Bullwinkle said. 


Residents who lived here in 
1971 will not think a three- 
precinct ward unusual. At that 
time, the city boasted two wards 
of five precincts each and one 
ward with only three. 


Lead hazards worst at Bowen 


NEWTON Bowen Elemen- 
tary School students have been 
exposed to chipped and peeling 
paint containing lead levels as 
high as 10 times the safety level 
mandated by the State Health 
Department’s Childhood Lead 
Poisoning Prevention Program 
(CLPPP) for residences, ac- 
cording to a recent Health 
Department inspection. 


The room-by-room inspection 
report in May showed over 10 
percent of the areas inspected in 
the Bowen school contained paint 
lead levels above 1.2 milligrams 
per square centimeter — a situa- 
tion that would be illegal if the 
Bowen were a private daycare 
center. However, there are cur- 
rently no state regulations or 
guidelines specifically concern- 
ing lead levels in public schools. 

According to CLPPP 


epidemiologist Roy Petre, any 
readings above the 1.2 milligram 
level are considered unsafe for 
children under six 


“Continued low-level exposure 
to lead can cause inability to con- 
centrate as well as psychological 
problems and learning disorders, 
including loss of 1Q,"’ Petre said. 

According to Director of Sup- 
port Services Roy Cornelius, the 
Bowen inspection was prompted 
by Health Department findings of 
similar problems at the Mason- 
Rice Elementary School last 
March. 


Health Commisioner Bernice 
Joyal, whose department is 
overseeing the inspections, said 
all Newton Elementary Schools 
have been inspected and recom- 
mendations by the Health 
Department will be sent to the 
Building Department for action. 


Lead found in Angier’s water 


NEWTON — Lead particles ex- 
ceeding seven times the recom- 
mended safe level were found 
during a recent inspection of the 
Angier School’s water supply, ac- 
cording to Health Department In- 
spector Robert DeLuca. 

DeLuca said water flowing into 
the boiler room and outside ser- 
vice line contained between four 
and seven times the recommend- 
ed safe level of .05 parts of lead 
per million parts water. He add- 
ed while inside levels of lead in 
the water are at or below the 
safety level, water flowing into 
the boiler room and outside ser- 
vice lines does go to drinking 
fountains. 

Water flowing into the school 
had been shut off as a precau- 
tionary measure April 23, forcing

students and faculty to use bottl- 
ed water. 

DeLuca said an inspection was 
originally requested by the PTA 
in 1983 and the recent report was 
part of an ongoing safety pro- 
gram. 

Director of Support Services 
Roy Cornelius, whose depart- 
ment oversees school water sup- 
plies, said tests showed that ac- 
celerated levels of lead in school 
water come from outside the 
school itself.

16-unit special permit okayed 


NEWTON A special permit 
for a 16-unit apartment building 
on Langley Road in Newton Cen- 
tre has been approved by the 
aldermanic Land Use Commit- 
tee.

Washington’s budget focus on Social 
Security is directed toward only one side of 
the coin. To freeze or not to freeze has been 
one of the foremost issues, with Congress 
leaving no doubt it would not accept total 
washout of living cost aid to the elderly. 


Payroll deduction is the other side, given 
scant attention because it is part of the 
withholding system astute Beardsley 
Ruml fathered long ago during the 
Roosevelt administration. Lacking those 
W2 wage extractions, Uncle Sam would 
have an enormous task trying to collect 
tax money as an offset for federal spen- 
ding that has evolved. 


Social Security is part of the huge tax ac- 
celeration beginning in 1939, two years 
after its introduction. Fact No. 1 is that 
Social Security is the biggest bargain in 
history for retirees, who can get back what 
they put in over a life’s work in less than 
two years, Fact No. 2 is awareness that a 
massive hunk of the senior citizen popula- 
tion would have extreme difficulty surviv- 
ing without it. 


Those working pay for this, and increas- 
ingly so. Consider these comparative 
figures. In the 1937-40 introductory period, 
employees and employers jointly came up 
with two percent of wages earned up to 
$3,000 annually. That amounted to $60. To- 
day, the levy is at 13.1 percent, with 
workers contributing $5,700 on salaries ex- 
tending to a $39,600 base tax. 


The system took off with the addition of 
Medicare in 1960 jumped in 1970 and then 
really leaped in 1980 and 1985 as infla- 
tionary factors whipped up the economy. 
Social Security spending was less than $12 
billion in 1960. This year the estimate is for 
$275 billion and in excess of $300 billion by 
1988.

Also, more discipline 
has been applied in health care cost con- 
tainment along with hikes in retiree 
payments toward Medicare.

An increasing pay check bite is always 
painful. For most Americans, it is a 52- 
week proposition now to get the maximum 
into government coffers. But it is hard to 
find a better investment in future personal 
protection. Hopefully, the S.S. tax won’t go 
out of sight. 
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New way to better budget

Every year around this time, 
Massachusetts state lawmakers go 
to the budget trough, sometimes to 
take part in what the news media 
likes to call a ‘feeding frenzy’’ on 
taxpayers’ money. 





The main course is the annual 
state budget, a spending plan to 
which they customarily put the 
finishing touches in the wee hours 
of the morning. That’s when minds 
have turned to mush and no one 
dares — or is too exhausted — to 
ask questions like: How much is 
this going to cost the taxpayers? 





At some point in the proc 
there is always some rhetoric an 
maybe even a vote for a small tax 
cut. But if taxes are reduced, the 
average taxpayer probably gets a 
savings of only pennies a week. 









Tax reductions always capture 
the headlines. What goes unnoticed 
is the millions of dollars in spen- 
ding approved by the Legislature 
on the basis of promises individual 
lawmakers make to their consti- 
tuents. 

A project here and program 
there; a few thousand dollars here, 
a few million there. That's the way 
it generally works — something for 
everybody 

But the ‘feeding frenzy’”’ image 
has caught hold of either the 
public’s imagination or the 
legislators’ fear of voter retribu- 
tion, or perhaps both. And, as a 
result, appetites seemed to have 
abated this year and the way of do- 
ing budget-making business has 
changed drastically. 

This was especially true in the 
Senate, which rejected Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis’ proposed $64

million, one-year-only tax rebate 
proposal. That plan already had 
been approved in the House-passed 
budget, but the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee aimed more at 
the future than at the headlines. 


Senate Ways and Means Chair- 
man Patricia McGovern, D- 
Lawrence, sounded a new theme 
where she unveiled her version of 
the proposed state budget. She said 
the state’s pension systems are 
more than $11 billion in the red and 
it’s time to start paying the piper 
instead of leaving future genera- 
tions of taxpayers in the hole. 

More funding now of the pension 
plans, she said, was more impor- 
tant than a cosmetic tax cut and 
she called for investing $200 million 
from this year’s budget surplus 
and $100 million from next year’s 
appropriations in pension funds 
that will grow with interest over 
the years, 


The pension-versus-tax-rebate 
controversy is not over yet and

both the House and Senate will 
have to come to grips with it as 
they try to hammer out a com- 
promise over their differing ver- 
sions of the fiscal 1986 budget. 

But this year’s Senate version 
struck a new theme for budget- 
making. It laid the cards out on the 
table. 

That theme later served as 
background for an extraordinary 
move by Senate President William 
Bulger, D-Boston, during the 
around-the-clock 23 4% hour session 
in which the upper chamber passed 
an $8.8 billion state budget. 

Bulger and McGovern wanted to 
stem the tide of eleventh-hour 
amendments that individual 
senators wanted to attach to the 
budget. 

The number of proposed amend- 
ments at one time totaled nearly 
400. It was quite a menu for a 
potential feeding frenzy. 

Assistant Senate Minority 
Leader David Locke, R-Wellesley, 
took the lead by suggesting some 


kind of deal could be struck in 
which the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee could assign a go-ahead or 
stop sign on proposals based on 
whether or not they had a 
likelihood of floor passage. 


Bulger, who displays no fear of 
the news media, nevertheless 
decided any semblance of behind- 
the-scenes deal-making should be 
avoided. So, in an unusual move, he 
invited the three members of the 
news media in the Senate chamber 
at 3 a.m., June 12 to an informal 
caucus of Democrats and 
Republicans at the rostrum. 


The reporters from The Boston 
Globe, the Associated Press and 
United Pre International 
therefore were allowed to listen as 
a way was devised to allow in- 
dividual senators their rights at a 
time when the budget-making pro- 
cess needed to be accelerated to 
avoid excessive amendments. 

During an hour-and-a-half 
recess, amendments likely to sue- 
ceed and those likely to fail were 
stacked on separate tables in the 
Senate’s historic lobby and each 
senator had a chance to see which 
of his or her requests had a chance 
of survival. 

Each proposed amendment was 
read aloud on the floor and voted 
quickly up or down. 

It was an unusual opening up of 
the process. There was no 
headline-catching tax cut plan — 
just a nuts-and-bolts change, which 
is hard-to-explain but which 
represents a significant improve- 
ment in the law- and budget- 
making process.

And they wonder why no one wants to run 
for the board ... Three aldermen proved 
themselves less than attentive to information 
offered by their local newspapers last week 
during an exchange prior to a Real Property 
Reuse Committee meeting. 

The topic of the repartee was Alderman 
Richard J. McGrath's decision not to run for 
mayor, 

That day’s headlines stated the fact with 
straightforward simplicity: ‘‘No challenge to 
Mann/McGrath won’t run.” The front-page 
portion of the accompanying story focused on 
the fact that Mann will likely be the city’s 
longest consecutively-serving mayor. 

The ninth paragraph of the story noted that 
“many alderman and some administration of- 
ficials had privately doubted that McGrath 
would follow through with a run against the 
popular incumbent," 

Even with those facts laid out in front of 


them, Aldermen Robert L. Tennant, Paul Col- 
etti and Verne Vance couldn’t resist a little 
backstabbing. 

When Vance entered the room, a reporter 
asked him how he felt about facing a re- 
election challenge this year, a straightfor- 
ward question which kicked off the following 
exchange: 

Vance: I believe in democracy. 

Coletti: You mean demagoguery? (in an ap- 
parent reference to McGrath’s statements 
about ‘‘democracy‘') 

Vance: I think we should all have competi- 
tion. 

Coletti: What's the matter? Is the mayor 
putting up someone to run against you? 

Vance: Did you see that McGrath isn't go- 
ing to run for mayor? Surprise, surprise. Only 
the press believed that he would actually go 
through with it. 

Tennant: How naive can ya’ get? (casting a 
glance at the reporter) Oh boy, oh boy, it’s 
really something else, I’ll tell ya’. 

Vance: (to Tennant) Bob did you put up that 
Republican to run against me? (in reference 
to Nicholas Kyriakos) 

Tennant: Sure, I did. 

Local political watchdogs may want to cut 
that exchange out for 1989, when Vance and

Can Democrats hold together?

One of the Democratic Party’s major pro- 
blems is the public’s view that it has been 
taken over by special interests. So National 
Committee Chairman Paul Kirk is trying to 
cut these groups’ influence while keeping 
dissatisfied Democrats within the party 
and he’s having a hard time 

After he was elected chairman last 
February, Kirk rejected the automatic 
selection of the Black Caucus candidate for 
vice chairman — Richard Hatcher, mayor of 
Gary, Ind. Instead, he ruled that the full Na- 
tional Committee would vote for the post. It 
elected Illinois State Controller Roland Bur- 
ris, who is also black. 


Many party officials are concerned that 
part of the problem may be the role of 
interest-group caucuses within the party, 
and Kirk agrees 

There are seven officially recognized 
caucuses in the DNC, representing women, 
blacks, Hispanics, Asian-Pacific Americans, 
homosexual liberal-progressives and 
business-professionals. The women’s, black 
and Hispanic caucuses are each guaranteed 
one representative on the executive commit- 
tee. Kirk wants to eliminate those seats. 











However, it’s going to be a tough fight, and 
he is moving slowly. 


Meanwhile, some major Democratic of- 
ficeholders in the South and West — who 
complain that the national party hurts them 
at home have formed an independent 
organization to promote local Democratic 
candidates. This group, the Democratic 
Leadership Council, is headed by Virginia 
Gov.

Bruce Babbitt. 


Kirk wants to bring these Democrats back 
into the fold and convince them that their 
views are important.

“We want a tax code for Main 
Street America,’’ proclaims 
President Reagan — but many of 
the proposals he advocates have 
been crafted to benefit the 
denizens of New York’s Park 
Avenue or Los Angeles’ Rodeo 
Drive. 

The populist rhetoric the presi- 
dent is offering to promote the 
“reforms'’ he unveiled in late 
May is not matched by the 
specific provisions of his tax 
package. 

Citing ‘tthe Reagan plan’s bias 
toward the rich,’’ conservative 
political analyst Kevin Phillips 
notes that only modest financial 
benefits would accrue to middle- 
income familes, but ‘‘for upper 
bracket families, the overall ... 
reduction involves big numbers.” 

Similarly, William A. Niskanen 
Jr., a recently departed member 
of the president’s Council of 
Economie Advisers, notes that 
the Reagan administration has 
“changed the progressivity of the 
system.”’ 

Progressivity — the concept 
that wealthy people should pay 
income taxes at higher rates than 
those who have less money — has 
been a guiding principle of the in- 
come tax system since the 
federal tax code was first 
enacted in 1913. 

In the initial version of the 
federal income tax approved by 
Congress 72 years ago the tax 
rate began at 1 percent for those 
earning less than $20,000 yearly 
and rose to 7 percent for those 
making more than $500,000 an- 
nually 

When Reagan assumed office, 
the rates ranged from 14 percent 
to 70 percent. His 1981 omnibus 
tax package slashed the top rate 
to 50 percent while reducing the 
bottom rate to 10 percent, 





The president's new proposal 
would again dramatically reduce 
the top rate, to 35 percent, while 
raising the bottom rate to 15 per- 
cent 

Thus, if Congress adopts this 
plan, Reagan, since he came to 
office, will have cut in half 
from 70 percent to 35 percent 
the tax rate for the nation’s 
wealthiest people while slightly 
increasing from 14 percent to 
15 percent the rate for the 
country’s poorest taxpayers 








Consider one prominent couple 
in the wealthiest of all income 
categories Ronald and Nancy 
Reagan. Last year, they received 
more than $440,000 in income 
including $202,500 in wages, 
$115,600 in interest and $86,900 in 
dividends 


Under the president's proposal, 
the Reagans’ tax payments 
would be reduced by more than 
$28,000. That tax cut represents 
more than 6 percent of their in 
come, compared with less than 1 
percent in benefits for most tax 


payers

Ossinger's main argument was 
that, when she was hired by 
Mann in February 197 his ex- 
ecutive secretary, it was with the 
understanding that the benefits 
and conditions of her employ- 
ment would be the same as those 
for full-time civil service 
employees in city hall.

return of lost wages and benefits 
if no finding or a not guilty ver- 
dict is returned on the indict- 
ment. 

Ossinger also claimed that she 
was not granted a hearing on her 
termination which she said 
violated the terms of her employ- 
ment contract with the city. 

Among the several arguments 
Mann presents in support of his 
motion for summary judgement 
filed in February of this year is 
his claim that Ossinger was not 
entitled to suspension and 
reinstatement under Chapters 
268A and 31 because her status 
was that of an ‘‘at-will’’ 
employee whom he could legally 
remove without cause and 
without a hearing. 

Mann points out that Chapter 
31 of the civil service act and 
Chapter 43 of Massachusetts law 
exempt mayoral secretaries 
from Chapter 268A coverage.

Mandell wants salaries cut

NEWTON — A petition calling 
for the elimination of salaries 
and fringe benefits for 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen and School Commit- 
tee is now in the hands of the 

city’s Law Department 

Republican City Committee 
Chairman Alvin Mandell sub- 
mitted the initiative petition 
bearing 62 signatures to the Ci- 
ty Clerk Edward G. English 
more than a week ago. 

If city lawyers determine 
that the document’s request 
meets the requirements of Ci- 
ty Charter, Mandell and his 
supporters will have until 
December 7 to collect the 
signatures needed to bring the 


issue before the Board of 
Aldermen. 
The petition asks that 


“members of the Board of 
Aldermen and the School Com- 
mittee shall not receive any 
salary or fringe benefits,”’ but 
does allow ‘‘a small stipend’’ 
to be given to the city’s elected 
officials. 
Mandell said that he con- 
ders ‘‘a small stipend”’ to be 
“up to a maximum of $100 a 
month.” 

Aldermen currently receive 
pay which amounts to $250 a 








are eligible for Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield medical 
coverage and pension benefits, 
which also amount to approx- 
imately $3,000. 

In March, the Board of 
Aldermen approved extending 
those same privileges to 
members of the School Com- 
mittee, effective January 1 
Although the measure passed 
without Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann’s signature, the current 
School Committee later placed 
the necessary funds in the 
their fiscal 1986 budget 


Mandell believes the pay 
and benefits should be 
eliminated because ‘“‘the tradi- 
tion of unselfish service has 
been well-established in this 
city for over 100 years.”” 


He said there was ‘‘no public 
drive”’ in support of the School 
Committee salaries and claim- 
ed that the issue was ‘“‘totally 
concocted” by the measure’s 
sponsor, Ward 7 Alderman-at- 
Large Verne Vance. 


Mandell, a former School 
Committee chairman, claimed 
that aldermen and committee 
members are violating a city 
policy that does not allow 
employees who work less than 
20 hours a week, except for 
school crossing guards, to 
receive fringe benefits. 

He also noted that the Inter- 





nal Revenue Service allows 
elected officials to deduct their 
expenses from their federal in- 
come tax 

According to Mandell, the 
pay issue first came up when 
aldermen bitterly opposed a 
1970 Charter Commission 
recommendation that would 
have cut the size of the full 
board from 24 to 16 members. 








“The aldermen told us that 
if we did that, they would have 
such an overwhelming 
workload that they would have 
to have salaries,"’ he said. ‘‘s 
the Charter Commission went 
back to 24 aldermen and, three 
years later, they voted 
themselves salaries anyway 





‘They committed an un- 
conscionable breach of pro- 
mise,’’ according to Mandell 


City lawyers have until June 
25 to determine whether the 
petition has been properly 
worded 

If it passes that inspection, 
the charter allows Mandell six

Now, a 16-year-old college graduate might seem 
unusual to most people, but in the Antoine family 
accelerated education is the norm. Monique is the 
youngest of five children of NU professor Roger An- 
toine, all of whom received college degrees before 
the age of 17 

“My dad was a tremendous influence on all of 
us,’’ Monique said of her father who passed away in 
1978. ‘‘He encouraged my brothers and sisters to go 
for it.’ 

Monique credited both her father and Aunt 
Marguerite Antoine ( a retired Stonehill College 
professor) with keeping the family together after 
the seperation of her parents.

With older friends and an accellerated education, 
Antoine said she had an advantage by not going to 
high school 

‘Llearned a lot. Both academically and about life 
in general,” Antoine said, ‘I'm really glad I did it.”

Newton headquarters, truck it to 
Boston, set it up and break it 
down — it makes for a long day." 

In addition to the drums, chairs 
and music stands for the 65 per 
formers, Gordon was responsible 
for making sure they had the 
right music 

“Tt takes about two to three 
months to put together the ar 
rangements, and a trip to our 
music library to get the ar- 
rangements to the musicians,”

The economics of 
a working widow 


Many young full-time mothers don't consider the realities of 
becoming the sole support of their children. When they do consider 
life without their income-producing spouse, they assume their own 
ability to go to work and successfully support the family 

Job hunting difficulties, pay scales and job satisfaction aside, 
the young widow must also seriously consider the costs to her 
family for her to go to work, and the effect her paycheck will have 
on her Social Security income 

Assume that Ms. Smith is a widow with two children. Since the 
death of Mr. Smith, she has been working at a job that pays $200 a 
week. She also receives maximum benefits under the 1984 Social 
Security schedule. Ms. Smith's net earnings, after the decrease in 
her Social Security payments because of the income from her job, 
will be about §$.02 an hour. 

How can that be? Well, after taxes — local, state, federal — and 
Social Security; after normal working expenses such as transpor- 
tation, additional clothing and shoes, lunches and dry cleaning, 
and after the cost of a private day nursery f child aged between 
two and six — at least half of Ms. Smith's 'y is gone 

The maximum Social Security benefit to a widow with children 
is under $1,100; because of her employment, Ms. Smith's benefits 
would drop to less than $700. Her Social Security benefits, 
therefore, added what's left of her salary after taxes and addi- 
tional expenses, is about $4 more per month than her income would 
have been from Social Security alone 

More important than the desperate realities of finances are what 
the young widow with children yives up when she must work. After 
working all day for someone else, she must come home and 
prepare supper, do dishes, laundry, ironing, housework and fami! 
bookkeeping and scheduling. She will have little time 
children — and hardly any for herself. 

She will have to leave her children with others when they are 
sick or need special attention; she must depend upon others to 
disicpline, encourage and direct their development. And from her 
own point of view, perhaps worst of all, she will miss much of the 
joy of watching her children grow and develop. 

It is apparent from these figures, than many young widows can- 
not improve the family finances by working. And the time to avoid 
the tragedy of Ms. Smith’s situation is long before it happens. 

Young families with children need to consider some kind of life 
insurance on both income-producing spouses that will protect their 
home, and ensure sufficient income until the children are out of 
school. 

And families that depend upon the incomes of both spouses — an 
increasing percentage of our population — need to carefully 
evaluate their needs in light of inflation and the rising cost of liv- 
ing. 

Term insurance is available now with reasonable premiums, 
and as the family grows, insurance can be decreased as needs 
diminish. Where appropriate, families should also investigate 
universal or variable life insurance that provides a cash buildup at 
current investments rates.

Fireworks 
permission 
sought for 
Albermarle

NEWTON A Nonantum 
religious society celebrating its 
50th anniv ary has asked Fire 
Chief Edward B. Reilly, Jr., for 
permission to stage a city-wide 
fireworks display at Albermarle 
Playground on July 17. 

Anthony Gentile, president of 
the St. Mary of Carmen Society, 
said last week that his group filed 
a permit application for the 
pyrotechnic show two weeks ago 
and is now waiting for Reilly’s 
response 

“We did everything we’re sup- 
posed to do. Now we're just keep- 
Ing our fingers crossed that 
everything goes well,’ Gentile 
said 

If the new location meets with 
Reilly's approval, the show 
would serve as the kick-off to a 
five-day festival sponsored by the 
group and scheduled to run from 
July 17 to July 21. 

Nearly a year ago, Reilly and 
society members became em- 
broiled in an emotional dispute 
when the fire chief refused to 
issue a permit for a seven-minute 
fireworks display in the parking 
lot at the rear of Our Lady Help of 
Christians Church. 

The traditional show, which 
typically occurs on the final night 
when a candlelight procession 
makes its way down Adams 
Street to Our Lady’s, was design- 
ed to cap off the society’s sum- 
mertime festival in honor of the 
saint. 

Reilly, acting on a recommen- 
dation from the State Fire Mar- 
shall’s Office, denied the permit 
for public safety reasons because 
the parking lot site was too close 
to neighboring residences, pro- 
mpting an angry reaction from 
the tightly-knit community and 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Gentile, 41, of Lincoln Road, 
said the decision to try Alber- 
marle as the site represents a 
concerted attempt to heal the 
wounds opened during last year's 
flare-up. 

‘We were asked to seek an 
alternate site last year, so we 
figured we'd incorporate the 
festival and the fireworks as 
something for the whole city to 
get involved in. A lot of people 
come for the festival from all 
over the area and this would be a 
nice way to start it off,’’ he said. 

Abutters to the Albermarle site 
have been notified of the permit 
request and Police Chief William

according to Gentile 

“It's one of the best biggest 
locations around,’’ he said, ad- 
ding that Allison Park was con- 
sidered, but deemed too small

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Pleads guilty to assault attempt

CAMBRIDGE A Newton man pleaded 
guilty Monday in Middlesex Superior Court 
to charges in connection with a July 1984 in- 
cident at his home that included assaulting a 
14-year-old with a knife and attempting to 
rape her and possessing cocaine and mari- 
juana with the intent to distribute them 

John Edward Davis, 36, of 31 Northgate 
Park, entered his guilty pleas before Judge 
Andrew Gill Meyer to a total of eight indict- 
ments alleging assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, assault with intent to 
rape a child under 16, indecent assault and 
battery on a child of 14, possession of both co- 
caine and marijuana with intent to distribute 
and possession of marijuana and the drugs 
diazapam (also known as Valium) and 
dimetapp. 

Judge Meyer sentenced Davis to an eight 
year Concord State Prison term on the intent 
to rape charge, of which he must serve a 
minimum of one year. He also received a 
five-year term at Concord for indecent 
as It and battery. The sentences are to be 








served concurrently 

Meyer also sentenced Davis to a suspend- 
ed 4-6 year Cedar Junction State Prison term 
on the charges of assault and battery witha 
dangerous weapon and possession of cocaine 
with intent to distribute 

The remaining charges of possession of 
marijuana with intent to distribute and 
possession of marijuana with other drugs 
were placed on file. As a condition of his 
sentence, Davis was barred by Judge Meyer 
from any contact with the victim or her im- 
mediate family. He also forfeited $1,720 seiz- 
edina police search of his apartment 

Assistant District Attorney Laurence 
Pierce told Judge Meyer at Monday's hear- 
ing that on the afternoon of July 22 last year 
Davis and the 14-year-old, who lives in 
Needham, were together in Davis’ apart- 
ment, Davis having invited her there to buy 
marijuana 

Pierce said that the two smoked mari- 
juana together and that the girl saw Davis 
“freebasing'’ (smoking a mixture of purified 
cocaine and marijuana according to Pierce) 
Davis forced the girl to inhale the smoke 
from the freebase, Pierce said, and blew 























smoke in her face 

At some point during the afternoon Davis 
attempted to kiss the girl but was rebuffed 
by her, Pierce said. He then produced a knife 
with a 16-18 inch blade, put it to her throat 
and attempted to kiss her again, He then 
placed the knife on her chest and proceeded 
to try to rape her 

Pierce told Judge Meyer the girl's mother 
entered the house and witnessed the rape at- 
tempt. She reported the incident to the 
Newton Police 

On July 24, according to Pierce, police ex- 
ecuted a search warrant at Davis’ apart- 
ment and found almost 17 pounds of mari- 
juana and over 24 grams of cocaine as well 
as small amounts of other drugs. They also 
found $1,720 in cash and a notebook alleged 
to contain drug transaction records 

Before pronouncing sentence on Davis, 
Meyer allowed the 14-year-old victim to ad- 
dress the court. She called Davis a ‘‘threat to 
society”’ and said that because of the inci- 
dent she had lost almost all contact with the 
rest of her family 

Davis was taken into custody at the close 
of Monday's hearing

Dalicandro’s stated goal before 
the year started was to make All- 
Scholastic. He achieved that with 
his great play this season, and 
went beyond all expectations in 
earning All-American honors. 

One of the Tiger tri-captains, 
Dalicandro racked up 20 goals 
and 15 assists for 35 points for 
North this season, leading his 


club to the Hastern Mass. cham- 
pionship, 

The scoring statistics don’t 
begin to tell the story of how 
valuable Dalicandro was to the 
team. Other middies and at- 
tackmen posted better numbers, 
but none played better lacrosse.

NEWTON Traditionally, Harvard 
graduates don’t have much trouble when it 
comes time to enter the job market.

And that’s the position Biotti finds himself in 
after being chosen by the Calgary Flames 
with the 17th pick in the first round in Satur- 
day’s draft, held in Toronto. 

Though thrilled with being chosen as one of 
the 21 best amateur hockey players in the 
free world, Biotti admitted that he was ‘“‘not 
really surprised” by going that high. 


“A lot of teams talked to me before the 
draft,’ said the recent Belmont Hill 
graduate. In fact, some 15 of the 21 NHL 
clubs made some contact with the highly 
sought-after defenseman.

Since an amateur player has little say in 
who will wind up with his rights, Biotti ad- 
mitted to being ‘very pleased”’ when his 
name was called by Calgary. 

“They have a great coach in Bob 
Johnson,"’ said the 6-3, 200-pounder. ‘‘It’s a 
great organization.” 

Biotti went on to call the Saddle Dome “‘the 
best rink in North America."’ The city itself 
has come into its own, to the point where it 
will be hosting the Winter Olympics in 1988. 

Though Calgary General Manager Cliff 
Fletcher wasted no time in sitting down with 
Biotti, in fact taking the family out to dinner 
on Saturday night, it is understood that the 
Flames will have to wait a while before their 
new defenseman so much as tries on a 
jersey. 





“Tt looks like I'm going to Harvard,” the 
Mandalay Road resident said. He added that 
all of the teams involved knew beforehand he 
wouldn’t be immediately available, which 
shows how highly he is regarded by the pros, 
who are willing to wait. 

“When I think I want to make the move, 
they’re ready,” is how Biotti put it after talk- 
ing to Fletcher, 

One team that Biotti pretty much knew for 
certain wouldn’t wind up with his rights was 
the Bruins. They did talk to him (‘‘minimal- 
ly") prior to the draft, but without a first- 
round pick (traded to Los Angeles for 





Charlie Simmer), Boston knew it didn’t have 
achance. 

The 18-year-old Biotti did get a chance to 
meet Harry Sinden (‘‘He’s a nice guy.'') at 
the draft. The entire Biotti family flew to 
Toronto on Friday and returned on Sunday to 
be in on the event. 

Both Belmont Hill and Harvard are getting 
reputations for producing top-notch hockey 
players, mostly due to the success of the 
Fusco brothers from Burlington. Both went 
to Belmont Hill, then Harvard, before play- 
ing together on the Olympic team. Both 
subsequently signed with the pros. 

They ‘opened the door,’’ according Biotti. 
“They showed everyone you could get the 
best of both worlds.,.the best in academics 
and the best in athletics.” 

Just about any player who comes through 
the Belmont Hill program will credit coach 
Ken Martin, and Biotti is no exception: “He 
taught me how to play a positional, thinking 
game.” 

That “positional play" and strong skating 
are the best parts of Biotti's game. 

One other thing that Martin ingrains in his 
players is a winning attitude. With eight 
championships in the last nine years, a Bel- 
mont Hill skater can’t help but know how to 
win. 

Biotti helped lead his club to a 21-1-1 record 
this year, which was capped by the New 
England Prep School championships. From 
his post on the blue line, he scored 14 goals 
and 23 assists for 37 points. 

Another Biotti is making waves at Bel- 
mont Hill as well. Younger brother Jon will 
be a junior at the school this fall, and also 
plays hockey. The other child of Francis and 
Eleanor Biotti, Frank Jr., has chosen 
lacrosse as his athletic outlet. The 19-year- 
old plays for St. Michael’s College. 

Of course, Chris, who attended Belmont 
Hill beginning in the 7th grade, doesn't think 
he has it made yet. Harvard coach Bill 
Cleary has seen to that, first round or no first 
round. 

“He has made it clear that I have to prove 
that I can play,"’ pointed out Biotti. ‘That's 
fine with me. I don’t want a handout.”

Sculptor capturing Celtics’ pride in bronze

NEWTON — Sculptor Lloyd 
Lillie keeps Arnold ‘‘Red’’ Auer- 
bach’s head in a barn at the rear 
of his modest home at 19 Maple 
Ave. in Newton Corner. 

In fact, Lillie, known locally for 
his bronze renditions of legen- 
dary Boston Mayor James 
Michael Curley near Quincy 
Market, has two heads of Red — 
one wax and one clay. 

The rest of Red is somewhere 
in a foundry in Peekskill, New 
York, in the midst of a com- 
plicated finishing process before 
its. official unveiling on Sept. 20. 
the date of the former Boston 
Celtic coach, president and 
general manager’s 68th birthday. 
~~“At the end of one of our last 
sittings, Red took a look at the 
*head I had made and said, ‘Don’t 
you think the nose is too big?’ I 
told him I didn’t think so, but he 
didn’t seem comfortable. So, I 
took a little off it. 

‘When he left, I put it back on 
I think it’s just right,’’ the 53- 
year-old Lillie says with a slight 
chuckle 

It would not be surprising if a 
crush of autograph hounds 
rushes the bronze statue when it 
is finally put on display just out- 
side Fanueil Hall Market Place 
near the bar, Crickets 

For longtime fans of the team, 
Auerbach’s amazingly life-like 
pose will bring back nostalgic 
memories of the days when Red 
coached the likes of Cousy 
Russell, Havlicek and the other 
greats synonymous with the 
Celtic's unmatched basketball 
dynasty 

The stocky sparkplug of a man, 
with a wry smile creasing his 
round face, will be poised on the 
edge of a plain bench sculpted to 
match those used in the old days 
at the Boston Garden 

In his left hand will be a rolled- 
up program. In his right, Auer 
bach's trademark victory cigar 
just begging for a match 

The whole idea of the

While Newton is primarily a residential community, the business 
climate in the city is strong and dynamic. Excellent municipal ser 
vices, a well-educated workforce, a strong and diverse retail market, 
and a city adminstration committed to maintaining a strong business 
climate to enhance the residential character of the city all contribute 
to the vitality of the local business community 


Due to Newton's historical 
development as a union of 
separate villages, the city has no 





central business district. Instead, 
commercial uses are clustered in 
village centers throughout the Ci- 
ty, while most manufacturing ac- 
tivity is concentrated along 
Needham Street and Wells 
Avenue 





The City consistently works to 
benefit the combined residential 
and business communities. One 
method has been to agressively 
seek federal and state funds for a 
variety of neighborhood, in- 
cluding commercial area, im- 
provements. 








For example, as a result of the 
city’s applications to the State, 
four village centers have been 
designated Commerical Area 
Revitalization Districts, making

With the arrival of the Cahners 
Publishing Company in Newton 
Corner, the Garden City can now 
claim the largest publisher of 
specialized business magazines 
in the country as its newest resi- 
dent. 

In the last five years, Cahners 
has increased its list of 
magazines by a third and doubled 
advertising revenue overall 
Combined circulation of its 33 
trade and technical titles tops 
two million, and their total 
number of advertising pages last 
year exceeded 48,000. Ninety per- 
cent of Cahners’ magazines are 
first or second in their fields, and 
the company estimates that it 
has captured a 40 percent share 
of the advertising markets at 
which its journals are targeted. 

The publisher's secret for suc- 
cess has involved closely 
monitoring shifting currents in 
the economy, identifying new 
market areas that will clearly 
support a quality publication, 
and then aggressively entering 
those areas by acquiring an 
established magazine or by star- 
ting one from scratch. 

The company’s strategy has 
made its technical journals for- 
midable competitors in the broad 
categories of computers and elec- 
tronics, manufacturing, food ser- 
vice, health care and construc- 
tion. 

A good measure of Cahners! 
phenomenal growth — along with 
the growth of virtually the entire 
trade publishing industry — can 
also be attributed to a tiny but 
powerful catalyst: the computer 
chip. The myriad of new products 
it has generated demand new 
forums, and fast changing 
technology has made the 
business community's appetite 
for information insatiable. 

As one would expect, the com- 


pany has a thriving stable of 
high-tech publications, including 
“EDN,” the established giant in 
the electronic design field, and 
newly launched ‘‘Business Com- 
puter Systems” and “PC Pro- 
ducts. But technology has 
boosted the demand for informa- 
tion in other Cahners areas as 
well. Computer advertisers are 
finding an attentive market in 
efficiency-minded readers of 
“Restaurants & Institutions.” 
Editors of ‘‘Modern Materials 
Handling’’ (the company’s first 
publication, begun in 1946 by Nor- 
man Cahners) are running scores 
of articles on robotics and 
automation. ‘‘Ceramics In- 
dustry” advises manufacturers 
on how to switch from making 
dinnerware to electronic com- 
ponents. 


Aninformation network 

To encourage this cross- 
fertilization between industries, 
Cahners editors from diverse 
publications gather regularly to 
bring each other up to date on 
new developments in their fields. 
More information flows from 
Cahners’ parent company, Reed 
International P.L.C., a London- 
based conglomerate that 
publishes business and technical 
magazines abroad. 

Still more information comes 
in from another Cahners division, 
the Cahners Exposition Group — 
the largest organizer of trade and 
consumer shows in the world. 
Generating about 25 percent of 
the company’s total revenue, the 
exposition group’s activities fre- 
quently overlap those of the 
publishing side of the company at 
trade shows. The group organizes 
or manages 134 different shows in 
15 countries. 

Last year, the group’s local ex- 
positions — including the Boston 


Boat Show, the New England 
Sportsmen’s Camping and 
Trailer Show, the New England 
Home Show and the New 
England International Auto Show 
showed a combined atten 
dance of nearly one million 


Clearly, Cahners editors oc 
cupy an enviable position at th 
center of one of the world 
largest information network 
They even have access to 
private economic thinktank; at 
cost of $2 million a year, Cahner 
funds research by its own team of 
seven economists. Cahners

Once the advertiser agrei 
we have a good magazine, he 
wants to know, ‘How can you pro 
ve that my product will sell 
Where is my new market”’ So 
we do a tremendous amount of 
research to answer those que:

“We have calculated that, if 
our advertisers had to buy that 
research from outside con 
sultants, altogether they would 
spend above $14 million a 5 
We give away almost every bit of 
it; but it comes back to us i: 
advertising dollars.”

The entry of Cahners 
Publishing Company into the 
commercial community of 
Newton Corner and the Druker 
Company’s development of One 
Newton Place are harbingers of a 
rejuvenation of the city’s oldest 
village. 

Newton Corner has seen some 
dramatic changes, in the past, in 
its commercial district. Around 
the turn of the century, for in- 
stance, the development of a 
sophisticated transportation link 
to downtown Boston resulted in 
the elimination of dozens of 
homes to make way for a lowered 
rail bed. Trains and trolleys spur- 
red commercial development of 
the exact area the Druker Com- 
pany has targeted for its develop- 
ment. 

In the 1960's, the village center 
once again underwent a dramatic 
change when the Massachusetts 
Turnpike cut through the heart of 
it. 

But past changes, however 
dramatic, never contained the

seeds of positive progress that 
the present flurry of activity in 
the city’s gateway, largely 
because of effort by today’s 
developers to analyze the past 
and try to preserve its best parts. 

Newton Corner, which has a 
population of approximately 
6,000 is one of Newton’s largest 
villages. The site of the city’s 
first settlement, during the 19th 
century, it became one of 
Boston most prestigious 
suburbs. The housing that sur- 
vives from this period comprises 
one of Newton’s most important 
concentrations of Victorian-era 
architecture. 

The Village is located at the Ci- 
ty’s northeast corner, adjacent to 
Boston. Its northern edge borders 
on the Charles River and 
trapezoidal section of Watertown 
at the river's south bank. Known 
as the Weir Lands, this district 
was granted to Watertown for 
fishing grounds early in the 17th 
century and is named for the 
crude nets, or weirs, of the local 
fisherman. 

Newton Corner’s other boun- 
daries, less clearly defined, 
derive from the area’s physical

features. Laundry Brook, which 
flowed along Jacskon Road and is 
now underground, marks the 
Western line of the village, and 
Mount Ida and Nonantum Hill 
separate it from Newton Centre 
to the south. Nonantum and Hun- 
newell Hills, along with Mt. Ida, 
are the most important features 
of the area’s varied, glacially- 
formed terrain. Exposed ledges 
of slate conglomerate stone, a 
legacy of the glacial period found 
in rocky outcrops throughout 
most of the district, provided 
foundation material for many of 
Newton Corner's pre-20th cen- 
tury buildings. 


The Colonial Settlement 


For centuries, Indians had 
been attracted to the Newton Cor- 
ner district by the fertile fishing 
along the Charles River, Nonan 
tum, a small settlement of the 
Massachusetts tribe, existed 
here before the arrival of English 
colonists in the early 1600’s. 


In 1646 John Eliot, the famed 
‘Apostle of the Indians’, came to 
Newton Corner, winning over the 
local chieftain, Waban, and con- 
verting several members of his 
tribe to Christianity. Eliot 
established a small village of 
“praying Indians’’ at Nonantum 
Hill, which disbanded in 1651 and 
moved to Natick. 


Washington Street, then an In- 
dian trail, was called the Natick 
Road until after the American 
Revolution, It passed near an im 
portant tribal council site in 
Natick, the place where Eliot’s 
Christian converts had resettled 
Although Indians lived here side 
by side with the colonists for little 
more than a decade, the names of 
Waban and Nonantum have sur 
vived to this day as common 
Newton place names. 

Newton's first white settler 
was Deacon John Ja n, who 
arrived in 1639, Jac use 
stood on Washington near 
Waverly Avenue in ! won Cor 
ner. Known as Cambridge

Village, at this time the area 
belonged to Newtowne, a Y- 
shaped colonial land grant that 
included sections of Arlington, 
Watertown, Belmont and several 
other towns. Cambridge, founded 
in 1631, was Newtowne’s prin- 
cipal settlement. 


Newton's first families were 
required by law to attend weekly 
church services, which meant a 
long journey to Cambridge each 
Sunday. Resenting this lengthy 
trip and often at odds with the 
Cambridge colonists, they split 
from Cambridge parish in the 
1660's and built their own, more 
convenient meeting house here in 
Newton. The new church signal- 


ed a first step towards in- 
dependence from Cambridge, 
which was accomplished in 1688. 
At this time the separate town of 
Newtowne was legally establish- 
ed. Its name was_ shortened 
through custom and common 
usage to Newton by the mid- 
1700's. 

Newton Corner residents relied 
on farming for their livelihood 
until well into the 19th century. 
By the end of the 1600’s the 
village, which consisted of a 
cluster of farmstands on 
Washington Street and a few 
outlying farms, had been sur- 
passed in population by Newton 
Centre. During this early period 
it was called Bacon’s Corner,

the Boston & Albany railroad 
tracks below street grade. The 
village’s large, light-colored 
brick commercial blocks, com- 
bining shops, offices and apart- 
ments, remain from this period. 


New apartment buildings were 
also constructed near the village 
center at the turn of the century. 


The Modern Era 


Change in Newton Corner, 
however, occurred on a very 
small scale until the construction 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Extension in the early 1960's. The 
turnpike, which follows the route 
of the old Boston and Worcester 
railroad tracks, necessitated the 
destruction of entire residential 
neighborhoods along Hunnewell 
Hill and Mount Ida. 


Its major impact was in the 
commercial area, where the 
Newton Corner interchange 
destroyed most of the village’s 
business district and the traffic 
generated by the Pike has 
brought modern highway 
development - drive-in-banks, 
small shopping centers and park- 
ing lots - to the remaining blocks. 


In an innovative plan for using 
the air rights over the turnpike 
roadway, the community ac- 
quired its first highrise, Gateway 
Center, in the late 1960's. 

Development slowed again 
after the completion of the 
Gateway Center, as the village 
caught up with the fact that its 
convenient location and its uni- 
que layout made it a prime can- 
didate for the westward growth 
of greater Boston, 

The Druker Company and 
Cahners Publishing recognized 
the opportunity presented by 
Newton Corner early. In the 
years to come, they will prove to

Lacy plan OK'd

NEWTON A 4l-unit luxury con- 
dominium development proposed for the 
30-acre Lacy Estate in Oak Hill, the 
largest undeveloped property in the city, 
was approved by a 5-0 vote of the alder- 
manic Land Use Committee Monday 
night. 

The proposal must now go before the 
full board for consideration on July 8. A 
special permit for the project is required 
because the land is zoned for single- 
family homes only. Forty-one single- 
family homes could have been built on 
the site as a matter of right 


Originally, developer Jack Antara- 
mian came before the committee asking 
for a special permit to allow him to build 
78 condominium units on the site, After a

neighborhood outcry, chiefly against the 
increased traffic such a large proposal 
might cause, the proposal was reduced 
to 41 units 

Most of the units will be hidden by 
trees from view by passing cars on

mansion will be used as a clubhouse and 
tennis courts and a swimming pool will

The two- and three-bedroom units

Police council finances probed

NEWTON City officials have confirmed that  in- 
vestigators from the Internal Revenue Service are probing 
the financial records of an employee of the Greater Boston 
Police Council (GBPC), which is based in Newton 

Chief William F. Quinn Monday confirmed that he had 
been contacted by IRS officials regarding ‘‘the possibility of 
unreported taxes” relating to an individual employed by the 
GBPC 

The IRS probe was also confirmed by other city depart- 
ment heads, one of whom commented that agents, two 
weeks ago, requested copies of cancelled checks relating to 
business dealings between a GBPC official and a midwest 
electronics equipment firm 

According to several sources, the alleged unreported in- 
come being investigated by the IRS is in the neighborhood 
of $500,000. 

The GBPC is an organization involving more than 40 


police departments in the greater Boston area. It was 
originally formed to provide its members with the economic 
advantages produced by the collective purchasing of 
vehicles and electronic equipment 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk, who also confirmed the ex- 
istence of the IRS investigation, stressed that, although the 
GBPC’s paperwork flows through city channels, ‘The city’s 
involvement is minimal.”’ 

Funk explained that the GBPC, 
Police Department as its home b , only uses the city’s of- 
fices as a ‘central clearinghouse Funk d, ‘‘The city is 
used as a means by which (the GBPC) can operate. They 
need one city to be a ‘host city."”’ 

Funk said that he has not been contacted by the IRS or 
any other agency. “It’s an IRS investigation. That we 
know,” he said, adding that, right now, he is ‘‘just watching 
it develop. We don’t know which fish they're trying to Ervine

Police reject city’s offer

NEWTON Police officers last week 
made clear their strong dissatisfaction 
with the city’s two-year salary offer by 
dealing an overwhelming rejection to a 
proposed 1984-86 contract settlement. 

Rank-and-file members of the Newton 
Police Association voted 168-21 against 
the suggested pact hammered out by 
their collective bargaining team and city 
negotiators. 

The ratification effort’s failure by an 
8-1 margin ensures no quick end to the 
department's long-standing contract 
woes, Police have been working without 
a mutually agreeable pact since June 
1982 

“The vote says they're not happy at all 
with the wage package or the city's at- 
titude. Where we're going to go from 
here, I have no idea,’’ said NPA Presi

When the group originally re- 
quested a permit for the August 
demonstration, a government 
spokesman commented, ‘'This is 
the most unusual request for a 
permit we've ever received.” 
When the permit was granted, 
the original plan was for a mile 
long ribbon made up of in- 
dividual banners. The latest 
estimates have it that the ribbon 
will be closer to 10 miles long 
and that it will go beyond the 
Pentagon to include the White 
House and Capitol Hill 

“Bight Hands Around” first 
created a ‘‘unit piece” in which 
all member: ticipated. For 
the members, it was an expres- 
sion of what they would miss 
most after a nuclear holocaust 
the group itself 

Each took a part of the banner 
and poured her own emotions in- 
to it. Nola Colbert, for instance, 
did her square in shades of grey 
and white because she believes 
the events leading up nuclear 
war would be grey, ill-defined 
not simply black and white 

Going deeper into her own 
thoughts, Colbert added her idea 
that quilting itself is a metaphor 
for the connections between 
human beings that are our only 
real safeguard against nuclear 
disaster. “Quilting is a 
metaphor for connections” 
between human beings, races, 
religions, etc, she said. The 
seaming and piecing involved in 
quilting, to Colbert, are 
metaphors for the effort involy- 
ed in making those all-important 
connections 

Rowena Fisher, who played a 
feature role in the creation of 
the city’s Commemorative Quilt, 
commented that the massive 
“Ribbon” project has received 
little publicity beause of its 
pure, grassroots beginnings. 
“There's no head,”’ she said of 
the loosely knit organization 
pulling it all together. ‘There 
really has been no one person to 
talk to. It’s a grassroots state- 
ment by people who never 
before got involved in the anti- 
nuclear movement.” 

Fisher, and others, went 
beyond the group piece and 
created banners of their own to 
be included in the Washington 
extravaganza. Hers is made 
from pieces of silk brought to 
her over the years by a 
Japanese friend of hers who 
travels a lot. Hearts of various 
sizes float in a field of grey silk. 
One heart drawn by her 
Japanese friend contains 
prayers for peace and friendship 
in Japanese. 

Lenore Chused and Julie Gon- 
zalez were enthusiastic about 
their contributions to the 
group's “‘unit piece’’ because it 
gave them a chance to express 
some of the warm feelings they 
have for their friends in ‘ ht 
Hands Around.” Chused said 
she got “‘a very satisfying feel- 
ing sewing on this ... especially 
for the reasons, It was made 
with much warmth. | feel, 
whenever we're together, we 
just seem to be very compati- 
ble."

NEWTON — Ten years ago, Lin-

Arts in the Parks will celebrate 
10 years of serving the communi- 
ty on July 4 with a day-long 
festival at the Newton Centre 
een. The festival will include a 
“Kid's Morning,” featuring a pet 
parade, doll carriage promenade 
and relay races. The evening will 
be highlighted by a community 
sing-a-long at 5 p.m. and a con- 
cert by the Bourbon Street Jas 
Band at 6:30 p.m. 

Plaut said in its infancy, Arts in 
the Parks was mainly a way for 
women to get together during the 
day while their husbands worked, 

“We had a lot of arts and crafts 
courses and day trips to 























museums and other points of 
cultural interest.” 

All that has changed, Plaut in- 
sisted, in the wake of women 
entering the work force. 

“We've seen a change in

| Students cross US 


while in classroom

NEWTON - Before being releas- 
ed for summer vacation, two 
fourth-grade classes from the 
Underwood Elementary School 
braved the mighty Mississippi 
River, traversed the cornfields of 
Nebraska and tackled the 
ominous Rocky Mountains of 
Utah in order to meet, in Hawaii, 
their Chinese counterparts from 
the People's Republic of China. 

The most fascinating part of 
the journey was that these Am- 
bassadors of Goodwill made the 
trip from their classrooms on 
Vernon Street, never having to 
miss a Sunday dinner at home or 
a Friday evening game of kick- 
the-can. 

“They (the students) were 
very enthusiastic about routing 
the trip themselves,’ Martha 
Beggs Thompson, one of the two 
teachers who served as the 
group's chaperon, said. 

The make-believe marathon 
across the nation started in 
response to Newton’s sister- 
school relationship with the 
Jingshan School of Beijing, 
China. The students and faculty 
of Underwood heard that their 
Chinese counter-parts were plan- 
ning an actual marathon as part 
of a sister-school project and 
organized a marathon of their 
own in hopes of meeting in 
Hawaii, figuratively. 

This was the first project of any 
kind between the two school 
systems since the sister-school 
program started last year, 
Thompson said. 

According to Thompson, she 
and a second teacher, Marcia 
Mann, broke their classes into, 
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three groups, and each group was 
responsible for mapping either a 
northern route to Seattle, a cen- 
tral route to San Francisco or 
southern route to Los Angeles.

Developers, 
‘Hold the phone’ 


We would urge Michael Iodice, who just 
paid nearly $1,000 to communicate to city 
officials through ads in the local press, to 
hold the phone if he is about to call his 
lawyer about another suit against the City 
of Newton. 

lodice, like some other developers in the 
city, is distressed at the way some elected 
officials have attempted to thwart his 
plans to construct a 4% story office 
building near the corner of Crafts and 
Washington streets. 

In his complaint, Iodice is quick to point 
out that the project he has planned for a lot 
still zoned for manufacturing is something 
he can complete as a ‘‘matter of right.” 
Accordingly, the city has no say in the 
matter. 

While abutters to the site and their 
elected officials have struggled to deny 
lodice’s right to build what he wants where 
he wants, the developer contends their 
energies are misdirected. ‘“The taxpayers 
of Newton must be informed that, instead 
of addressing the rezoning of Newton in a 
responsible and conscientious manner, 
certain elected officials have attempted to 
deflect public scrutiny of their laxity by 
victimizing Iodice, a landowner who seeks 
to develop his land in a legal and wholly 
appropriate manner,”’ his ad stated. 

While the wisdom of antagonizing the 
very body whose duty it is to oversee 
development in the city might well be 
questioned, it must be admitted that Iodice 
has a point. 

It is the completely discombobulated 
state of the city’s zoning ordinances that 
has allowed for the creation of this con- 
flict. If something is not done soon to bring 
our zoning laws into the 1980’s, friction bet- 
ween developers and the city, lawsuits, ill 
will and, finally, a general feeling that at- 
tempting any development in Newton is 
simply too much of a hassle will be the out- 
come. 

When asked his thoughts on the possibili- 
ty of yet another lawsuit featuring Iodice 
vs. The City of Newton, Mayor Mann com- 
mented stoically, ‘‘That is his right.”’ In- 
deed it is, but what will it all accomplish? 

The city’s Law Department, which 
already has a full dance card, will be tied 
up further. Iodice’s legal bills won’t hold a 
candle to the costs of delaying construction 
at the Crafts Street site. 

Better, since lodice is so knowlegeable 
in the area of appropriate land use, as 
noted several times in his recent adver- 
tisement, why doesn’t he join in with the 26 
members of the new committee that will 
attempt a major revamp of the zoning or- 
dinances? 

If he can manage an occasional noc- 
turnal trip to Newton City Hall from his 
home in Weston where you need 22 
acres of land just to build a house — we 
could certainly use his help. 
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Pushing education reform

Ever come from a discussion with an in- 
divdual feeling exhilarated with renewed 
hope, like you had tapped a high tension wire 
of excitement 

I did—from two recent conversations at the 
State House, Jim Collins was a graduate of the 
University of Massachusetts at Amherst when 
he first ran for the House 13 years ago. Cons- 
cientious, dogged, imaginative, extroar- 
dinarily articulate and now 38 years old, he 
has served the Third Hampshire district ever 
since. He feels deeply about education in 
general and UMass in particular. 

Last sion, Collins was Speaker McGee's 
chairman of the education commitee. With 
Senate co-chairman Gerry D'Amico and after 
painstaking research, he fathered the far- 
reaching, revolutionary and controversial 
omnibus educational reform bill - which died 
in the Senate 

Come the House Speaker revolt this year 
and Collins remained loyal to McGee despite 
his friendship with Keverian. He voted for 
McGee for Speaker. For this, Keverian 
replaced him at education, but, out of respect 
for his abilities, handed him a prestigious seat 
of Ways and Means (which Collins had re- 
quested). 

“This broadens my perspective,’’ Collins 
said in an interview, of his new assignment. 
He's now into tightening loopholes in the 
Bartley-Fox gun law and, with 30 co-sponsors, 
dealing with adults selling drugs on school 
grounds, i/e., hitting the drug ‘busine 
its pocket book. (He also just passed the 
bar exam after eight years at night school; 
Speaker Keverian honors him with a modest 
reception this week.) But Collins’ passion for 
shaking the educational tree for the benefit of 
Massachusetts future and its furture young 
people remains undiminished 

Collins had the dacity last year to 
challenge the M. husetts educational 
establishment to start addressing the needs of 
the state’s future leaders, rather than the 
salary demands of its members. This goes to 
the heart of narrow trade union selfinterest 
leading to education's failure to innovate. To 
change with the times and to pump fresh 
strength into democracy under siege. 

To Collins, it is unconscionable that young 
people are allowed to graduate without the 
tools that will help their country. By the same 
token, institutional change is never easy 

In last year’s reform bill, he kept stretching 
reluctant participants in education, unions, 
the Senate and the Governor's office to ex- 
pand their horizon and to raise their stan- 
dards. The final package was tough and in- 
clusive, difficult for many to stomach, given 
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To Collins, it is unconscionable that young people 
are allowed to graduate without the tools that will 
help their country, but institutional change is never easy. 





their preoccupation with politics, price tags 
and lesser priorities. If anything, Collins er- 
red by biting off more than anyone could chew 
or digest. 

This year, left-over education reform was 
Issue #1 on Keverian’s calendar. In charge, 
however, would be Collins’ friend and col- 
league on the education committee. Rep. Nick 
Paleologos, D-Woburn (plus D'Amico for the 
Senate). Paleologos is one of a group of young 
moderate progressive lawmakers with unor- 
thodox neo-liberal convictions in the mold of 
Sen, Gary Hart and ex-Sen. Paul Tsongas. He 
shares much of Collins’ philosophy, but tac- 
tically, he prefers the achievable to the 
idealistic. 

An impressive educational bill—with more 
modest price tag, yet embodying fundamental 
reforms-has already passed the House, car- 
ried by Paleologos. It is now in the Senate 
Ways and Means, awaiting disposal of the 
State budget. 




















Paleologos is no less eager than Collins to 
challenge the educational establishment 
which he, as a neoliberial, thinks should be in 
the forefront of the drive for educational pro- 
ductivity. 

There is general acknowledgement that the 
progress to date of House 5959 under 
Paleologos (and D'Amico) would be impossi- 
ble without Collins’ House 6300 last year hav- 
ing softened up the ground. H. 5959 modifies 
tenure protections, statewide graduation stan- 
dards (no more phoney diplomas), local 
school councils, early childhood education, 
essential read-write competency, among 
other provisions— and it has the Governor’s 
support. 

But above all, it shakes up the establish- 
ment - for the sake of the end product, the 
youngsters being educated, and the future 
viability of the Commonwealth as an 
economic leader in the world.

The 
reality is they are Sunni 
Moslems, as are over 90% of all 
Moslems worldwide, and they 
are as dedicated to peace and 
harmony as the rest of us claim 
to be.

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sewage system on the site, but 
that Hickey thought the city 
would benefit more by using the 
money for improvements and 
having Antaramian’s project 
hooked into the city system in- 
stead 

That south side has been 
troubled by an inadequate sewer 
ystem which often backs up 
after heavy rains, due to ground 
water leaking into the system, 

Antaramian said he would in- 
stall holding tanks on the site to 
release sewage from the develop- 
ment at off-peak times until the 
city is able to make im- 
provements in the system. 

The only real controversy in 
getting the committee approval 
came when newly-elected Ward 8 
Alderman William Shaevel, a 
resident of Oak Hill, asked that 
the committee also require An- 
taramian to pay $8,000 for a traf- 
fie study in the area and $30,000 
for a new traffic light after the 
study was completed. 

Board President Carol Ann 
Shea said a traffic light was 
already planned for the corner of 
Wells Avenue and Nahanton 
Street, which would be paid for in 
part by the Jewish Community 
Campus. She said another traffic 
light in the area, perhaps at the 
intersection of Nahanton and 
Dedham Streets, might hinder 
the flow of traffic more than help 
it 

Shaevel’s proposal was voted 
down, with only Committee 
Chairman Cynthia Creem, also 
from Ward 8, supporting it.

he was supposed to be doing. (He 
was erratic, like me. )’’ 

Jackson came up with the idea 
for the seminars after spending 
five years in Sun Valley, Idaho, 
teaching skiing. Because she did 
not want to be in a ski school “‘all 
my life,’’ she decided to apply her 
downhill teaching skills to con- 
ducting car maintenance 
courses 

On the ski slopes, she explains, 
“I was having good luck moving 
adult women along.’ Instead of 
merely telling them to bend their 
knees and attack the mountain, 
she would ask them how they felt 
about learning the sometimes 
harrowing downhill sport. 


“Culturally, (women) are not 
in contact sports and fear falling 
down,’ e says. ‘‘Skiing sets up 
unfamiliar conditions.” 

So does fixing cars. While ski- 
ing fosters an element of fear, 
with automobiles, women think 
“this its men’s stuff,’’ Jackson 
says. 





Women haven't had the same 
accessibility to information,’’ she 
added ‘‘and this puts them in an 
uncomfortable position. Cultural- 
ly, there’s been a kind of ‘this 
isn’t your department’ idea.”’ 





Jackson, however, who was the 
only girl in a family with five 
boys, says these rules are unwrit- 


ten. But ‘‘there’s a strong rebel in

“More and more women today 
have responsibility for their own 
cars and they're not necessarily 
shifting their responsibilities to 
someone out there and saying, 
‘Here, you take care of me."”

Jackson explains the workings 
of carburetors, ignition and cool- 
ing systems in the same easy-to- 
understand manner. She also 
gives tips on when to change the 
engine oil and the air filter. 

The course also included a 
glance into the engine of 
Jackson's own Chevy Cavalier in 
the Howard Johnson’s parking lot 
where she offered advice on the 
easiest way to unscrew tight lug 
nuts when changing a tire and the 
best method of jump-starting an 
engine. 

But the most important lesson 
of the evening, she said, was to 
become aware of new pings, 
dings and other noises an engine 
can make when something is 
wrong. 

“Cars will tell you what’s going 
on,’’ she says. ‘‘They’ll leak and 
make noise.’”’ And she issued a 
strong warning: ‘‘When you find 
a problem, don’t pretend it will 
go away.”’

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Phony landlord nabbed in rental scam One cop’s complaint

NEWTON To a prospective 
renter with a family, the listing in 
the Boston Globe classified sec- 
tion sounded inviting. 

“NEWTON: Immaculate 4 
bedroom, two bath, spacious sun- 
ny home with large yard and 
garage; $1,000 a month.” 


But at least 12 people who 
answered that advertisement 
and who gave initial deposits for 
that Wiswald Street property are 
now victims of what Newton 
detectives are calling a 
sophisticated rental scam run by 
a professional con-man who used 
several aliases and three phony 
businesses. 

The real identity of the man ar- 
rested last week after a stake out 
in downtown Boston is believed to 

a Robert Lane of Chelsea, who 
has a long criminal record, ac- 
cording to Newton District Court 
documents. 

At the time of his arrest, Lane, 
who was on parole from prison, 
gave a name of Daniel Murphy, 
of 437 Boylston St., Boston, and 
allegedly had on his person two 
birth and baptisimal certificates 
and Registry of Motor Vehicle 
identifications with different 
names and dates of birth, as well 
as $5,200 in cash 

Lane entered not guilty pleas in 





Newton District Court Friday to 
four counts of larceny over $100. 
He is currently being held on 
$100,000 bond or $10,000 cash bail 

Newton detectives say other 
charges are expected to be 
brought against Lane, who is 
alleged to have tried to abscond 
with over $14,000 from victims 
who were each asked to pay up 
front as much as $2,000 for first 
and last months’ rent, and a $250 
cleaning fee for the Wiswald 
Street home. Lane allegedly had 
rented the Newton house in June, 
then tried to rent it to others with 
leases starting in July 

Newton police were tipped off 
to the alleged scam by several 
would-be renters who became 
suspicious when they could not 
get the man who showed them the 
property except through an 
answering service. 

The suspect reportedly would 
meet a prospective renter at an 
ice cream store or coffee shop 
and have the customer drive to 
the house where he would show it. 

An interested client would be 
expected to fill out a rental form 
and pay by credit card or check. 
The suspect never used a car or 
allowed a renter to meet him at 
his office. 

According to Newton police, 
the defendant in at least one case 
represented himself as being 
from P. H. Davis Properties of 
437 Boylston St., a Boston ad-

Police office e under constant fear of being sued for doing or 
not doing their job in the right way. Unlike firefighters, we do not 
sleep while waiting for a call, Our job is constant, We are out all times 
of the night preventing crime as well as responding to calls from 
citizens. When a citizen needs help, he will most often call the police 
department before any other 

“T realize as mayor of the city you have the responsibility to con 
duct the city’s finances in a responsible and prudent way, I don't 
believe in bleeding the taxpayer dry 

“But for the services we e and the apparent satisfaction of the 
citizen with our service, I don’t feel the taxpayer would object to the 
police officer being paid a salary that is compatible with other 
departments in the greater Boston area 

“The city has a surplus in the neighborhood of 4 to 5 million dollars: 
That, with the tax base this city has, I feel the city can be more 
generous to its police officers.”

MENGELE:

SAO PAULO, Brazil — For more than 40 
years, the world’s most-wanted Nazi war 
criminal, Josef Mengele, evaded punishment 
by adopting false identities, leading a low-key 
lifestyle and moving from one obscure hideout 
to another 

(An international panel of pathol an- 
nounced Friday in Sao Paulo, Brazil that the 
exhumed remains of a 1979 drowning victim 
are those of Mengele. But Israel said Sunday it 
would announce its own conclusions on the fate 
of the Nazi death camp doctor after studying 
all the medical evidence in the case, as well as 
recently discovered ‘‘considerable additional 
material” relating to Mengele and to the body 
exhumed June 6 in Brazil 

If Israeli experts agree with the international 
panel's findings, they may lay to rest the ghost 
of the “Angel of Death,”’ who is charged in the 
murders of 400,000 inmates at the Auschwitz 
concentration camp and the torture of 
thousands in cruel pseudo-medical ex- 
periments. ) 

The man suspected of being Mengele was 
buried in a cemetery outside Sao Paulo under 
the name of Wolfgang Gerhard in 1979. Rolf 
Mengele, the death camp doctor's son, this 
month broke the family’s silence to say the 
bones are those of his father. 

The world’s Jewish community, convinced 
surviving Nazi war criminals will go to any 
length to avoid justice, say they will await cor- 
roboration from Israeli forensic experts before 
accepting that Mengele is dead 

Many are skeptical 

“Why did the West Germans remain silent 10 
years after intercepting the first cor- 
respondence from Mengele’s protectors in 
Brazil?" asked Ben Abraham, 60, a Polish-born 
Jew who entered Brazil as a refugee after five 
and a half years in death camps 

“And if Mengele really died in 1979, it would 
have been in the best interests of other Nazi 
fugitives to let the news of his death be known 
so that Nazi-hunters would not mistake them as 
Mengele,”’ said Abraham, president of the 
Brazilian Beneficience Association for the Sur- 
ivors of Nazism. 

‘For all we know, he could have arranged 
this entire episode using another person posing 
as Mengele.” 

As Brazilian, U.S., West German and Israeli 
experts huddled in Sao Paulo studying finger- 
prints, handwriting samples, dental records 
and the re-assembled skeleton of the drowning 
victim, Brazilian police interviewed people who 
said they sheltered Mengele from 1961 to 1979. 

The testimony provides a fascinating glimpse 
into how a complex network of Nazi sym- 
pathizers, family members and unsuspecting 
collaborators worked together — perhaps for 
handsome payments, perhaps out of political 
convictions — to protect the fugitive 

Evidence collected by Nazi hunter Simon 
Wiesenthal indicates Mengele returned home 
briefly to West Germany after the war, and 
probably was arrested and released by 
American intelligence officers in the U.S. oc- 
cupation zone of Vienna in 1947. 

Later, aided by an international ring of Nazi 
sympathizers, he is known to have obtained 
false documents and may have entered Canada 
before escaping on a ship from Italy to Argen- 
tina in 1949 

In Buenos Aires, Mengele is known to have 
openly handled business for the family com- 
pany in West Germany, and in 1954 to have 
worked at a Mercedes Benz plant. 

He moved to Paraguay in 1958, obtaining 
Paraguayan citizenship under his own name in 
1959. The fugitive lived near Asuncion and 
reportedly worked on a small farm, tending 
animals, until the 1960 kidnapping of fellow 
Nazi fugitive Adolf Eichmann in Buenos Aires 
by an Israeli commando squad 

Eichmann was spirited to Israel, where he 
was tried and executed as the author of Hitler's 
“Final Solution’’ to exterminate Jews 

When Mengele learned that the I li team 
had also intended to kidnap him, the Nazi death 
camp doctor changed his hiding place again, 
apparently seeking refuge in southern Brazil, 
where thousands of World War II refugees 
Holocaust victims and ex-Nazis alike — live in 
small towns with names like New Europe, New 
Hamburg and Blumenau 
According to testimony given to police this 
week, Wolfgang Gerhard, an Austrian who was 
a member of the Hitler Youth and served in the 
Nazi army, introduced a man believed to be 
Mengele to Nazi sympathizers in Brazil 

Gerhard, described by witnesses as a 
fanatic who had true admiration for Hit! 
troduced Mengele as the widowed, Swiss-born 

Peter Hochbichlet”’ to Geza and Gitta Stam: 
mer, 4 Hungarian couple 

The Stammers took on ‘Mr, Peter" as an un 
paid manager of their 10-acre family farm in 
Serra Negra outside the city of Sao Paulo. 

Former employees at that farm and at other 
small land parcels where Mr. Peter lived with 
the Stammers from 1961 to 1974 said the man 
talked little about his past, refused to be 
photographed, expressed dislike for Jews and 
blacks, and acted as though he, rather than the 
Stammers, was the boss 

Interrogated by police, Mrs. Stammer said 
she did not realize the man was Mengele until a 
year later when she found a Paraguayan identi

A former employee at Serra Negra, Fer- 
dinando Beletatti, dismissed Mrs, Stammer’s 
testimony, saying she was romantically involy- 
ed with the man she now says was Mengele 

Beletatti also recalled his fellow worker 
dominated the household. He ‘didn’t act like an 
employee — it was always he that pave the

Beletatti said ‘‘Mr, Peter" ordered him to 
build an observation tower on the property, 
where the tight-lipped German spent hours per- 
ched with a pair of binoculars surveying the ac 
cess routes to the hideaway. 

In 1975, he moved to another house owned by 
the Stammers, a half-hour drive from Sao 
Paulo, where he lived alone until his death 

Brazil's federal police chief, Romeu Tuma, 
who has staked his reputation on proving the 
skeleton belongs to Mengele, said he believes 
Mengele might have been the real owner of the 
farms and homes where he was sheltered by 
the Stammers and by Wolfram and Liselotte 
Sossert, an Austrian couple to whom he was ir 
troduced in the mid-1970s by Gerhard 

We have found no property registered in his 
name, but we are examining the hypothesis 
that the man (suspected of being Mengele) 
might have used his money to purchase these 
properties," said Tuma, He is examining the 
Bosserts' and Stammers' tax returns to see if 
they had enough income to own the properties 

Elza Galpian de Oliveira, who worked as Mr 
Peter's maid in 1977 and 1978, described her 
employer as a kind but strict man who occa 
sionally took her out for dinner and who cried 
when she told him she was leaving her job to 
get married. She said Mengele was visited 
about once a month by a man named ‘Hans 
who delivered an envelope she believed was 
full of money 

West German and Brazilian police think that 
man was probably Hans Sedimeier, the 
manager of the Mengele family business in 
West Germany. Police, tipped by a professor 
who overheard Sedimeier bragging he had 
helped Mengele, searched the manager's home 
in West Germany last month and found several 









letters sent from the Bossert’s addres 
The letters prompted West Germany to alert 
Brazilian police to the Bosserts, who led them 


to a small graveyard at Embu, outside Sao 
Paulo, and crypt No. 321 containing a man 
identified as Wolfgang Gerhard 

The Bosserts said the dead man was 
Mengele, and said he had adopted Gerhard’s 
identity — complete with residence papers, a 
driver's license and professional identification 
card, Gerhard, who died in 1978 in Austria, had 
left them behind when he returned to Austria in 
1976, the couple told authorities 

From 1975 until his death in February 1979, 
Mr. Peter, who used the narne Peter Gerhard 
even after adopting Wolfgang Gerhard’s identi- 
ty, became close friends with the Bosserts, He 
spent several nights a week and weekends with 
them at their home or at the simple, yellow 
walled home where he lived near the scenic 
Billings reservoir outside Sao Paulo 

Mr. Bossert, who told police he considered 
Mengele ‘a good friend,” and his wife and 
children became like a second family to the 
Nazi fugitive, inviting him to celebrate

Christmas with them and persuading him to 
pose for a series of photographs in which he 
sported a variety of clothing and hats and 
struck poses like those of an aging movie star 

In 1977, Mengele's son, Rolf, visited Mr 
Peter, who happily introduced the young man 
to friends as his nephew, according to Inez 
Mehlich, his maid during the last year he was 
alive 

But his good humor faded after the visit end 
ed, and he began to suffer from a serious 
allergy, depression, and the after-effects of a 
1976 stroke. 

I'he maid said the aging man, who before 
had entertained himself by listening to 
classical music — favoring Wagner and 
Beethoven's Fifth Symphony, which were 
beloved by Mengele — and by reading 
philosophy and medical texts, began watching 
Brazilian soap operas by the hour, He frequent 
ly asked her to stay up late and watch televi 
sion with him so he would not be alone, she 
said 

A few days before he was to leave for the 
Allantic Coast beach town of Bertioga, where 
he vacationed for a month every year with the 
Bosserts, Mr. Peter became disoriented, 
almost fell into a deep hole in the garden and 
was nearly knocked down by the swinging front 
door, the maid recalled 

Seeming to foresee his death, the man said, 

lam going to the beach because my life is 
near its end.’ Two days later, he was dead, 
having drowned after suffering an apparent 
stroke while swimming. If he was Mengele, he 
would have been 68 

In his later years, witnesses indicated, the 
man suspected of being Mengele toted a 
Mauser pistol and at one farm surrounded 
himself with a dozen fierce guard dogs. In 
#eneral, though, he was described as quiet and 
xentle — distinct contrasts to the ruthlessly 
ambitious SS officer assigned to Auschwitz as 
its chief doctor. 

At the death camp, Mengele earned the chill- 
ing title of “Angel of Death" because it was he 
who stood at the railway entrance to the camp 
and, with an imperious wave of his white cane 
or gloved hand, decided which prisoners went 
to the gas chamber and which stayed alive to 
work at hard labor or become subjects for his 
experiments 

It was the relish Mengele took in his job as 
chief camp doctor that today still turns the 
stomachs of the people who survived his in- 
humane experiments, aimed at ating, Adolf 
Hitler’s dream of a blond, blue-eyed ‘‘master 
race. 

Survivors remember seein, wall full of jars 
of human eyeballs in Mengele’s office, part of 
his experiment to see if brown eyes could be 
turned blue by injecting blue dye into the irises 
of his human guinea pigs 

Mengele’s shadowy post-war existence lent 
itself to fictional portr s in numerous books 
and films, including the book and movie ‘*The 
Boys from Brazil."’ The story depicts an in- 
vestigator who, in an eerie prelude to today’: 
search, finds Mengele in post-war hiding in 
Paulo. The investigator is murdered after he 
discovers Ment uccessfully using artificial 
insemination to produce blond, blue-eyed iden- 
tical twins 

In piecing together the evidence in the 
Mengele case, Morgue experts meticulously 
rebuilt the exhumed skeleton, examining 
overall dimensions, racial characteristics, den- 
tal information and possible bone fractures or 
deformations that might tie in with data about 
the Nazi criminal 

Police used special chemicals to highlight 
fingerprints on decades-old documents the man 
suspected of being Mengele may have used, 
and American and Brazilian handwriting ex- 
perts studied notes he made. Both were been 
compared with the real Mengele's 

We need to put together all the pieces of his 
puzzle so that there is no doubt,’’ Police Chief 
‘Tuma said. ‘There still exists the possibility 
that this could be a spectacular distracting 
maneuver, but its author would have to be 
more intellizent than Agatha Christie to make 
the story up."" 

Nevertheless, survivors of Mengele's genetic 
experiments at the Auschwitz death camp who 
now live in Israel have rejected the interna- 
tional panel's findings, and have vowed to keep 
up their efforts to capture the ‘Angel of

Assessing your risk 


The old saying about death and taxes may be correct but it 
doesn’t go far enough. There’s another certainty we face: risk 
And the way we face all three certainties can have a tremendous 
impact on the quality of our lives 

Risk can be broken down into three categories. Personal risk, in 
which you can become sick, disbled or die. Property risk, in which 
your possessions can be damaged, stolen or destroyed. And invest- 
ment risk, in which your savings — and your future — can be lost, 
consumed, or eroded. 

The prudent person avoids risk as much as possible, living in 

moderation to preserve his health, taking care of his property to 
keep it secure, and placing his savings where they will grow safe- 
ly 
” But even the most prudent man cannot avoid risk entirely; he 
must assume some if it. When he is forced to venture out into the 
world, therefore, he walks cautiously on the ice; he makes sure 
that he is a good driver, and in condition to drive; he places his 
money with only the most reputable institutions. 

Our prudent man, then, avoided what risk he can; he has assum- 
ed what risk he must. But no matter how cautious he is, he may 
still slip on the ice and end up in the hospital; his brakes can still 
fail and inflict damage; and if he reads the newspaper, he knows 
that savings institutions can — and do — fail. And so transfers the 
risks he cannot afford to someone else usually an insurance 
company 

It is in the area of investment risk that many people carry 
dangerous misconceptions. Other than the physical loss of money 
or the destruction of property, your investments can be at risk in 
three ways 

1. Loss of purchasing power. Inflation is not the most insidious of 
the three risks, because it occurs without our being aware of it. 
Unless your money increases at a rate faster that that of inflation, 
you are losing money — even if the dollar amount is going up. 

2. Loss of market value. Every stock market observer knows 
that assets can go up and down in price — and that the price you 
can command from the sale of your é ts can fall below assumed 
to be fixed, such as bonds, can decline rapidly in value as interest 
rates rise. 

3. Loss of earning power. Any number of factors can affect the 
ability of your assets to earn income, or to otherwise increase in 
value. Interest rates can decline, and reduce the yield on your 
money-market account. The company you've invested in can have 
a setback and reduce the dividend it pays out, with a correspon- 
ding drop in the stock price. 

















Managing Investment Risk 


The kind of risk you can afford to assume plays a part in the 
selection of your investments. The elderly widow or widower who 
lives on the income from his investments, cannot afford to risk loss 
of market value; nor can he afford to risk lower earnings. If he 
chooses to invest in something that provides him with a good fixed 
income, therefore, the risk he takes is that inflation will decrease 
the purchasing power of his dollars. 

The young professional, on the other hand, has her earning life 
ahead of her. She may not be in need of her investment income, 
and may feel it important to emphasize capital growth. She may 
choose to risk loss of market value, or suffer a decrease in earning 
power. 

Having determined the emphe 















is of your investment goals, you 
can move to minimize the risks, you are likely to encounter. And 
the best way to minimize them is to spread them that is, to 
diversify. Even is you begin with only a small amount of money, it 
should be placed in more than one investment vehicle.

Regulations to curtail check delays 


New regulations implemented 
recently are designed to sharply 
curtail check-clearing delays. 
The new consumer protection 
regulations issued by the state's 
Commissioner of Banks will put a 
limit on the long delays imposed 
by some banks in clearing their 
customer's checks. 

Under the new rules, a check 
drawn on a New England bank 
must be cleared in three da 
while checks from outside New 
England must be cleared in five 
day Federal government 
checks and checks drawn on the 
customer's own bank must be 
cleared the day following deposit. 

“These limits will protect all 
banking customers from having 
to put up with arbitrary and 
unreasonable delays," according 











to Mindy Lubber of the 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group (MASSPIRG), 





the organization chiefly responsi- 
ble for the new limits. 

The law requiring the banking 
commissioner to establish these 
limits was passed last December 
after MASSPIRG issued a report 
based on a survey of 94 Bay State 
banks with widely varying check 
holding periods, Banks have been 
making hefty profits on deposited 
funds, while denying customers 
access to their own money for up 
to three weeks, the report show- 
ed

Swimming pools are the center 
of many an outdoor activity, 
whether people jump in in search 
of relief from the heat or for some 
good, old-fashioned fun 

But the luxury and pleasure of 
owning a pool also come with the 
potential for tragedy 

Hundreds of children die every 
year in swimming pools nation- 
wide, according to the Red Cross. 


Nationwide, most drowning 
victims are between the ages of 1 
year and 7 years, according to 
Ben Harris, president of Water 
Safety Services, a consulting 
firm based in Illinois 


Children from 1 day to 10 y 
old account for approximatel) 
percent of all pool- related 
residential drownings, Harris 
said 


As the figures show, most vic- 
tims are youngsters who are 
mobile but too young to know how 
to swim. They easily can fall into 
the pool during a momentary 
lapse in supervision 





Harris claims that a com- 
prehensive pool safety program 
could reduce pool tragedies such 
as these by 90 percent through 
more vigilant supervision and 
security 


Basic lifesaving equipment 
should be located near the pool 
and accessible at all times. The 
equipment should include a 
lightweight, strong pole at least 
12 feet long with blunt ends or a 
ring buoy to which a long throw- 
ing rope firmly has been attach- 
ed 

For the safety of adults as well 
as children, people should not 
play around or under the diving 
board or slide when they are in 
use. A rope across the pool where 
the deep end slope begins will 
separate the two parts of the pool 
and help keep inexperienced 
swimmers out of deep water. 








Pools, like automobiles, don't 
mix well with alcohol. Keep in- 
ebriated guests out of the pool. 
Also, never swim alone or allow 
others to do so. Sudden cramps 
can occur even in the most ac- 
complished of swimmers 





The main defense to keep 
youngsters from entering an un- 
monitored pool is a fence, Harris 
says. The fence should have a 


s 
self-closing and self-latching gate 
and should be equipped with a 
child-proof lock. 
If a door opens directly from 


your house into the pool area, put 
alock on it, Harris said. 

Pool covers not only promote 
safety, but also help pool owners 
since they reduce the use of 
chlorine and keep debris out of 
the pool 


Pool covers have their short- 
comings, however. Harri

It also is possible for children 
to fall into and drown in water 
that accumulates on top of the 
cover 


Solar blankets, intended to in- 
sulate the heat of the water and 
thus save on energy costs, are not 
recommended as safety devices. 
Although they look very much 
like pool covers, solar blankets 
merely float on the surface of the 
water rather than being securely 
tied to the sides like a pool cover. 
A child who falls onto a blanket 
easily can slip through it into the 
water. 


Pool alarms are safety devices 
that alert a nearby adult if a child 


or pet accidentally falls into a 
pool 


These alarms, which look like 
floating smoke detectors, attach 
to the side of the pool with short 
cords 


When an object falls into the 
pool, waves disturb the surface of 
the water and the alarm unit 
begins to tip. As soon as the 
alarm’s sensing ring dips into the 


water, the battery-powered 
alarm emits a loud, piercing 
signal 


These alarms also have ad- 
justable sensitivity levels. Even 
when set at its most sensitive 
level, the alarm will not register 
any object under 8 pounds that 
falls into the pool. Therefore ob- 
jects such as frogs or twigs will 
not set off a false alarm, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for Rem- 
ington, manufacturer of the Pool 
Alarm, The spokesman em- 
phasized that a pool alarm is not 
a substitute for commonsense 
precautions like fences, swimm- 
ing lessons and pool safety train- 
ing for toddlers or first-aid in- 
struction for parents.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The Na- 
tional Safety Council reports the 
four most important kinds of 
fatal accidents occurring inside 
the home falls, fire, poison- 
ings, suffocation usually hap- 
pen in the bedroom 

Home, in general, is no safe 
place. In 1983, the latest year for 
which stats are available, home 
accidents killed 20,000 and caus- 
ed 3 million disabling injuries. 

In the fatal bedroom accidents 
most victims are either older 
than 65 or younger than 5 

Falls, including those in the 
bedroom, are the leading caus¢ 
of accidental death in the home 
Some 7,000 die that way in a year 
Two-thirds of the fatal falls occur 
at floor level, caused by a turned 
up rug edge, an object on the 
floor or a slippery spot from a 
spill 

To make the bedroom safer, 
the council recommends a light 
switch at the entrance and a light 

















at bedside. Also, don't leave 
things lying around so people can 
trip over them 

If small rugs are used, make 
sure they have non-skid backing 
and no frayed or curled-up edges. 

And, of course, never smoke in 
bed. People who fall asleep while 
smoking cause thousands of 
fires, and this is a principal cause 
of home fire deaths, the council 
says in its ‘‘Room by Room Home 
Safety Tour.’ 

The bathroom also is a place 
where many accidents happen 
The combination of water, elec- 
tricity, medication and slippery 
surfaces makes it a high hazard 
room 








he most serious bathroom 
accidents are slips, falls, 
saldings, electric shock, elec- 
rocutions and drownings,’’ the 
safety report says 

“The most common injury oc- 
curs when a person slips getting 
out of a tub or shower."’ Non-fatal 
injuries in the bathroom are 
estimated at 200,000 annually;

Electric shocks happen when 
people still in the bath or wet turn 
on electric switches or touch elec 
trical appliances 

The basic safety rule to avoid 
death from electricity while pur 
suing cleanliness is never contact 
any electrical fixture or ap- 
pliance with wet hands while 
standing on a damp floor, while 
in the bathtub, or shower or while 
touching any metal object 

Safety experts say the best 
precaution is to keep stuff like 





electric hot combs, shavers, 
tooth brushes, curling trons, hot 
lather dispensers, hair dryers 
and sun lamps out of the 


bathroom 

But what if they must be used

The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission says more than 
137,000 people are treated in 
hospital emergency rooms for in 
juries associated with kitchen 
knives each year 

Hurrying and carelessness are 
often cited as reasons for kitchen 
accidents, according to the home 
safety report 

Kitchen fires are another 
hazard and most occur around 
dinner time when burners are set 
too high and people are not pay 
ing attention 


Leaving the stove unattended 
dominates the causes for fires 
with cooking equipment. The 


Consumer Product Safety Com 
mission estimates that more than 
20,000 receive hospital emergen

Problem solving answers for homeowners

| Q. Now that spring is here, we 
| want to clean off the dirt that has 
built up on the aluminum siding 
of our house over the winter, The 
siding stays clean for an area 
about 4 to 5 feet down from the 
eaves. Above that, there is a 
rough or granular surface which 
will not come off with sponge, 
detergent or other cleaning 
materials. What is it and what is 
the best way to handle it 

A. Special siding cleaning pro- 
blems are usually caused by local 
conditions and hardware stores 
or home centers can recommend 
a cleaning agent 

For surface soil or stains which 
may result from tree sap, in- 
dustrial fallout, chimney fumes 
or vent furnes; we recommend 
ordinary non-abr > household 
detergents. Try washing with 
one-third cup of Tide per 1 gallon 
of warm water. 

As with any cleaning operation, 
start at the top to avoid streak- 
ing. After cleaning and washing, 
it is important that the siding be 
rinsed by flushing it with water 
A garden hose does a good job. 

If you encounter stubborn 
stains, you can buy special siding 
cleaners made to remove various 
types of grime. Get them at your 
local hardware store 

Mildew, which appea as 
black spots and streaks, usually 
shows up in areas isolated from 
rainfall places like porch 
enclosures and under eaves 
where dampness lingers and the 
sun does not reach. A cleaning 
solution that is effective can be 
made of 3 quarts of water, 1 quart 
of 5-percent sodium hypochlorite 
(Chlorox or other bleach), one- 
third cup of non-abrasive 
detergent and two-thirds cup of 
trisodium phosphate (Soilatex), 
Again, after scrubbing, rinse 
down thoroughly

Standards due

Collect roof water runoff 
with gutters taking special pains 
to lead the downspouts (leaders) 
onto splash blocks sloped and 
directed away from house walls 
Grades at the walls must be rais- 
ed and sloped about 1 inch per 
foot for a distance of about 6 feet 
from the side of the house. If you 
can lead the water away from the 
walls in this manner, you may be 
able to solve you dampness pro- 
blem 

Whether it does the whole job 
or not, it should provide some im- 

















provement. If it does not, you 
must consider taking more 
drastic and expensive 


measures like installing a sump 
pump or digging out around the 
foundations to install drain tiles 

The presence of a sliding door 
suggests that you could install 
drain tiles under the slab at the 
sill of this door with a bit less ef- 
fort and expense, If you do, feed 
the collected water away from 
the house in a downhill direction 

Before undertaking anything 
more than the exterior water con- 
trol programs, write to the 
American Society of Home In- 
spectors.

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EMT group wants seat belt law 


NEWTON — The Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of Emergency Medical Technicians, 
based in Newton Highlands, has urged the 
State Legislature to pass a mandatory seat 
belt law 


Stephen White, president of the 2,500- 
member organization, said a seat belt law 
was the most “‘effective action we can take 
to reducing injuries. Day after day we see 
thousands and thousands of people who have 
suffered needless death and injury.”’ 


White said that EMTs are especially 


aware of the relatively minor accidents that 
are turned into major tragedies because 
unbelted drivers are hurled into the wind- 
shield and suffer severe head injuries 
“These are cases where seat belt use would 
be extremely effective in eliminating in- 
jury,” he said. 

Addressing claims by opponents that a 
seat belt law represents excessive govern- 
ment intrusion into people’s lives, White 
said, ‘‘The victims we see don’t raise that 
question. They only cry, ‘I wish this didn't 
happen to me.’”” 


The letter also called attention to millions 
of taxpayers’ dollars spent each year to pro- 
vide EMT services. ‘‘A significant reduction 
in injury producing accidents would result in 
considerable savings of tax funds,”’ he said. 


White said the EMT Association refuses to 
accept the daily carnage on our highway 
an inevitable part of life. ‘A seat belt law is 
not a perfect solution,” he said, ‘‘but it does 
represent something we can do that will br- 
ing a significant reduction in death and in- 
jury.””

Nagle is either 35 or 36 years old, ac- 
cording to court papers which show that he 
was on parole from prison at the time of the 


alleged incident. Nagle also has been charg- 
ed in connection with seven armed robberies 
in Brighton that occurred around the time of 
the Newton crime spree. 


The incident at the MBTA station took 
place at 3:30 p.m. on a Friday. The police 
report said the suspect first stuck a sawed 
off shotgun in the face of a Wellesley resident 
who was sitting in his car in the basement 
parking garage of the Grove Street Holiday 
Inn, located next to the mass transit station. 
After commanding the motorist to get out of 
the car and stripping him of his wallet, the 
suspect fled on foot to the nearby Greyhound 
bus station. There, the suspect drew a gun on 
an MBTA employee and then tried to get 
change from a nearby fare booth.

SWTON Bob Martin,

He 
came right back for two safeties 
in the 8-7 loss to St. John’s Prep in 
the quarterfinals.

Will Fiero avoid the sophomore jinx? 


DETROIT (UPI) Last year the mid- 
engined Pontiac Fiero was the hit of the new 
car parade, featuring innovations like 


plastic body panels, an inner frame con- 
struction similar to a roll cage in a race car, 
and an engine mounted in the middle. 

Artfully disguising its heavy use of X-car 
parts, the 1984 Fiero could be ordered in any 
color and with any engine so long as it was 
red with a four cylinder. 

Color choices were gradually expanded to 
include black, silver and white, but the real 
improvements came this year with an Isuzu- 
made five speed transmission for the four 
cylinder engine, a new instrument cluster 
with an oil pressure gauge, and a badly need 
ed infusion of almost 50 horsepower with an 
optional 2.8 liter V6 engine.

What makes summer movie 
hits so special’? The answer falls 
into two categories: the director 
and the plot. Three major direc- 
tors have come up with outstan- 
ding plots to make at least three 
movies this summer sure-fire 
hits. Steven Speilberg’ ‘he 
Goonies,’’ Ron Howard’s ‘‘Co- 
coon’’ and John Huston’s ‘‘Priz- 
zi’s Honor.”’ All are playing in 
Newton, as well as in Boston and 
other suburbs 











Steven Speilberg, probably the 
most quintessential director of 
summer, has given us ‘‘Raider’: 
of the Lost Ark,’ “Close En- 
counters of the Third Kind” and 
“Jaws” — all s' relea b 
“The Gooni exciting 
as ‘‘Raiders,’’ or as compas- 
sionate as '‘E.T.,"’ but it is still a 
fun movie. Once again, Speilberg 
uses a group of unknown children 
actors on a mission as the theme 
of this picture. While playing 
around in the attic of a house they 
have been forced to sell because 
they do not have the money to 
pay the rent, two brothers and 
their neighborhood buddies 
discover an old map. 









They believe it will lead them 
to a buried treasure. As the 
children set out on their search 
for the treasure, they stumble on- 
to the hiding place of a group of 
crooks. So the kids are after the 
treasure, and the crooks are after 
the kid: setting up a few great 
chase sequences. Of course, it 1s 





the silly bantering back and forth 
between the kids and their ir- 
repressible drive to obtain the 
treasure that makes “Goonies” a 
fun movie. These kids are a 
group of misfits who normally 
can not do anything right, thus 
they call themselves, affec- 
tionately, The Goonies. They do 
find the treasure in the end, and 
they are able to save their house, 
but first we must endure a few 
teary-eyed speeches by one boy 
about not giving up, and the value 
of friends, and sticking together 
These tend to make the film drag 
in certain spots, especially at the 
end, but for pure Speilberg 
escapism, ‘‘The Goonies’ has 
once again retained a place at the 
top of the list for Speilberg, as 
The director of summer. 








Not all summer movies have to 
be for children, and have to have 
a plot steeped in adventure. 
“Prizzi’s Honor” is slow moving, 
and contains little humor, but it 
does paint a bleak picture of life 
during the 1960s for a group of 
Mafia hit men and women 
Although this is not a fetching 
subject matter, the per- 
formances in ‘‘Prizzi’s Honor” 
more than make up for it. Jack 
Nicholson has once again proven 
his versatility. This is a role like 
no other he has ever played, and 
he plays it with p and 
uniqueness that h 
actor are already making him 
the scuttlebutt of early Oscar 
talk, proving that this misguided 
Los Angeles Lakers fan ce 
lot more with his facial 
movements than snear at Larry 
Bird 














Nicholson is the hit man for the 
Godfather-like Prizzi family. He 
falls in love with beautiful 
Kathleen Turner, who he later 
finds out is a hit-person herself. 
Their brief marriage is a series 
of deceptions and mistrustful 
moments. John Huston has set up 
this movie to be as cerebral as 
possible. To be sure, Prizzi’s is a 
thinking person’s film. It is 
beautifully filmed through 
filters, with marvelous camera 
angles and cut-away shots. The 
great surprise of this film is the 
talents of the director's daughter, 
Anjelica Huston, who plays the 
‘*‘Don's’' spiteful and 
manipulative granddaughter. In 
her acting debut, Huston proves 
that she is her father's daughter
